SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 12.-Neri 
Germenia, the little Portugese woman who 
called at the police station a week ago and 
reported to the sergeant in charge that she 
had been beaten by Manuel G. Dandried, 
in whose service she was employed, died 
last night. 

The woman's story, as related to the 
authorities through the aid of an inter- 
j -iter, was both sad and unusual. She 
6ald that two years ago Dandried per- 
suaded her to leave her native home in 
sunny Portugal, and offered what seemed 
to her fabulous wages to come to Cali- 
fornia and act as his servant. She gladly 
accepted his offer, and came only to find 
bersclt in a position of veritable slavery. 

Since her arrival Dandried has fre- 
quently beaten her. The cause of the last 
beating she received was a trivial one. A 
iew small turkeys had disappeared and 
Dandried accused his nepnew, a boy of 
tender years, of having killed them, and 
proceeded to chastise him unmercifully. 
The woman interfered in the lad's behalf 
and was knocked down and repeatedly 
kicked, despite her being in delicate health 
at the time. 

From the effects of this assault the 
woman was taken sick and a physician 
was called in. He found upon examina- 
tion that it would be necessary, in order to 
save the woman's life, to perform an ope- 
ration. This was done successfully. 

The woman afterward complained of 
great pain in her side and declared that 
the bandages were too tight. Dandried, 
without notifying the physician in charge, 
cut the retaining bands with a pair of 
scissors. Internal hemorrhage ensued and 
the woman died. 



FIRE AT BEXICIA. 

Destruction of an Immense Warehouse 
Store* With Wheat. 

*r?VTCIA, Cai-, April 12.— The immense 
warehouse and office ot Balfour, Guthrie A 
Co., together with the contents, was en- 
tirely destroyed by fire thisforenoon. The 
blaze was discovered shortly after 10 
o'clock and the entire Fire Department 
was called out. 

There were no hydrants on the wharf, 
end before it was possible to get a stream 
of water on the flames they had made such 
headway that nothing could be done by 
the firemen except to prevent the flames 
from destroying the wharf. 

The amount of property destroyed will 
amount to more than $110,000, as there was 
stored in the warehouse 3300 tons of wheat 
belonging to the Fair estate. 

The warehouse was 400 feet long, and a 
substantial building, having all the im- 
provements for handling grain, with rail- 
road tracks on both sides. The watch- 
man, Mr. Pinkharo, tells this story: 

"I had left the office about twenty 
minutes to attend to the warehouse, when 
my attention was called by some one 
ehouting to me that the offiee was on fire. 
•• "I hastened back as fast as I could and 
found that the fire was breaking out of trje 
windows. I am unable to account for the 
origin of the blaze, but hardly think it was 
the work of incendiaries." 

The watchman was badly burned about 
the face and hands in trying to extinguish 
the fire.

REEDLEY FORGERY CASE. 

Another Day Consumed in the Taking of 
Evidence Against Professor Sanders. 

FRESNO, Cal., April 11'.— Several jurors 
in the Sanders forgery case complained to- 
day of feeling ill, and asked that the at- 
torneys bring the trial to a conclusion as 
soon as possible. 

The county has been at a very heavy ex- 
pense in the investigation of the Wootton 
case, and it was manifestly impossible to 
cut short the testimony on eit her side with- 
out prejudice to the interest of justice on 
both sides. Judge Webb rescinded the 
order committing the jury to the custody 
of the Sheriff, and permitted the jurors to 
go home each evening, with a caution not 
to talk about the case or read the news- 
papers. 

The testimony to-day bore almost ex- 
clusively on the book from which the 
forged draft is presumed to have been torn, 
and the evidence of grand jurors and 
others was submitted to show that when 
they examined it there were forty-nine 
untorn leaves and one stub. Ex-District 
Attorney Church testified that since then 
he had permitted counsel for the defense 
to remove six or seven of the leaves for 
the purpose of examination and that a 
writing had been given to that effect. The 
prosecution will close ils testimony to- 
morrow morning. 

FOUXD XEAR SAX ANDREAS. 

Recovery of the Body of the Victim of the 
Angels Flood. 

SAN ANDREAS, Cal.. April 12,-The 
body of Otto Lundt, drowned by the flood 
from the broken dam above Angels on 
Wednesday, was found five miles from 
here to-day, lodged among some rock and 
logs. It was horribly mangled and could 
be identified only by a scar. It had been 
carried ten miles from the accident. 

The body was brought here and an in- 
quest held. The verdict was that Lundt 
came to his death by accidental drowning. 
The body was taken to Angels to-night 
and the funeral will be held there to- 
morrow. Lundt was a German, 71 years 
of age. 

No other deaths from the flood are re- 
ported. 

WOX BY STAXEORD. 

Orator Sandwick Captures the Carnot 
Medal in the Intercollegiate Debate. 

PALO ALTO, Cal., April 12.— The Stan- 
ford-Berkeley intercollegiate debate for 
the Carnot medal offered by Baron Cou- 
bertin took place this evening. The sub- 
ject chosen was, "Was Casimer - Perier 
Justified in Resigning the Presidency of 
France?" Stanford was represented by 
Sheldon, Harrington and Sandwick; and 
Berkeley by Friend, Lyser and Clark. 

The judges decided in favor of Sandwick, 
who supported the affirmative side of the 
question. 

SHIPPED FROM SAX OA TXRJKT.. 

A Fruit-Grower Who Claims to Have 
Sent the Firet Oranges East. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 12.— This 
evening's Express prints a dispatch signed 
"William H. Mills," asking for the name 
and address of the person who shipped the 
first carload of oranges from California to 
the East. Mr. Mills says he asks for the 
information on behalf of the California 
Press Association, which desires to confer 
on the first shipper the badge of the asso- 
ciation. 

To-night J. de Barth Shorb, the well- 
known orange-grower and vineyardist of 
San Gabriel, writes the Times, stating that 
he can claim that honor. He says he 
shipped his first carload in 1S77, and has 
telegraphed Mr. Mills to that effect.

GEXERAL FUXD EXHAUSTED. 

The Small Balance Remaining Will Re 
Paid Out To-Day. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 12.— The 
general fund in the State Treasury is about 
exhausted, and the small balance of 
$73,209 remaining will be wiped out to- 
morrow, there being already more than 
claims enough to use it up. 

The first money to come into the treas- 
ury*will be from the second installment of 
the railroad taxes, which will be paid in 
on or before the 29th inst. The second in- 
stallment of State and county taxes will 
begin to come in immediately after May 
15, and by June 1 between $900,000 and 
$1,000,000 will have been received into the 
treasury. 

Southern Pacific Economizing. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 12. -The 
announcement that the Southern Pacific 
had withdrawn from sale tickets for St. 
Paul and Minnesota points via El Paso, 
Fort Worth and Kansas City and also by 
the northern route via Ogden and Kansas 
City, turns out to be only partially correct. 
The southern gateway to extreme northern 
points is still open, but no more tickets are 
being offered via Ogden and Kansas City. 
While the Southern Pacific Company offers 
no official reason for the action taken it 
is supposed to be simply on the score of 
economy. 

Cong regationalists at Kenwood. 

SANTA ROSA, Cal., April 12.— The con- 
vention of the Sonoma Association of the 
Congregational Church came to a close at 
Kenwood last evening. Rev. J. K. Har- 
rison of San Francisco gave an illustrated 
lecture at the church to a large audience 
as the concluding feature of the conven- 
tion.

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., April 12,- 
The report is in circulation that the 
Olympia has sealed orders which will 
make it impossible for her to be 
in Santa Barbara during the flower 
festival. The fact that vessel left Santa 
Barbara Tuesday gives some color to 
this assertion, but the statement is un- 
founded. The Olympia has merely gone 
down the coast a few miles for torpedo 



FRESNO, Cal., April 12.— The Fresno 
Loan and Savings Bank suspended business 
this morning. A notice on the door says: 

Depositors will be paid in full, but our in- 
ability to realize on securities makes it impos- 
sible to meet demands. 

From Vice-President E. F. Bernard, who 
became connected with the management 
in August, 1894, it is learned that the fail- 
ure is aue to accumulating interest on real 
estate mortgages and the inability to make 
other collections due. The struggle began 
in the panic of 1893, and they were forced 
to close their doors in June, 1894, for a day 
or so, but continued business. 

There is due depositors $412,478, about 
equally divided between the commercial 
and savings depositors. Their total assets 
amount to $710,000, which includes notes 
and mortgages secured by real estate to 
the amount of $454,710. The bank premises 
and other real estate is valued at $175,000, 
and the amount of actual cash is $81,000. 
Allowing $100,000 for shrinkage in value of 
real estate and worthless securities they 
still have assets amounting to $'.•00,000 
more than liabilities. 

The other banks have offered to take 
the commercial business off the Loan and 
Savings Bank's hands, dividing equally 
between three banks— First National, 
Fresno National and Farmers'. 

There is no probability of a run on any of 
the Fresno banks on account of the suspen- 
sion of the Loan and Savings Bank. Feo- 
ple arc not excited over it, and the assur- 
ance of the bank officials that depositors 
will be paid in full is generally believed, 
and there is better feeling than might have 
been expected. 

The other banks are well prepared to 
stand a run, if one should come, and they 
are fesling no uneasiness. In fact the 
bankers of Fresno held a meeting to-day 
to consider the advisability of assuming 
liability for $200,000 of the debts due by 
the closed ban k.

STOCKTON, Cal., April 12.— Plans were 
received here to-day from San Francisco 
showing the route of the valley road from 
Stockton through San Joaquin County to 
the Stanislaus River. This is the first 
authentic information received by the sur- 
veying party here, and the route mapped 
out is not that printed before. 

The line, according to the instructions 
received to-day, runs parallel with the 
Mariposa road soutbeasterly for several 
miles until it strikes an angle in that road 
where it crosses a large tract belonging to 
Rosenbauni <Jfc Crawford of this city. Here 
it deflects a trifle and runs in a straight 
line to the southeastern corner of the 
county, where Jacob Meyer has a large 
ranch. 

The road passes through some very valu- 
able farming land, but the owners of all 
the large tracts are in thorough sympathy 
with the project, and some have already 
made generous subscriptions, so there is 
no doubt that the rights of way to the 
Stanislaus Kiver can be easily obtained. 

Among those through whose land the 
road will pass are: G. 8. Ladd, S. A. 
French, Rosenbaum <fe Crawford, F. G. 
Galgiani, Mrs. A. Muenter, J. K. Doak, 
Andrew Woif, J. V. Mondon, A. McNeiily, 
S. Vanner, A. Chidester, G. S. Hall, H. L. 
Poyner, James Leighton, J. W. Gann, Mrs. 
P. B. Ewing, L. Bassillio, J. LPayner, N. B. 
Sperry, E. C. Smith, John Morey, Mrs. I. 
Brennan, Hannah Brennan. the estate of 
J. W. Jones, James W. Jones, Alice D. 
Jones, D. L. Jones, N. S. Harold, L. L. 
Huntley, 8tockton Savings and Loan So- 
ciety and Jacob Meyer. This will cut sev- 
eral large tracts in twain, among them 
those of J. K. Doak, Andrew Wolf, A. Chi- 
dester and H. J. Chalmers. These men, 
however, have come forward with grants 
of the right of way. 

The hue of the road will run past the 
schoolhouse in section 14, township 2 
south, range east. It strikes the Stanis- 
laus River, according to the new map, five 
or six miles southeast of Burnett, a station 
on the line of the Oakdale branch of the 
Southern Pacific road, between Stockton 
and Merced. This would indicate that the 
road will not run to Modesto, which was 
intimated by Engineer Storey when here. 
He stated then that it might not go to 
that point, but to some place midway be- 
tween Modesto and Oakdale. 

It is possible that this route may be 
changed, if any engineering difficulties are 
found iu the way, which is hardly thought 
probable. 

The surveyors have about finished their 
work inside the city limits, but still make 
their headquarters here. A week from to- 
morrow there will be a monster picnic at 
Goodwatcr Grove, just outside of Stockton, 
which will be given by the ladies' commit- 
tee of the Stockton Commercial Associa- 
tion to help the fund they are raising for 
the road. The Stockton Athletic Club has 
taken hold of the project, and will hold its 
field day exercises in conjunction with the 
picnic, so the affair will probably net con- 
siderable money, and Stockton will take a 
half holiday on that afternoon. 

To-morrow oil the schoolgirls in the city 
will go out among the homes to solicit 
subscriptions for the fund being raised by 
the ladies. 

The committee appointed by the Com- 
mercial Association to make a comparison 
between the city assessment and the sub- 
scription list to the valley road has the 
names of 160 persons assessed at over 
$10,000 each who have not yet contributed 
anything to the fund. They will be waited 
upon and asked to give their proportion of 
the amount to be raised, which has now 
very nearly reached the required sum. 

Companies A and B, Sixth Regiment, 
N. G. C, will hold a military carnival next 
Monday night, the proceeds of which will 
go to swell the fund of the new road. Liv- 
ing pictures, representing war scenes, will 
be shown. 

Stockton has never been so thoroughly 
enthusiastic over anything in all its his- 
tory. 

FRESXO'S P ROF FERED AID.

FRESNO, Cal., April 12.— The Chamber 
of Commerce has sent the following mes- 
sage to the directors of the new road :

are concerned. We have remained inactive 
until now, not from lack of Interest, but In the 
hope that you would, in due course of time, 
Indicate to us your wishes. 

The people here are alive to the Importance 
of securing the San Joaquin Valley Railroad 
and its machine-shops for this city, and are 
anxious to learn what you expect of them.

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 12.— A tele- 
gram was received to-day by the police au- 
thorities of this city from Chief Crowley of 
San Francisco stating that he had dis- 
patched Officers Gleiman and Farrell with 
warrants for the arrest, on a charge of 
felony and embezzlement, of- the five 
Chinamen who were captured on the Ore- 
gon train last evening by Policemen Baltz 
and Douglas of the local force.

It appears that these Chinamen, in com- 
pany with four others, were the directors 
of a Chinese beneficial fund, organized and 
subscribed to by the Mongol sewing ma- 
chine operators of San Francisco, and 
it is claimed . that the board of 
directors unanimously agreed to divide the 
funds of the organization and depart for 
pastures new.

Nevada County Detectives Pursue a 
Man Thought to Be Bogard's 
Slayer. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 12-— On the 
arrival of the freight train known in rail- 
road men parlance as No. 6, which reaches 
this city at 2 o'clock a. m., a large force of 
detectives, police and yardmen were on 
hand. They immediately surrounded the 
train and instituted a search for the sup- 
posed murderer of Sheriff Bogard, they 
having been notified by telegraph that he 
had boarded the train at Colfax and was 
afterward seen in Rocklin. 

As the long line of freightcars came to a 
standstill the engineer, having been sig- 
naled to stop a few blocks from the depot, 
the assembled forces closed in on all sides, 
and Policeman Douglas, discovering a man 
seated on the bumpers between the two 
head cars, made a' rush for him. The 
man at once sprang to the ground on the 
opposite side of the train, at the same time 
making a motion as though to draw a 
weapon. The officer compelled the man 
to throw up his hands. 

By this time Detective Ahcrn arrived at 
the side of the supposed desperado, and 
while Policeman Douglas kept him cov- 
ered with his revolver Ahern searched 
him, the Test of the force with drawn 
revolvers standing guard. 

They were chagrined to find that their 
captive was an inoffensive Swede, who 
aid not possess an extensiv* command of 
the Anglo-Saxon tongue and was nearly 
frightened to death. In general appear- 
ance he bore a resemblance to Brady, but 
his meek demeanor would have touched 
even that notorious outlaw with pity. 

Word was received to-day from the de- 
tectives iu Nevada County that the man 
they were after had been seen in the neigh- 
borhood of Columbian Hill, and that they 
were close upon his track. They claim 
that they will capture him without doubt. 
They are not positive that he will prove 
to be Brady, but say that several who have 
encountered the fugitive recognize him as 
the man wanted, by aid of the photos in 
the possession of the pursuing force. He 
is traveling on foot and through a country 
which is almost impassable. 

STATE FAIR PREMIUMS. 

Awards to Re Offered for the Best Ex- 
hibits of Dairy Products. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 12. — There 
was a meeting of the State Board of Agri- 
culture here to-day for the purpose of 
revising the premium-list for the next 
State Fair. Owing to the importance of 
the butter-making interest it was decided 
to offer premiums for cows producing the 
greatest amount of butter fat, the contest 
to continue seven days. The awards will be : 

Five-year-olds and over— First premium $60, 
second $20. 

Four-year-olds and over— First $50, second 
$25. 

Three-year-olds and over— First $40, sec- 
ond $20. 

Two-year-olds and over— First $30, second 
$15. 

Eighty per cent of pure butter fat shall 
be the basis for determining the yield of 
marketable butter. 

Special efforts will be made to arrange 
for a general exhibition of electrical mo- 
tors, in view of the approaching utiliza- 
tion of the American River water-power 
for transmitting vast electric power into 
this city. Eastern manufacturers will be 
asked to send their latest motors for this 
exhibition. 

B. M. Lelong, secretary of the State 
Board of Horticulture, was appointed 
superintendent of the horticultural depart- 
ment. 

THROWX OUT OF EMPLOYMEXT. 



An Entire JMridlon Force of the South- 
ern Pacific to Re Rendered Ifle. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 12.— There 
is a sweeping retrenchment to he made on 
the part of the Southern Pacific Company 
on the first of the coming month, that will 
throw an entire division force out of em- 
ployment, add seventy miles more of tho 
road to the Sacramento division, and place 
the added care of this amount of track to 
the already arduous duties of Superin- 
tendent J. B. Wright. 

The company has decided to combine 
the Truckee division with the Sacramento 
hill division and place this combination 
under charge of the present superintend- 
ent of the latter division. This will neces- 
sitate an addition to the present force of 
clerks in the Sacramento office, but the 
removal of the headquarters of the Truckee 
division from Wadsworth and the removal 
of one superintendent will result in con- 
siderable saving to the company. Super- 
intendent Agler, who has been in charge 
of the Truckee division, will assume com- 
mand over the Ogden division, and will 
remove to that city.

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Paul Schulze Ends His 
Life With a Pistol 
Bullet. 



DESPONDENCY THE CAUSE 



He Felt Too Keenly His Re- 
moval From an Honored 
Position. 



FRIENDS ABE GRIEF-STRICKEN. 



The Deceased Had Endeared Him- 
self to Many by His Generous 
Disposition. 



TACOMA, Wash., April 12.— Disheart- 
ened by financial difficulties and his re- 
moval from an honored position, Paul 
Schulze, general land agent of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, killed himself this 
morning at 11:30 o'clock by sending a 38- 
caliber bullet through his head. The body 
was not found until 3:45 p. m., and it was 
nearly 6 before the Coroner was notified. 
The news became public after 6 o'clock 
and greatly surprised the entire city. 

Mr. Schulze was one of the best known 
men in the Northwest. A German by 
birth, he entered the Northern Pacific ser- 
vice under Henry Villard. and nearly ten 
years ago was made general land agent at 
the west end of the road. 

During the l«st year or so his policy had 
not been approved by the Northern Pa- 
cific management, and frequently it has 
been rumored that he would be removed. 
Last Wednesday he announced that he 
had resigned at the request of Land Com- 
missioner Phipps. He did not seem to 
feel badly about the matter then, but it is 
certain that he felt keenly that the re- 
moval showed a lack of appreciation of his 
services. 

Schulze was president of the Yakima 
Investment Company, owner of the Great 
Sunnyside canal in Yakima County, with 
assets of over $2,000,000, and president of 
the Tacoma Railway and Motor Com- 
pany, owner of two-thirds of the street 
railway system here. Both companies are 
in receivers' hands, and he was one of 
the receivers of the former company. The 
financial difficulties of that company had 
caused him much trouble. 

Schulze spent but part of Thursday at 
his office, though bis resignation was not 
to take effect until Monday. He went 
home at 8 o'clock and ate dinner. After 
dinner he ordered a fire built in the 
kitchen, and the servants, who were in and 
out of the room, say that he burned several 
bundles of private papers, including 
letters. At 9 o'clock he sent for Dr. 
Yocom, his physician, and complained of 
a pain in his chest. The doctor was there 
over an hour, and about 10:30 Mr. Schulze 
retired. 

At 8 o'clock this morning Henry, his 
Japanese servant, took up a light break- 
fast. He told his master that he was 
going to market and asked if he wanted 
anything purchased. Mr. Schulze re- 
plied in the negative. At 11:30 the ser- 
vants heard a noise in the direction of Mr. 
Schulze's room, but paid little attention 
to it at the time. At 2 o'clock the man 
Henry returned, and as somebody had 
telephoned for Mr. Schulze he went to his 
door and knocked. There was no response, 
and Henry decided not to disturb him. 
He tried the door, but it was locked. 

A little before 4 o'clock Alfred Anderson, 
Mr. Schulze's private secretary, telephoned 
to the house and directed the servant to 
arouse Schulze. The door was still locked 
and finally the servant broke it open. He 
found his master lying stiff iu death, with 
a bullet through his head. The ball had 
entered the right temple and stopped just 
inside the skin on the opposite side. 

Dr. Yocom was called. He made an ex- 
amination and notified the Coroner and 
friends. There will be no inquest. 

A number of warm personal friends and 
Northern Pacific officials gathered at the 
house and learned the details of the sad 
story, some of them choking with sobs. 
Mr. Schulze was one of the most generous

do them a kind act. This fact and the na- 
ture of his demise causes them the deepest 
sorrow. President Oakes and General Man- 
ager £endrickof the Northern Pacific, who 
came here partly to arrange for the trans- 
fer of his office to his successor, were much 
affectea by the tragedy. 

Paul Schutee was born in Germany in 
1848 and received a collegiate and univer- 
sity education in his native country. He 
came to the United States in November, 
1868, at the age of 20. After having been 
engaged in various occupations in Cali- 
fornia, in November, 1871, he entered the 
service of the land department of the 
Oregon and California Railroad in Port- 
land, Oregon. During a visit in Germany 
in 1874 he met Henry Villard, who soon 
•fter became president of the Oregon and 
California Railroad, and Mr. Schulze was 
appointed land agent of that road in July, 
1874, which position he held until April, 
1882. In August, 1882, he was appointed 
general land agent of the Northern Pacific 
and was otherwise connected with various 
enterprises with Mr. Villard. In 1885 the 
general land office of the Northern Pacific 
was removed to Tacoma and he had lived 
here ever since. 

Six years ago Schulie and Henry Vil- 
lard organized the Tacoma Railway and 
Motor Company, to operate the Tacoma 
street railways, of which Villard controlled 
the single line then built. Nearly 
$2,000,000 was spent in constructing new 
lines under Mr. Schulze's management as 
president. About three years ago Villard 
and Schulze had a falling out, but the lat- 
ter remained in control. In December the 
New York bondholders applied for and 
had a receiver appointed for the system. 

Five years ago the Northern Pacific, at 
Mr. Schulze's instance, inaugurated the 
Sunnyside canal project to irrigate 100,000 
acres of land in Yakima County. Later an 
independent company was formed, to 
which the railroad transferred the canal 
and the railroad lands under it. 

Subsequently the property was trans- 
ferred to the Yakima Investment Com- 
pany, of which Mr. Schulze was president, 
the second company being to facilitate the 
floating of the bends. In this scheme Mr. 
Schulze took great pride, und it was one of | 
his chief desires to assist in putting under 
cultivation the great Yukima Valley, which I 
needed but water to make it one of the 
most fertile sections of the West. 

After announcing his retirement from 
the railroad on Wednesday, Mr. Schulze 
said: 

"I am now free to look after my own in- 
terests, which have greatly suffered on ac- 
count of my connection with the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company. I shall devote 
myself particularly to the reorganization 
of the Tacoma Railway and Motor Com- 
pany and to the financing of the Yakima 
Investment Company. 

"The latter, I am glad to say, has made 
very satisfactory progress in the last 
month. It is now a matter of but a few 
weeks when the company will be relieved 
entirely from its present embarrassment." 

Three receivers for this company, of 
which Mr. Schulze was one, were appoint- 
ed last fall. Mr. Schulze was vice-presi- 
dent of the Tacoma Smelting and Refining 
Company, a director in the Traders' Bank, 
and wai formerly president of the Union 
Club. He owned a large house. He was 
married, but three years ago secured a di- 
vorce. His wife and daughter had resided 
in Germany for a number of years previous 
to that.

SIN LUIS OBISPO KILLING, 

A Feud of Longstanding Ends 
In the Murder of a 
Rancher. 



Jose Ygnacio Villa Meets Death at 
the Hands of Unknown 
Enemies. 



SAN LUIS OBISPO, Cal., April 12. -A 
foul murder came to light this morning 
with the discovery of the body of Jose 
Ygnacio Villa, a well-known rancher, hid- 
den in the tall grass on a vacant lot in this 
city. He had been killed by a blow on the 
bead from a blunt instrument. 

Villa, who was of Spanish descent, was a 
native of this country and about 55 years 
of age. He leaves a large family. The 
Villas were formerly owners of the great 
Corral de Picdra Rancho, near this city. 

The inquest is set for to-morrow at 9 
o'clock. It is supposed the murderer was 
prompted by revenge. Villa has figured 
prominently in a feud which has existed 
here for years. No definite clew has yet 
been made public, but the officers seem 
confident of being on the right track and 
sensational arrests are expected. 



Convention at Spokane. ' 

SPOKANE, Wash., April 12.— The Non- 
partisan city convention of 160 delegates 
met here to-day. The A. P. A.'s ruled the 
convention by an overwhelming majority. 
They put up a straight Republican ticket 
and to-night claim they will control the 
Republican convention to-morrow and 
have it indorse the ticket named. 



PORTLAND, Or., April 12.— A case in- 
volving the title to 200,000 acres of land, 
situated in Multnomah and Clackamas 
counties, near this city, will come up in 
the United States Circuit Court next Tues- 
day. The case is known as the "Overlap 
land case," and is brought by the United 
States Government against the Southern 
Pacific Company. 

In 1873 Congress granted to the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company the alternate 
sections of a tract of land from a point on 
the great lakes to a point on Puget Sound, 
twenty miles wide on each side of the road 
through the Stutes and forty miles wide 
through the Territory. Provision was 
made in the same act that if a branch line 
were built to Portland from a point 300 
miles or less east of the western or Puget 
Sound terminus, another tract forty miles 
wide should be given along the branch. 
The Puget Sound terminus is Tacoma and 
the "point 300 miles or less east" is Wai- 
lula. 

Subsequently Congress granted to the 
Oregon and California road a forty-mile 
tract from Portland to the California line. 
As the end of both grants was at Portland, 
they overlapped in Multnomah and 
Clackamas counties, and in the overlap- 
ping tract are 200,000 acres. 

The contention of the Government is 
that the 200,000 acres, having been given 
to the Northern Pacific in 1873, were not 
included in the grant to the Oregon and 
California, which has been absorbed by the 
Southern Pacific, and that the Northern 
Pacific's prior grant excluded the land 
from the grant to the Oregon and Califor- 
nia. But the Northern Pacific failed to 
build from Wallnla to Portland and its 
grant along the Columbia River was for- 
feited to the Government. As the over- 
lapping land— the 200,000 acres— was never 
included in the grant to the Oregon and 
California, it is claimed that it cannot now 
be included. 

Trial of Preaeher Heed. 

PORTLAND, Or., April 12.— A number 
of witnesses were examined in the trial of 
Treacher J. C. Reed for holding up the 
East Portland Bank. Tne principal wit- 
ness for the State was E. T. Holgate, pay- 
ing teller of the bank, who was bound and 
gagged by Reed. He told the story of the 
hold, up in detail. A number of witnesses 
were examined by the defense to show 
that Reed is insane. 

Died at Portland. 
PORTLAND, Or.. April 12.— Isaac Ross, 
resident manager of the California Powder 
Company, died to-day of appendicitis. 
He was well known in San Francisco.

SAN JOSE, Cal., April 12.-Bcrtha R. 
Cochrane has applied for letters of admin- 
istration of the estate of her husband, A. 
H. Cochrane, who died in this city on the 
4th inst. The estate is valued at $9800 and 
the heirs are the widow and a brother and 
sister of the deceased.

Pardon Asked for a Murderer 
Because He Is a Keeley 
Graduate. 



It Is Claimed That He Was Crazed 
by the Vigorous Treat- 
ment. 



PITTTSBURG, Pa., April 12— For the 
first time in the history of the country 
pardon is to be asked for a murderer mi the 
grounds of insanity caused by the Keeley 
treatment. 

The case is that of Daniel Werling, who 
murdered his wife here last April. Charles 
A. O'Brien, his attorney, will go before the 
Pardon Board on Wednesday. 

He has affidavits from doctors and the 
best sanity experts in this part of the State, 
who say that the Keeley treatment fre- 
quently produces insanity and sometimes 
death. 

They say there are many cases of insan- 
ity on record caused by the enre. The 
cause, they say, is the use of atrophia and 
strychnine, which, under certain condi- 
tions, have a deleterious effect on the brain 
and nerves.

S. Hartsell, an Episcopalian clergyman 
publishes this statement: "Good Friday 
this year the heavenly bodies which gravi- 
tate around the sun will be in exactly 
the same position relatively to each other 
and to the earth that they occupied on the 
day Christ was crucified. It will be the 
first time such a thing has occurred since 
that day." _

NOTORIETY DuEING A STRIKE. 



On a Famous Telegram He Bases 
His Claim for the Nomi- 
nation. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 12.-The 
latest candidate for the Republican Presi- 
dential nomination is Senator C. K. Davis 
of Minnesota, and his Presidential boom is 
assuming respectable proportions. Repre- 
sentative Tawney of Minnesota says that 
if a Western man is chosen, Senator Davis 
will be urged as the most available and 
promising candidate, and that Minnesota 
will send a solid delegation to the conven- 
tion pledged to support him. 

Mr. Davis' candidacy will be interesting 
to California people, inasmuch as his 
boom was started, and, in fact, is based on 
his telegram regarding the great strike of 
the American Railway Union. While the 
strike was at its height the Knights of 
Labor and other industrial organizations 
appealed to Senator Kyle of South Dakota 
to introduce a resolution in the Senate fa- 
vorable to the strikers. 

The purport of the resolution was a dec- 
laration that unless transportation of 
United States mail was obstructed the de- 
lay of trains by strikers was not an offense 
against the Federal Government. The 
leader of the railroad strikers in Minne- 
sota telegraphed Senator Davis, in the 
name of railroad employes, urging him 
to support Senator Kyle's resolution. 
Promptly came the Minnesota Senator's 
reply, declining to support the resolution. 
It is on this telegram that his friends are 
basing much of his claim to the nomi- 
nation. In it the Senator said : 

"Yon' are rapidly approaching an overt 
act of levying war against the United 
States, and you will find a definition of 
that act in the constitution. I trust that 
wiser thoughts will gain control. You 
might as well ask me to vote to dissolve 
this Government." 

This telegram focused the eye of the 
public upon Mr. Davis at an exciting pe- 
riod. Senator Davis followed his telegram 
some time afterward with a speech in the 
Senate indorsing Cleveland's action in 
sending Federal troops to Chicago. 

The Minnesota Senator is now 57 years 
old and is a native of New York. He 
served as a lieutenant in a Wisconsin regi- 
ment during the war, and began his public 
career in 1867, when he was elected to the 
Minnesota Legislature. He was United 
States District Attorney from 1868 to 1873, 
and was elected Governor of the State in 
1875 and United States 8enator in 1887.

Administration Men Will Take 
Part In the Coming 
Campaign. 



Cleveland's Letters and Speeches 
the Keynote to the 
Movement. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 12.— It is 
now certain that several members of the 
administration will take a prominent part 
in the political campaign over the money 
question that will be carried on in different 
States. 

The invitation of the Chicago business 
men to President Cleveland asking him to 
make an address in that city on the sub- 
ject of the currency has been followed by 
intimations from other places that the 
members of the Cabinet were wanted 
to make similar addresses in order 
that the position of the administration 
may be placed upon the country in a most 
forcible way. The President has not yet 
answered the Chicago invitation, but if he 
finds it impossible to go it is expected that 
he will decline in a letter expressing clearly 
his views on the subject of money. 

The campaign within the Democratic 
party against the free-coinage movement 
will no doubt take its keynote from the 
President's letter and the speeches which 
may be made by members of the cabinet. 

The campaign will be directed against 
the free coinage of silver at 16 to 1, and the 
assertion will be made that such coinage 
would mean silver monometallism and 
would be disastrous to the business inter- 
ests of the country, great and small, and 
extend to every claSB and condition, no 
matter in what pursuit engaged.

Mormon Apostles and 
Joseph Smith's Last 
Revelation. 



ITS TRUTH IS DOUBTED. 



Dissatisfied Ones Argue That 
the Lord Would Not Use 
the Word "If." 



GREAT UNREST IS CAUSED. 



Now Come a Number of Elders Who 
Boldly Discourage Prophet 
Worship. 



KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 12. -The 
"saints" in session at independence are 
just now in a peck of trouble. It appears 
that a lengthy revelation purporting to be 
from God was received by Joseph Smith a 
year ago, which made some important dis- 
closures, and that the twelve, in a body, 
have not yet indorsed the revelation. Some 
members of the twelve claim to have re- 
ceived testimony of God as to the truth of 
the revelation, but others cannot see it that 
way. 

The revelation in dispute says that the 
supposed vacancy In the presidency was 
not a vacancy in the eyes of God. David 
H. Smith, who was the third member of 
that body, is not dead, as has been sup- 
posed by many of the council, but is insane 
and now confined in the Illinois asylum 
and has oeen so confined during the last 
twenty years. David H. Smith isa brother 
ot the present president and was ex- 
pected to be the successor of Joseph as 
head of the church. A large number of 
Ihe church ministry regard the revelation 
of last year as an indication on the part 
of Joseph Smith that he did not intend to 
receive any revelations filling the vacancy 
until his brother died. One peculiarity of 
the revelation is the reference to the prayer 
headed by the church for the patriarch, 
Apostle Thomas W. Smith, who was at 
that time very ill. The revelation reads: 

"My servant, Thomas W. Smith, is in 
my hand, and his bishopric shall be con- 
tinued for a season. If he fully recover, he 
will enter again the work. If I take him 
to myself, another will be appointed in his 
stead when the quorum is filled." 

Many of the elders claim God in his in- 
finite knowledge woula not use the word 
"if" in speaking of the result of the illness 
and recover} - of his apostle. The same 
revelation chides the members of the 
church for not placing full confidence in 
tfiejpresident and his revelations of the 
divine will. 

The twelve's not having approved this 
revelation as of God is causing much un- 
rest. A number of the elders and min- 
is! ry are discouraging "prophet worship," 
and one of the young elders boldly an- 
nounced that he was not a worshiper of 
the prophet, but simply a follower of 
Christ and proclaiming his gospel. 

A resolution was discussed providing 
for the appointment of a board of directors 
/or the Saints' College, now building at 
T.amoni, Iowa. A number of the delegates 
wanted the college to be exclusively a 
"saints" college, and that no outsiders be 
allowed on the board of directors. The 
committee decided to open the college to 
all and place two outsiders on the board of 
directors. The question of a meeting for 
conference in 1896 brought up more oppo- 
sition The vote was close, but Kirtland, 
Ohio, was chosen instead of Lamoni, Iowa. 

The evening session was protracted and 
developed a serious split in the conference. 

At the general conference two years ago 
there was a resolution introduced stating 
that it was the sense of the church that in 
the administration of the sacrament the 
teachers, deacons and laity were not em- 
powered to assist even in the passage of 
the plate or cup. It was thought at that 
time that it was adopted, but the minutes 
failed to show it that way, and to-day the 
same resolution was again brought for- 
ward by Apostle Lambert and taken up 
for argument. 

The venerable counselor of the presi- 
dent, W. W. Blair, said the views ex- 
pressed in the resolution were not in har- 
mony with the rules of the church, ind 
that he was bound to accept the utterances 
of the president as the best exposition of 
the rules of the church. Where the laws 
of the church needed an explanation or ex- 
position the chosen man of the church was 
the one above all others best prepared to 
make plain the meaning of the word. 

This brought out the real issues behind 
the matter. Was President Smith to rule 
and interpret or was the church? 

Several of tne delegates took sides on 
the question, the debate lasting several 
hours. When the vote was finally taken 
on the resolution it was adopted by a vote 
of 110 to 20. The president then read the 
list of appointments for the coming year. 
It contained several hundred names and 
included the following:

TJie City Controller Explains a Sensa- 
tional Statement. 
CHICAGO, III., April 12.-City Control- 
ler Wetherell denies a sensational state- 
ment credited to him that the city finances 
are about $6,000,000 short. The Controller 
says the floating debt of the city is about 
H'OOO.OOO, an amount no larger than usual 
for some time past at this season of the 
year.

Western Roads Are Increasing 
the Home-Seekers' 
Excursions. 



NO LONGER EXISTS. 



From theTennessee Midland Comes 
a Cry for Release From a 
Boycott. 



CHICAGO, III., April 12.— The propen- 
sity for running home-seekers' excursions 
has spread to all the Western roads. The 
Iowa lines to-day came up with the re- 
quest that the excursions be made to 
points in Northwestern Iowa as well as to 
Kansas, Nebraska and the Southwest. The 
request will undoubtedly be granted. The 
Alton to-day announced it would make 
its rate for home-seekers' excursions to all 
points in Texas and other Southern points 
one fare, plus This is in conformity 
with the rates adopted by the other West- 
ern lines to points in the Dakotas, Wy- 
oming, Montana, Kansas and Nebraska. 

C. W. Cook, general freight and pas- 
senger agent of the Indiana, Illinois and 
Iowa road, has resigned. His successor is 
S. S. Whitehead, who has been with the 
"Three I's" for a long time. Mr. White- 
head's appointment becomes effective 
April 15. 

A cry has been Bent up by the Tennessee 
Midland. It desires relief from the boy- 
cott which the Western roads have main- 
tained against it for nearly eighteen 
months. During the World's Fair the 
Tennessee Midland adopted methods of 
putting its tickets in the Western markets 
which created not a little demoralization 
among the Western lines. They protested 
vigorously, but the Tennessee Midland was 
obdurate. It kept up its work until the 
Western lines refused to handle any tickets 
of its issue. Now the offending road is 
desirous that business relations between it 
and the Western lines be resumed, and has 
promised that if the boycott is lifted it will 
carefully abstain from violating auy rules 
governing the sale of tickets over the 
Western roads. 



MAT BREAK THE DEADLOCK. 

Set Some Hope of Electing a Senator in 
Delaware. 

DOVER, Del.. April 12.— There is a 
probability that the deadlock for a United 
States Senator to succeed Anthony J. Hig- 
gins will be broken within a few days. 
The ground for this prophecy is the state- 
ment made to-day by Senator Hanby, the 
leader of the Addicks faction, that the next 
United States Senator would be George 
Massey, and that he would be chosen with- 
in the next three weeks. 

Since the death of the late Governor 
Manvil there has been a disposition on the 
part of Higgins' and Addicks' followeis to 
unite on some one favorable to both fac- 
tions. The statement of Senator Hanby 
that Massey would eventually be elected 
looks as if the Addicks people were weak- 
ening, as it had been known all along that 
Addicks was very bitter against Massey 
because he allowed his name to go before 
the caucus.

GETS TEX THOUSAXD. 

Compromise of a Conductor Who Was 
Injured in a Standard Oil Car. 

LOUISVILLE, Kr., April 12.— Mike 
Tierney. a former freight conductor on the 
Louisville and Nashville road, has effected 
a compromise with the Standard Oil Com- 
pany in his suit for $25,000 damages. 
Tierney had previously obtained two ver- 
dicts in the lower court, the first being for 
$25,000 and the second for $20,000. Each of 
these verdicts was reversed by the Court of 
Appeals, however. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany, through its attorneys, Messrs. Hum- 
phrey and Davie, have now compromised 
with Tierney for $10,000. A few months 
ago Tierney, while a conductor, was blown 
up in a naphtha explosion. He entered 
the car where the explosive material was 
stored with a lighted lantern, thinking the 
car only contained oil. He was led to so 
believe from a label on the car. He was 
Feriously injured by the explosion, and 
lingered between life and death for some 
time. He has regained his health, but 
will be disfigured for life.

DIRECTORS RULED OUT. 



All Properties of the Concern 
to Be Sold by the 
Receiver. 



PROCEEDS TO BE DISTRIBUTED. 



An Order That Upholds Charges 
Made Against the Negli- 
gent Officials. 



CHICAGO, III., April 12.— The proper- 
ties of the whisky trust will be sold to the 
highest bidder. Judge Showalter of the 
United States Circuit Court, in an order 
issued to-day, admitted that the trust no 
longer had a legal existence. The board of 
directors was charged with having deserted 
its trusteeship; that it had no quorum, 
and any election of a new board would not 
enable them to reacquire the property 
from the receiver. The court directed that 
the receiver sell the property and "that 
the proceeds be distributed among those 
entitled thereto." The attorneys for the 
Greenhut faction and for the stockholders 
consented to the action of the court. * 

Tne bill upon which the order was based 
was brought before Judge Showalter at 
3 o'clock. It was an application for a re- 
ceiver by Stephen D. Boher of New York, 
owner of .100 shares, and D. C. Bennett of 
Albany, N. Y., owner of 500 shares of the 
stock of the Distilling and Cattle-feeding 
Company. 

"I cannot tell yon what influence there 
is behind the filing of the bill,'- said At- 
torney Gresham, who represented the pe- 
titioners, "whether incited by Mr. Green- 
hut's people or by the others. The bill 
speaks for itself." 

The divergence in this bill from the 
original bill begins with a recital that the 
last meeting of the board of directors was 
held February 1. Since the directors have 
abandoned their trust and paid no atten- 
tion to its affairs, it claims, the sole man- 
agement has been in the hands of John 
McNulta, receiver. 

The resignation of Nelson Morris left the 
board consisting of Messrs. Greenhut, Ho- 
bart, Greene, Freiberg, Hennessy and 
Boggs. On April 8, the complainants aver, 
Hobart, Greene and Freiberg resigned. 
There are but three directors left, and the 
bill alleges that they do not constitute a 
quorum and that they cannot fill the va- 
cancies. 

The bill then recites that the Attorney- 
General of the State, by quo warranto pro- 
ceedings, attacked the charter of the trust, 
and that the lower court held that it was 
forfeited, and the issue is now pending bo- 
fore the Supreme Court of the State. The 
prayer of the bill to which the order 
granted by Judge Showalter adheres is as 
follows: 

"That by an order entered herein the 
said John McNulta may be appointed re- 
ceiver of all the property and effects of 
said defendant company and invested with 
full title thereto as receiver, and that all 
of the officers, managers, superintendents, 
agents and employes of said defendant com- 
pany shall be required forthwith to deliver 
up to such receiver the possession of each 
and every part of said property, wherever 
situated, and also all books and accounts, 
vouchers and papers in any way relating 
to its business or the operation thereto or 
an injunction to restrain each and every 
officer, director, superintendent, manager, 
agents and employes of said defendant 
from in any way interfering with the 
possession and control of said receiver over 
said property, ana that at such time as 
may be found just and proper the property 
of said defendant may be ordered to be 
sold and the proceeds distributed among 
those entitled thereto." 

"There was no opposition to the bill," 
said Mr. Gresham after the attorneys left 
the chamber. 

"Were the resignations of Directors Ho- 
bart, Greene and Freiberg made in order bo 
furnish the ground for the charge in the 
bill th it the board no longer had a legal 
existence?" was asked. 

"I do not know the motives which in- 
duced them to resign. The bill says these 
men abandoned their trusteeship over two 
months ago. I really cannot say anything 
about the bill, except what appears in it. 
The old trust has no legal existence, and 
the receiver cannot turn it back to any one 
presuming to stand for it."

Bailey, receiver for George W. Irwin's pool 
concern, to-day sprung a sensation by an- 
nouncing that the books which Mr. Irwin 
turned over to him contain no record of 
the transactions in the Chicago Board of 
Trade, in which the funds of the pool are 
supposed to have been lost. 

Receiver Bailey believes there is another 
set of books and has served notice on 
Irwin to produce the other books inside of 
thirty-Six hours. Mr. Irwin will appeal to 
the court to-morrow. The books now in 
the hands of the receiver show that in 
four months Irwin deposited in the Lin- 
coln National Bank over $1,000,000. The 
books also show that the total amount of 
money put into this pool by depositors 
was $2,700,000.

WAX A XOTED DIPLOMAT. 

Death of James H. Campbell, er- Minister 
to Xorway and Sweden. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 12.— James 
H. Campbell, formerly Minister to Sweden 
and Norway, died suddenly at his home in 
Wayne, Delaware County, this State, to- 
day, aged 75 years. 

Early in life he began to take an active 
part in politics and in 1R13 was one of the 
delegates from this State to the Whig 
National Convention at Baltimore. In 1844 
he was made the Whig candidate for Con- 
gress from the Eleventh District and was 
elected. 

In 1858 and again in 1860. by which time 
he was thoroughly affiliated with the Re- 
publican party, he was re-elected to Con- 
gress. In 1864 he was appointed by Presi- 
dent Lincoln Minister Resident to Sweden 
and Norway, a post he filled until Novem- 
ber, 1866.

Bohemian woman the victim turns out to 
be the sister-in-law of ex-County Commis- 
sioner Michael Wasserman of Chicago, 
and the wife (undivorced) of three men. 
Her husband, is either a fugitive from 
justice or has himself been mur- 
dered, while the woman's two brothers are 
locked up, practically charged with incit- 
ing her husband to murder their sister. 

A letter written by Ralph Bechtel of 
Philadelphia was found near the body of 
the murdered woman. The writer reveals 
that the woman has been married twice 
before and offers to help her in case she 
should get into trouble over her mar- 
riages, first to a Mr. Gregg and then to 
Ehvanger.

We are not 
doing this on account of any love affair, but 
simply because we do not want to live auy 
longer. This i-a'.l we have to say, and hope there 
will be no trouble. We remain, as ever, yours, 
truly, Mr. LOOM Frank,

Miss Kate Kolb. 
Frank was a carpenter and Miss Kolb 
was a country girl. They had been en- 
gaged for over a year.

After swallowing the 
poison they had gashed their throats with

PACKING MEN NOW EXPLAIN. 



The Scarcity In Stock Said to Be 
Owing Solely to Natural 
Causes. 



CHICAGO, III., April 12.— Referring to 
the proposed investigation by Secretary 
Morton P. A. Armour said to-day: "The 
shortage in cattle supply at the four prin- 
cipal Western markets thus far this year 
amounts to nearly 270,000 head compared 
with a year ago. The shortage in pounds 
of dressed beef this year since the first of 
the year hgures out about 175,000,000 or 
nearly 2,000.000 pounds per day. At the 
same time the price of live cattle has ad- 
vanced about two cents per pound." 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., April 12.— Representa- 
tives of the large packing-houses at the 
stockyards say the advance in the price of 
dressed beef is legitimate and caused by 
the advance in cattle. They claim they 
have been working at a disadvantage dur- 
ing the past six months, as the price of 
cattle has advanced more rapidly than the 
meat. 

The cattle commission merchants say 
that the high price of cattle is due to their 
scarcity. Owing to the short crop of corn 
native cattle have been cleaned up closer 
than for many years. Texas had a good 
corn crop, but the prices have been so low 
during the two previous years that it has 
not been a profitable business to ranch- 
owners and they have turned their atten- 
tion to raising other things, making the 
supplv this vear short. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 12. -The Na- 
tional Provisioner, an organ of the meat 
and provision trade, will say in its issue 
to-morrow: "No more absurd theory has 
been advanced for some time than the re- 
cent attempts which have been made to 
make the consuming public of this coun- 
try believe that the shortage in cattle now 
so apparent everywhere is due to any other 
than natural causes. With a wisdom, 
however, begotten of ignorance and in- 
ability or disinclination to accurately in- 
vestigate, false and erroneous news has 
been trumpeted in every State in the Union 
to such an extent that the greater portion 
of the people of America are under the im- 
pression to-day that this greatfood product 
is tied up in the vicious grasp of a monop- 
oly. 

"It is absurd and unjust to couple the 
names of reputable business houses with 
i conditions for which they are in no way 
j responsible. It would be an absolute im- 
possibility 'or a combination of men, no 
matter wl.at the extent of their capital was, 
to corner the beef and cattle market, and 
the money has not yet been minted that 
can do it A little philosophic reasoning 
and a glance over the past history of an 
attempt to corner meat products would 
readily demonstrate to our friends of the 
daily press how fallacious their arguments 
are in this particular instance." 



GROSS ELECTIOX FRAUDS. 

Another Batch of Indictments Filed in 
Kansas City. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 12.— The 
special Grand Jury to-day returned four 
additional indictments for election frauds. 

Two of the indictments are against 
Charles A. Miltnian, ex-State Representa- 
tive, and who was a candidate for Justice 
of the Peace in the fall election, and charge 
him with voting in a precinct in which he 
did not live, and for drugging a judge of 
election, F. D. Fenton. 

Another true bill returned an omnibus 
indictment against John May, Alderman 
John Moran, ex-Recorder of Voters 
Owsley, Justice Krueger, Harry G. Bris- 
tow, J. Pearce and R. L. Krueger. 

It charges them with having entered into 
a conspiracy to commit the various frauds 
and crimes committed in the Second Ward. 
All of them have been indicted for separate 
offenses previous to this report.

MADGE YORKE'S MURDER. 

Actor Gentry Fails to Testify at the 
Inquest. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 12.— Dep- 
uty Coroner Dugan at noon to-day began 
an official inquiry into the death of Mar- 
garet Winifred Drysdale (Madge Yorke), 
the young actress who was shot and killed 
by Actor James B. Gentry on the night of 
February 17 last. 

The delay in holding the inquest was 
caused by Gentry's illness in consequence 
of injuries sustained by him in his leap 
from the rear fire-escape of the hotel and 
his subsequent attempt to commit suicide. 

The only eye-witness of the crime, Miss 
Lida Clarke of the Baggage Check Com- 
pany, was not present, but her deposition, 
already published, was read. 

Gentry's sallow face was pale and hag- 
gard and his deep, black hair fell in a mass 
over his brow. The events preceding and 
following the crime were told by a num- 
ber of witnesses. 

Detective Crawford said the pistol used 
by Gentry belonged to a member of the 
Ilossand Hoss Company named Heckert. 
The deposition of Charles Edward Magee 
was read. 

He said he was 28 years old ; had known 
Gentry ten years; met Miss Drysdale for 
the first time last January. 

He was introduced to her by Gentry as 
his betrothed. Never had any words 
about her. It was Magee's opinion that 
Gentry had been "guyed" about Madge by 
"alleged friends" until he had become 
frenzied. Under the advice of his counsel 
Gentry did not testify. 

The jury rendered a verdict that "Mar- 
garet W. Drysdale came to her death by 
gunshot wounds received at the hands of 
James B. Gen try."

He Seriously Shoots a Girl and Tries to 
Kill Himself. 

CHEYENNE, Wvo., April 12.— Jacob 
Lafe, aged 23, a section-hand on the Bur- 
lington Railway, at Alger, made an un- 
successful attempt to criminally assault 
Barbara Walker, the 16-year-old daughter 
of the section foreman, Monday. 

He then shot the girl twice with a re- 
volver, one ball entering her right ear and 
lodging in the tissue of the brain, the 
other inflicting a terrible wound in the 
abdomen. 

Lafe next shot himself, one ball entering 
the breast, another inflicting a scalp 
wound, while the third he tired into bis 
mouth, killing him instantly. The girl is 
still living, but her recovery is impossible. 

LANDS FOR COLOXISTS. 

One Hundred Thousand Acres to Be Pur- 
chased in Georgia. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 12. -J. V. Cur- 
rin and R. W. Randall, representing a 
Chicago syndicate, are here negotiating for 
100,000 acres of land in Montgomery 
County, in which colonists from the West 
are to be settled.

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Iowa, April 12.- 
Judge Woolson has rendered a decree in 
the United States Circuit Court in Council 
Bluffs, under date of April 8, in the case 
of the United States Trust Company vs. 
the Omaha and St. Louis Railway Com- 
pany, and others, foreclosing the mortgage 
of the plaintiff and ordering that the road 
and its appurtenances be sold at public 
auction bv the master in chancery, Hon. 
L. W. Ross. 

The decree recites the company's default 
in the payment of the interest on its mort- 
gage bonds from 1891, which default, un- 
der the conditions of the bonds, made the 
principal and interest at once due. The 
amount of the indebtedness of the Omaha 
and St. Louis Railway Company on the 
principal of its bonds is $2,717,000 and ac- 
crued interest amounts to $595,002 76, rais- 
ing the total indebtedness on the bonds to 
$3,312,002 96. The sale will be held at noon 
on a date to be fixed. 

The conditions of the sale are that the 
bidder must deposit with the master in 
chancery either cash or certified check to 
the amount of $50,000, and the remainder 
of the purchase price is to be paid either 
in cash or in first mortgage bonds of the 
defendant company. Sir. Ross cannot act 
in the case until April 18, ten days from 
tbe date of the decree, and the date of the 
sale cannot be less than six weeks later 
than that. 



ST. LOUIS, Mo., April 12.— In a riot be- 
tween native and foreign railroad laborers 
at Siloam Springs, Ark., last night many- 
shots were exchanged and four men were 
killed and others seriously hurt. For some 
months there has been trouble among the 
men employed upon the railroad construc- 
tion works near the springs, they being 
made up of foreign born and native citi- 
zens. Two weeks ago there was a row 
which for a time threatened bloodshed. 

After supper last night two men, Clen- 
dening and Fleming, got into a quarrel 
about some trivial affair and in no manner 
connected with the past trouble. They 
drew pistols and before they could be re- 
strained fired several shots at each other, 
both being fatally wounded. 

The encounter drew together all the men 
in the camp, and when the disputants fell 
to the ground the pent-up excitement 
burst, precipitating a riot, the men fight- 
ing each other like tigers. Shot after shot 
was fired and knives, clubs and stones 
were used. , 

Deputy United States Marshal Proctor 
hastened to the scene and ordered the 
men to disperse. He was attacked by 
three or four persons, and in self-defense 
was compelled to kill two of his assail- 
ants. He was wounded seriously, but his 
action stopped the fight and fury and pre- 
vented further bloodshed. Several arrests 
were made. 



WAS WELL '-MADE VP." 

A Wife Who Misrepresented Her Age Sued 
for n Dirorce. 

PERRY, O. T., April 12.— Alfred Cless. a 
wealthy German, has begun suit for di- 
vorce from his wife, Pauline. He declares 
that they were married in Petersburg, Ger- 
many. 

He charges that his wife misrepresented 
her age to him before marriage, and also 
stated to him that she was of rich parent- 
age. In fact she was old, having made 
herself look young by face powders, and 
never loved him.

CLOUDS ON THE PEACE PLANS. 



Unless Terms Are Speedily Con- 
cluded the Mikado's Men Will 
March to Peking. 



ST. PETERSBURG, RrssiA, April 2.— It 
Is stated on excellent authority that Russia 
has determined to make diplomatic oppo- 
sition to the annexation by Japan of any 
portion of the Asiatic continent. The 
Russian army and navy in the far East are 
being re-enforced, with the view of sup- 
porting this decision. 

The Russian Government has also re- 
solved not to interfere in Armenia, in order 
to have a free hand in the far East. 

China, considering it impossible for her 
to accept the Japanese conditions of peace, 
is sounding Russia and other powers as to 
whether thev will intervene. 

YOKOHAMA, Japan, April 12.— It is 
stated here on reliable authority that unless 
peace is concluded within the period of the 
armistice truce it will not be extended, and 
the Japanese armies will in May advance 
upon Peking. 

It is oflicially stated that the cholera in 
the Pescador Islands, recently occupied by 
the Japanese forces as the base of opera- 
tions against the island *of Formosa, is 
abating. 

LONDON', Eng., April 12. — A dispatch to 
the Times from Kobe says hopes are enter- 
tained of an early settlement of peace. 
With regard to the prospective revision of 
the Japanese-Chinese <»mmercial treaty, 
responsible Japanese statesmen claim that 
Japan will be placed on an equal footing 
with the western powers, possibly with 
further trading facilities, but she will not 
seek exclusive facilities. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 12.-0ffi- 
cial advices received at the Japanese le- 
gation to-day from Japan indicate that an 
understanding has been reached between 
the Japanese and Chinese plenipoten- 
tiaries, and the news of the definite con- 
clusion of peace may be expected at any 
time. The exact terms cannot be ascer- 
tained, but it is understood that, in re- 
sponse to repeated requests of the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries for the abatement of the 
demands originally made by them, the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries have granted 
some concessions. Brief as the foregoing 
official message is, it marks the close of 
the Japan-China war, barring the possi- 
bility, of course, of some unexpected hitch 
at the last moment. 

The announcement of the exact terms 
of peace is yet to come; but from what is 
known of the negotiations thus far every- 
thing points to a peaceful solution. It was 
officially announced that the terms being 
insisted on were as follows : 

First— The independence of Korea. 

Second— The permanent cession of the 
island of Formosa to Japan. 

Third— An indemnity of 300,000,000 
taels, Chinese money. 

Fourth— The permanent occupation of 
Port Arthur and the immediate surround- 
ing territory. 

Fifth— The new Japan-China treaty 
opening China to commerce. 

The two conditions which have caused 
trouble are the permanent occupation of 
Port Arthur and the payment of 300,000,000 
taels. 

Minister Kurino of Japan said, concern- 
ing the Japan-China peace understanding 
announced to him by official cable from 
Tokio to-day: 

"The cablegram is quite brief, and does 
not recite the terms, nor does it say that 
peace as yet has actually been agreed 
upon, but an understanding has been 
reached between the envoys by which 
peace is assured. I have no doubt from 
this that we will have a treaty of peace 
within a few days. It undoubtedly will be 
concluded within the next seven days, as 
the armistice expires at the end of that 
time. 8hould it not be arranged by that 
time there would probably be no difficulty 
n continuing a truce, now that a peace 
understanding has been definitately 
reached. There may be some delay in ar- 
ranging the details of the new Japan- 
China treaty, as it will cover all of the 
commercial interests of the two countries. 
One of the most essential items will be 
that of the tariff. Heretofore the Japanese 
duty had 5 per cent on Chinese goods, and 
under the favored nation clause all other 
countries were entitled to the same rate. 

"But with Japan's new treaties with the 
United States, Great Britain and all other 
countries which contain the favored-nation 
clause, it will not longer be possible to give 
China the 5 per cent rate." 

Mr. Kurino said that in the absence of 
definite word from his Government as to 
the terms of the peace understanding he 
did not wish to speculate on the terms. 
He regarded it as settled, however, that 
the island of Formosa would be. perma- 
nently ceded to Japan. That much had 
already proceeded beyond the stage of con- 
tention. He also considered the inde- 
pendence of Korea as settled. This would 
leave the question of indemnity, of Port 
Arthur's occupation and of future treaty 
arrangements as the subjects on which the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries may have 
granted some concessions. These conces- 
sions may apply to one or the other of the 
terms or to all of them. 

The Minister is hardly prepared to be- 
lieve there is no occupation of Port Arthur. 
It is possible that a term of years may be 
conceded instead of permanent occupa- 
tion, or else that the extent of surround- 
ing territory may be more restricted than 
at first contemplate d. Mr. Kurino takes a 
conservative view of the conclusion of 
peace. He shares the feeling of his coun- 
trymen that Japan had won the right to 
expect much as the price of peace. The 
Minister communicated the information 
from Japan to the State Department dur- 
ing the day. It was after the Cabinet 
meeting, however, and Secretary Gresham 
did not communicate the news to his Cabi- 
net colleagues. Later in the day President 
Cleveland was informed.

TOKIO, Japa-n, March 20.— Until the 
peace conferences at Bakan were inter- 
rupted by the' attempt to assassinate the 



Chinese Embassador the entire course of 
proceedings indicated a speedy and satis- 
factory issue." The credentials brought by 
Li Hung Chang, concerning which no 
little anxiety was felt, proved on examina- 
tion to be exactly .n accordance with the 
form guaranteed by the United States 
M inister in Peking. During their prepara- 
tion several efforts had been made to alter 
the phraseology in such a way as to assert 
the superiority of the sovereign of China 
over his imperial brother of Japan. 

The titles of tbe former were recited with 
rigorous formality, while those of the latter 
were omitted. By an ingenious manipula- 
tion of words the document was made to 
declare that the envoy was dispatched in 
consequence of Japan's desire to end the 
war. 

These and other eccentricities of a like 
nature were pointed out and amended be- 
fore the departure of Li from Peking, but 
the uneasiness of the Japanese was not en- 
tirely removed until the papers delivered 
by the Embassador on March 20 were duly 
scrutinized. On the 21st the negotiations 
began in earnest. 

The demands of Japan were presented, 
and it is understood that they met with 
opposition upon one point only. Notwith- 
standing the apparent completeness of Li's 
powers, he expressed a desire to com- 
municate with his Government, and was 
granted three days for that purpose. On 
the 24th, however, he declared himself 
ready to proceed. In the interval, his in- 
tercourse with the Japanese officials was 
extremely cordial. Visits were exchanged, 
during which the general conversation was 
in the lightest and gayest tones. 

When the session of the 24th ended it 
was believed that the meeting of the fol- 
lowing day would be the last. This im- 
pression was not, of course, based, upon 
any authoritative announcement, but the 
bearing of all concerned appeared to jus- 
tify it. The demeanor of the envoy, in 
particular, as he left the conference hall 
and entered his huge sedan chair, was 
more cheerful and confident than on any 
previous day. A few moments later the 
town was in commotion and alarm, and 
before evening came the whole country 
learned, with dismay and indignation, 
that a murderous attack had been made 
upon the messenger whom the vanquished 
nation had sent to sue for peace and mercy. 

Since the 27th of March Prince Li has 
felt scarcely any pain. He received vis- 
itors continually and seemed to be greatly 
pleaded with the friendly manifestations 
which his misadventure has called forth. 
If hi? recovery proceeds as rapidly as is 
expected, the business upon which he 
came will be resumed early in April. 
Perhaps the danger he has so narrowly 
escaped will reconcile the extremists of 
the war faction to an earlier termination 
of hostilities, which they once thought 
impossible. The Japanese are a generous 
people, and if the aged envoy can carry 
through the negotiations with greater ad- 
vantage to his stricken country than is 
commonly expected, they will not now 
grudge him. Upon the motive of the das- 
tardly criminal no light has yet been 
thrown. 

DEFEATED BY THE SPAXIsn. 

Cuban Insurgent J.tadrr Maceo Sur- 
roundrd by the Enemy. 

MADRID, Spais, April 12.— An official 
dispatch received here from Havana says 
that the rebel leader, General Maceo, has 
again been defeated by the Spanish troops, 
and that he is now surrounded by the lat- 
ter. Marti is believed to have tied to the 
United States. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 13.— It was 
announced last night in Cuban circles in 
New Yon that General Martinez Campos, 
whom the Spanish Government sent to 
Cuba to put down the insurrection, has ar- 
rived at Puerto Rico. 

The Columbian line steamer Allianca 
arrived this evening from Colon. Captain 
Crossman reports that on the homeward 
voyage he passed within five miles of the 
Cuban coast. 

The officer on the bridge sighted the 
same barkentine-rigged Spanish gunboat 
that fired on the Allianca on her previous 
voyage. The gunboat was close under the 
Cuban coast, heading to the westward. 
She paid no attention to the Allianca, 
which steamed along on her usual course. 



XATIVES LOOK TO FRASCE. 

Signature) to Petition* for British Rule 
Obtained by Force. 

PARIS, Fbajce, April 12.— The Matin 
publishes a letter from M. Francois De- 
loncle, an anti-English French Deputy, 
whose presence at Cairo recently attracted 
considerable attention in view of the some- 
what strained relations between France 
and England, growing out of the Niger 
Company's protest against the French in- 
trusion in certain districts of the Upper 
Nile. Dcloncle Bays Egypt was never 
more tranquil than now, and that signa- 
tures to petitions praying for a continu- 
ance of British rule in that country are 
only obtained by force. He adds that 
Lord Cromer, the British Minister Pleni- 
potentiary, is planning a French expedi- 
tion to Dongola in order to create a com- 
plication and afford an excuse to maintain 
the British occupation of Egypt. He con- 
cludes by asserting that the natives look 
to France for a solution of the present 
situation. 

PLOTS TO ASSASSIXATE. 

Arrest of JHMMgt* Who Were After a 
Ruttlan Central. 

LONDON, England, April 12.— A dis- 
patch to the Daily News from Warsaw 
savs: 

The police have discovered a plot to 
assassinate Governor-General Schouvaloff, 
who was lately Russian Embassador to 
Germany. Many arrests of persons charged 
with complicity in the plot, including two 
ladies, have been made. 

The dispatch adds that a general who 
was arrested on the charge of selling mili- 
tary documents to Austria had wounded 
himself in an attempt to commit suicide.

LONDON, Eng., April 12.— Lieutenant- 
Colonel Ludlow, a military attache of the 
American Embassy here, recently ap- 
pointed a military engineer of the Nicara- 
gnan Canal Commission, will sail for New 
York on the Berlin from Southampton 
Saturday. 

FriiHW Still Wants Here. 

PARIS, France, April 12.— Soleil says 
that, contrary to the previous reports, the 
Government of France , is not inclined to 
abondon its demand for the extradition 
from Eugland of Dr. Cornelius Hcrz, the 
Panama canal lobbyist. 



IT WAS VERY EXPENSIVE, 



The Cutter Officers Are Called 
Upon for Campaign 
Funds. 



RETIRING BILL COST $15,000. 



Many of the Men Are Very Indignant 
But Dare Not Say a 
Word. 



Nine hours before the last Congress ad- 
journed Senator Frye succeeded in having 
a law enacted pertaining to the revenue 
cutter service, which is known to materi 
ally affect twenty-four officers, and pos- 
sibly as many more the moment the law 
becomes operative. Senator Fryc's bill in 
its amended form reads as follows : 

The President of the United States is hereby 
authorized to convene a board, to be composed 
of three surgeons of Marine Hospital service, 
to examine and report upon all officers now in 
the revenue cutter service who, through no 
vicious habits of their own. are incapacitated 
by reason of the infirmities of age or physical 
or mental disability to efficiently perform 
the respective duties of their offices. And 
such officers as, under the terms of this act, 
may be reported by said board to be so perma- 
nently incapacitated shall be placed on wait- 
ing orders out ot the line of promotion, with 
one-half actual duty pay, and the vacancies 
already created in the active list of officers 
shall be filled by promotion in the order of 
seniority, as now provided by law; provided, 
however, that no such promotion shall be 
made until the professional qualities of the 
candidates shall be determined bv written ex- 
amination before a board of officers of the 
revenue cutter service, convened by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for that purpose; pro- 
vided, further, that the number of officers ujkni 
the actual list now authorized by law shall not 
be increased by this act. 

This bill was passed through the instru- 
mentality of an organization composed of 
revenue-cutter officers, known as the 
'•Alexander Hamilton Club." The main 
object of this organization, which sprang 
into existence in 18811, was the general bet- 
terment of the service and the passage of a 
law of Congress retiring officers on a pen- 
sion after a certain age, or after they had 
been in active service a given time. In 
this bill the Hamilton Club has accom- 
plished a part of its mission, though now 
that the thing has been done some are in- 
clined to be dissatisfied. Those who have 
been on "waiting orders" for the past ten 
or fifteen years, drawing three-quarter 
pay, are naturally displeased with a reduc- 
tion to half pay." Those who can exclaim 
with pride, ''We are promoted," are will- 
ing to embrace the bill fore and aft, but 
just at that point their enthusiasm conies 
to a sudden halt. 

About two weeks ago Lieutenant Wads- 
worth of the Rush received a long tyi>e- 
written document from C. T. Shoemaker, 
chief of the bureau and treasurer of the 
Hamilton Club, informing him that the 
expense of securing the passage of the bill 
was great and in order to meet this outlay 
every member of the club was expected to 
pay the small sum of $112. When this de- 
mand was made on the officers a genuine 
howl of dismay and a chorus of protests 
w ent up. But for all that every man ex- 
cept one in the cutter service with head- 
quarters in San Francisco either denies the 
story in toto or announces that he has 
nothing to say. 

Some of the officers have flatly refused to 
contribute one cent for the purpose asked, 
while others have put up the coin of the 
realm to the amount asked for. A lieu- 
tenant in the cutter service and a member 
of the Alexander Hamilton Club stated 
positively that such a demand has been 
made, but that the men are afraid to enter 
any very vigorous protest for fear that 
their superior officers will make things so 
unpleasant for them that retirement from 
the service or open rupture would be 
bonnd to follow. In speaking of the mat- 
ter yesterday he said : 

Members of the Alexander Hamilton flub on 
the Pacific Coast have l»eeii asked to pay .f 112 
each, presumably for the expenses attached to 
the passage of the retiring bill. A paper was 
sent here two weeks a?o to a lieutenant of one 
of the revenue-cutters for various officers to 
sign, agreeing to pay this amount. This money 
is asked for over the signature of Captain Shoe- 
maker. Many of us strenuously object to being 
mulcted, but I hardly see what we cau de 
about it. 

If every member of the club paid 9112 that 
would mean at leust $13,000, and possibly 
$20,.»O0, for the passage of a bill that Is only 
operative for the one time, and which must 
necessarily be passed at every session of Con- 
gress in order to do the good hoped for by the 
members of the Hamilton Club. 1 cannot see 
where Mr. Shoemaker can bring in an expense 
account of that amount, and it certainly is 
sgnlns; the rules of the Hamilton Club to spend 
one dollar without the authority of It. mem- 
bers. 

The officers of the revenue cutters Bear 
and Rush are very reticent concerning :he 
matter. They will neither affirm nor deny 
the truth of the alleged demand. Lieuten- 
ant Wardsworth of the Rush said: 

I hardly think that this Is a matter In which 
the public is in anv wav interested. The 
Hamilton Club has been fighting for the pass- 
age of this bill for the past six or eight year-, 
and naturally It has lost a lot of money. 
Lawyers' fees In Washington are high, and 
there are a thousand other incidentals never 
thought of when the fight is begun. Captain 
Shoemaker is an honorable gentleman, and I 
am sure that any demand he has made on the 
officers is perfectly legitimate and honest. 

A Call reporter then asked Lieutenant 
Wurdsworth the direct question, if it was 
true that he had received from Captain 
Shoemaker a type-written letter requesting 
him to demand $112 from every officer in 
his division? 

"I mnst respectfully decline to answer 
that question, as I consider it of no im- 
portance to the public." 

Lieutenant Ballinger of the Rush 
heartily agreed with all that was said by 
his fellow-officer, and when it came to af- 
firming or denying the truth of the story, 
followed the "example set by the first- 
named gentleman and declined to make a 
definite statement. x 

The officers of the Bear were very much 
inclined to juke about the matter.'ropeat- 
edly asserting that such a sum of money 
could not be found in the entire ship. 
They, too, sought refuge in a simple "de- 
cline to answer" when pressed to tne point 
of a direct reply. 

Captain Colson of the Life Savings De- 
partment and Lieutenant McConnel! of 
the revenue tug Hartley were equally un- 
communicative, though the last-named 
gentleman did say that he had personally 
received an item of expense amounting to 
$tJ7, which was to be divided among about 
150 members. 

Altogether there is considerable mystery 
surrounding the demand on the part of 
Captain Shoemaker for $112 from each 
officer interested. 

The lieutenant, who is authority for the 
statement that this sum has been de- 
manded of the members, cannot see how 
$15,000 could be spent in securing the pas- 
sage of so unimportant a bill, and says 
I that only fear of the "powers that be" pre- 
vents other officers from openly rebelling. 

A BEAM 01 LIGHT. 

IVofe.sor Bell Thinks It Can Be Used to 
Telephone With. 
Professor Alexander Grahum Bell be- 
lieves that telei boning hy means of a beam 
of light will yet be commercially practica- 
ble. This belief has grown out of a long 
course of experiments with selenium, 
which is niarvelously sensitive to the influ- 
ence of light, when exposed to which it 
gives vibrations that can be electrically 
transmitted. This remarkable power of 
transmission induced Professor Bell to 
test other materials with a view to deter- 
mine how far they possessed the same 
quality. He placed various substances in 
a test tube, and, after making a connection 
with a hearing tube, subjected them to the 
influence of intermittent light. Sounds 
of various intensity are heard through the 
tune, according to the intensity of theli^ht 
and the color. Objects that were diffuse, 



as woolen, cotton, worsted, etc., gave out 
the loudest noises, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 

One day, as an experiment, he blackened 
some red worsted with lampblack. The 
sounds it uttered were heightened to such 
a pitch that they positively rasped on the 
ear. Some soot was then put into the lube 
and exposed to the rays of an arc lamp. 
There was such a storm of sounds that Pro- 
fessor Bell describes it as a "frying" noise. 
This led him to experiment with the sounds 
produced by artificial light, but he found 
that the light was neither steady enough 
nor strong enough. Professor Bell's story 
of the way in which he became convinced 
of the possibility of telephoning without 
wire is interesting. Some years ago hcJiad 
fixed a thin, highly polished reflector in 
such a position tliat it directed the light 
from a distant schoolhouse roof through 
the window of his laboratory in Washing- 
ton, and a friend who was assisting him 
stood on the schoolhouse roof. As Profes- 
sor Bell describes it: "A bit of selenium 
was placed in a test tube, and all was in 
readiness. All of a sudden, as I was listen- 
ing, out of the sunbeam came these words: 
•Mr. Bell, Mr. Bell! If you hear what 1 
am saying come to the window and wave 
your arms.' " Professor Bell considers 
the success of these experiments as even 
more wonderful and of greater significance 
than was the discovery of the telephone.

A Pioneer Merchant of This 
City Passes Suddenly 
Away. 



One of Those Identified With the 
Early Progress of San 
Francisco. 

Calvin Whitwood Kellogg died at his 
residence, 200U O'Farrell street, yesterday 
alter a brief illness. Mr. Kellogg was "3 
years of age at the time of his death. He 
leaves a widow and three children by a 
former marriage. 

Mr. Kellogg was one of the pioneers of 
California. He came to San Francisco in 
1854. After a few years spent in mining he 
become connected with the house of Fargo 
6i Co., wholesale wine and spirit mer- 
chants. Ten years later Mr. Fargo retired 
and the firm changed to Wilmerding, 
Kellogg ifc Co. Mr. Kellogg has been con- 
nected with the firm ever since. 

Like most of the Califomiu pionee.s, Mr. 
Kellogg experienced many of the vicissi- 
tudes of life. He made and lost large sums 
in stocks. He was president of the Com- 
mercial Insurance Company, and with 
Alvinza Ilayward founded the Merchuuts' 
Exchange Bank, of which he was 
president. 

Mr. Kellogg had many friends, being 
known over the entire Pacific Coast. 
Though 73 years of age at the time of his 
deutli, he was full of vigor, and Ids demise 
was unexpected. Six weeks ago he seemed 
well. He was then stricken with acute 
Brights disease.

Rent From Real Estate and 
Interest on Bonds Are 
Not Taxable. 



INCOME TAX REGULATIONS. 



Owners of Real Estate and Stocks 
and Bonds Will Be 
Benefited. 



The rush of people anxious to file their 
income-tax statements still continues. 
Chief Deputy Collector Loup was unable 
to get any lunch yesterday, owing to the 
crowds that besieged the revenue office. 
Despite the enormous amount of work to 
be done he never once got ruffled, and was 
the same courteous and obliging gentle- 
man at 4 P. M. as when the day's work 
began. 

During the afternoon a telegram was re- 
ceived from Washington that will throw a 
great volume of extra work on the em- 
ployes of the Revenue Department. All 
the statements that we; 6 forwarded to 
Washington are on their way back, in 
order that they may be corrected and the 
affidavit of the taxpayer attached. The 
new ruling was made necessary by the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court. 
It will principally affect the owner of 
stocks and bonds and real estate, and will 
not relieve the middle classes in any way. 
The instructions which are issued hy 
Joseph 8. Miller. Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue, and approved by J. G. Car- 
iisle. Secretary of the Treasury, are as fol- 
lows: 

0. tC TlVIbiirn, Collector, .S'an Francitco : In- 
teiest received from State, county and munici- 
pal bonds or securities and rents from real 
estate are not taxable as income. But the per- 
sons and corporations receiving said interest 
or rents shall include in their returns as re- 
ceiving the full amouut thereof received or ac- 
crued within the vear for which return la 
made, ana shall deduct the same as not sub- 
ject to taxation. The amount actually paid 
for taxes and insurance and repairs on real 
estate may be deducted from Income as here- 
tofore provided by the law and regulations. 
All persons and cori*>rations that have hereto- 
fore rendered income-tax returns for the year 
1804 to a Collector or Deputy Collector, includ- 
ing therein Interest received from State, county I 
or municipal bonds or from rents from real I 
estate, may have the amounts of said interest i 
and rents deducted from their income by duly 
making an affidavit and delivering the same 
to the Collector or Deputy Collector to whom 
the original return was rendered. 

The affidavit simply sets forth that the 
taxpayer between January 1 and Decem- 
ber 31, 1894, actually received so many 
dollars and cents as interest on stocks, 
bonds and real estate, and not for the use 
of any personal property or franchise, and 
that the amount being included in his in- 
come he asks that it be decucted. 

Continuing the instructions say: 

The Collector, upon receipt of the foregoing 
affidavit, shall afiich said affidavit to the 
return of the affiant heretofore made and shall 
make the correction in said return la con- 
formity with the facts stated in said affidavit 
and forward said amended return, with the 
affidavit attached, to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue. Iosei'h S. Miller, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

Approved: J. O. Carlisle, 

Secretary of the Treasury. 

Over 1400 statements and thirty-eight 
pages of a report have been sent on to Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Carlisle and thtse 
are DOW on their way back. The necessary 
changes will have to be made and the 
affidavits attached, after which they will 
again be sent to Washington, accompanied 
by s new report, which will have to be 
made. The change will make a reduction 
of at least 20 per cent in the amount of the 
tav and it will principally favor the mil- 
lionaires.

Steady Advance in the Ohio and Pennsyl- 
rania Prices. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 12.— The extra- 
ordinary movement in the oil market this 
week from $1 17 last Saturday to $1 80 yes- 
terday, with a uet advance of 52 cents, has 
revived the fever in the intensest degree. 

There never was a time when the wild- 
catter was more alert than now. Men are 
in the held day and night looking for pos- 
sible developments. 

Some idea of the activity in the field of 
operations may be had when it is stated 
that on April 1 the number of new wells, 
drilling and rigs in course of construction 
was 1401. 

The monthly average of the new opera- 
tions last year was only 232, and the total 
number of wells completed was only 2548 
for the entire year. Whether the present 
search is successful or not, there will be an 
enormous amount of money spent pros- 
pecting. 

No less thau $6,000,000 is now being ex- 
pended in the new work. Within a few 
weeks the Standard Oil Company is esti- 
mated to have purchesed $8,000,000 worth 
of territory from individual producers. 

TOLEDO, Ohio, April 12.— Ohio crude 
oil jumped up '2i% cents this morning. 
North of Lima is quoted $107, South of 
Lima $105, Indians 97 cents. The entire 
Ohio field is going wild, and intense ac- 
tivity in putting down new wells is the 
result. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 12.— In keep- 
ing with the sharp advance in crude oil 
the Cleveland refiners to-day marked up 
the price of refined oil. Ohio State test 
was advanced 37J4 cents a barrel of fifty 
gallons. The advance in other grades was 
still more marked, a full cent being added 
per gallon to the price of water white, Ohio 
State test headlight oil and Eocene. 

BVRJEII IX MOLT EX IROX. 

Terrible Death of a Molder in a Type 
Foundry. 

PHILLIPSBURG, N. J., April 12.— 
Charles Riehenstein, a molder at the War- 
ren type foundry in this city, met with a 
terrible death this afternoon. While he 
was assisting to pour a ton of molten iron 
into a mold the chain holding the ladle 
broke, and he was jerked into a pit with 
the liquid metal on top of him. His eyes 
were burned out and his legs and hands 
were almost severed from the body. He 
died iu terrible agony an hour afterward. 

RVRIED BY BVRXIXO DEBRIS. 

One Fireman Killed and Others Badly 
Wouiifittl. 

WORCESTER, Mass., April 12.— The 
most serious lire which has visited this 
city for a long time did $50,000 damage to- 
night to a hve-story block owned by the 
Kiunicut estate, killing one lireman, prob- 
ably fatally injuring another and slightly 
injuring three others. 

The dead fireman is William McLaugh- 
lin. Frank Jones is not expected to live 
through the night. A corner fell off the 
roof of the building, and they were buried 
beneath the mass of bricks.

Tne preliminary hearing of Goebel be- 
fore the Police Judge is set for to-morrow, 
when the friends of the dead banker state 
that they will procure evidence to show 
assassination. 

Overpowered the Jailer. 

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M„ April 12. — A 
telegram from Roswell. N. M., says that 
the prisoners in jail there overpowered 
Jailer Taliaferro to-day and locked him up. 

Thev then armed themselves and es- 
caped. Three are murderers. Nearly all 
the citizens started in pursuit, and, a short 
distance from town, a pitched battle was 
fought. One of the fugitives was danger- 
ously wounded. The remainder surren- 
dered. 

Tlie Cripple Creek Robbery. 
PUEBLO. Colo., April 12.— Two men 
answering the description of the Cripple 
Creek express robbers were arrested here 
to-day. They gave the names of F. M. 
Miller and A. E. Wiliiill, and said they had 
just come from Oklahoma City. Chief of 
Police Abbey will hold them until their 
identity is established. 

Committed Murder for Robbery. 

AUBURN, N. Y., April 12.— Officers from 
Emporium, Pa., to-day arrested Robert E. 
Wright Jr., at the home of his father in 
Fairhaven, on the charge of the murder of 
Christian Drum in 18S8. The object of the 
crime was robbery. Young Wright, who 
is 22 years of age, comes from respectable 
parentage. 

Mother and Children Burned. 

DETROIT, Mich., April 12.— A special 
to the Free Press from Hoard City, Mich., 
says: The residence of Mrs. Gilmore, one 
mile north of town, was burned early this 
morning with all its contents. One child, 
I) years of age, was burned to a crisp, and 
another cannot live. The mother was also 
severely burne d. _ 

Miners Xot Violent. 
CENTERVILLE, Iowa, April 12.-Af- 
fairs at Cincinnati, Iowa, have not ma- 
terially changed in the last twenty-four 
hours. One company of militia, thirty- 
eight strong, is on duty there, but, accord- 
ing to all accounts, there has been no oHer 
of actual violence.

SAVANTS TO MEET HERE, 



Scientists From All Over the 
Country Coming This 
Summer. 



They Will Probably Make Mount 
Hamilton Their Object- 
ive Po>nt. 



"An event which is looked forward to 
with a great deal of eagerness," said Miss 
Rose O'Halloran, the noted lady astrono- 
mer of the city, last evening, "is the great 
gathering of scientists hero which is to 
occur during the summer. I mean the an- 
nual meeting of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, a society 
which includes in its membership all the 
famous savants in the country. The gath- 
ering will take place here in August, and 
one of the things upon the programme of 
entertainment will doubtless be a visit to 
Mount Hamilton, under the auspices of 
the Astronomical Society of the Pacific 

"Their coming here will afford them an 
opportunity, long desired by some, of hav- 
ing a look at the Lick Observatory. Of 
course, I do not know what men whose 
work in scientific research has won for 
them a national reputation will be here, 
but I am satisfied that our distance from 
the centers of learning in the East, in- 
stead of keeping them from attending, 
will operate to the very contrary. It will 
give many a chance of a trip across the 
continent'to the coast, and that will fully 
compensate an observing mind for the 
slight physical trouble involved." 

The American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science embraces within the 
scope of its investigation a great variety 
of studies It is therefore divided into sec- 
tions, each presided over by one of its 
vice-presidents and each with a special sec- 
retary. Professor E. S. Holden of the Lick 
Observatory and President David Starr 
Jordan of tlie Leland Stanford Jr. Univer- 
sity are both vice-presidents of the asso- 
ciation, the section of mathematics and 
astronomv being intrusted to the former, 
and that of zoology to the latter. Profes- 
sor J. Perrin Smith of Palo Alto is secre- 
tary of the section of geology and geog- 
raphy, and Professor E. A. Ross of that ot 
economicjscience and^tatistics. 

The other sections cover physics, chem- 
istry, engineering, botany and anthro- 
pology. If the association keeps up its 
record as to the duration of its meetings 
the gathering will last about two weeks. 
Among the well-known literati who may 
be looked for are Professor S. P. Lang ley 
of the Smithsonian Institution, whose 
writings have so dealt with the nature of 
the sun that he is unive^ally regarded as 
an authority upon the orb of day, and 
who has also made some valuable contri- 
butions on the temperature of the moon- 
Professor Pickering of Arizona, who has 
been a close observer of Mars; Jed Hotch- 
kiss of Staunton, Va., a well-known geolo- 
gist, and Professor C. A. Young of Prince- 
ton College.

WHET? COUBAGE IS !TEEDED. 

It is reported from Merced the people 
there are anxious to serve the Valley road, 
but that fear of the Southern Pacific is 
restraining some of them. This is most 
extraordinary and seemingly incredible 
news. It is as difficult to believe that the 
people are so timid as that the Southern 
Pacific is so unwise. 

In the days of its early enthusiasm the 
Southern Pacific did seek to make and un- 
make towns. It left Visa! in off its main 
line and created Tulare, but Visalia was 
not suppressed, and the company's failure 
of its purpose was acknowledged not long 
ago when it removed its shops from Tu- 
lare. It determined to make Merced the 
great city of the San Joaquin Valley south 
of Stockton, and erected there a splendid 
hotel ; but the hotel proved an elephant 
and Fresno took the lead. Even in San 
Francisco it thought to move the business 
part of the City by establishing its head- 
quarters and freight sheds on Townsend 
street, but the business pan of the City 
stayed and grew where it was born, in 
spile of the great inconvenience which it 
was made to suffer by the remoteness of 
the railroad terminus, and recently the 
company confessed its failure by abandon- 
ing the great brick house and moving its 
headquarters into town. It sought to 
make a city of Sumner at the: expense of 
Bakerefield, but Bakersfitid grew strong 
and voraciuus and swallowed Sumner. 

There are great forces which the people 
as a mass direct in spite of opposing inter- 
ests and efforts. The residents of Merced 
have no cause to fear, for if they are united 
and fearless no dangercan assail them. It 
is hardly possible to believe that they are 
timid now, for timidity would be their 
ruin and courage their salvation. If they 
keep out the people's road they will be no 
better off than at present, and if they se- 
cure it their prosperity is assured. 

It is conceivably (though only barely so) 
that overzealous friends or agents of the 
Southern Pacific are anxious only that the 
people of Merced shall not give substantial 
aid to the people's road, for clearly all the 
aid so given will place the Southern Pacific 
at a disadvantage on the score of competi- 
tion. At the same time it will enable the 
people's road to haul the products of Mer- 
ced cheaply, and thus enable its producers 
to make a reasonable profit. Still some of 
the Southern Pacific's magnates have large 
landed and irrigation interests in the vicin- 
ity of Merced City, and this and other rea- 
sons should put every oue in a frame of 
mind to believe that the Southern Pacific 
would not object to the increase of busi- 
ness settlement and land values that would 
follow the people's road into Merced. 

If there are any waverers in Merced (and 
we shall not believe it except on the most 
convincing evidence) they are "lacking in 
the spirit which makes success in this 
world possible. Such a lack would be so 
contrary to the prevalent manliness and 
independence of Califomians that it can- 
not be accepted without Wronger proof 
than we have at present. We prefer to re- 
gard all the residents of Merced County as 
bavins the enterprise, independence and 
clear business sense of Messrs. J. J. Steven- 
son, William Gray, George S. Bloss, 
Henry F. Greer and James S. Peck, who, 
as private land owners or their representa- 
tives, have offered a clear right of way for 
thirty-five miles through the richest sec- 
tions of the County. The people of Merced 
City in their collective capacity have from 
these gentlemen an example which should 
inspire emulation.

The people of Humboldt County are de- 
manding a railroad as a result of the Call's 
suggestion that they ought to have one. 
•As the development of Humboldt's won- 
derful resources bears a vital relation to 
the general problem of the development of 
California, it is well that some of the 
broader aspects of the ease be considered 
now. 

At the start there are clearly two things 
that the people of Humboldt might profit- 
ably keep in mind. First, that they them- 
selves should at the outset do all in their 
power to secure a railroad by uniting their 
forces, so that either they themselves 
might build a road to the bay of San Fran- 
cisco or raise an amount sufficient to in- 
duce outside aid for the enterprise; second, 
they might be wise to indulge at the be- 
ginning only those aspirations that pre- 
sent the most tangible hope of fulfillment. 
That is say, while their own efforts, backed 
by those of other Californians, might se- 
cure to them a railroad from Humboldt 
Bay to San Francisco, the expenditure of 
their energies on 



Sin Francisco. There could be no accusa- 
tion of favoring one at the expense of 
others. All would be equally at home 
here, and every thought of dissension or 
animosity would be thrown away and be 
lost in the infinite patriotism of the great 
Pacific convention. 

ADMI BABLE WOBK. 

In sending out a special train for the 
purpose of securing subscriptions to the 
shares of the San Francisco and San Joa- 
quin Valley Railroad, the Examiner has 
displayed not only true journalistic enter- 
prise, but also an earnest aud intelligent 
effort to assist in the great work of secur- 
ing a competing railroad. It is highly 
gratifying to observe that the Examiner's 
experiment is meeting with splendid 
success. At Stockton the train was 
given an ovation, and similar enthusiasm 
will doubtless be exhibited all along the 
line. But the welcome which it receives is 
not wholly that which Is expressed in 
cheerg; the people are coming forward and 
subscribing freely to shares, and that is the 
true test of a popular desire for the 
people's road. The Examiner is simplify- 
ing the work of the directors, earning the 
gratitude of the public and giving the 
well-wishers of the new road an opportun- 
ity to show their mettle. 



A curious feature of the regulations is- 
sued from Washington to govern collec- 
tions under the income tax law ia that 
prizes won in lotteries are taxable. It 
would be just as well to tax the products 
of burglaries and robberies, for lotteries, no 
less than they, are outlawed, and hence 
money secured through such prises is an 
unlawful acquisition.

We had occasion a few days ago to call 
attention to a citizen of Brooklyn who has 
declared an intention to sue the proprietors 
of a hotel in that city for not giving him 
stewed prunes at his meals. We know not 
what relief the law of New York affords for 
a wrong of this kind, but as there should 
certainly be some remedy for the sufferer 
and some punishment for the wrongdoer 
we commend the action of the hero who 
proposes to make the contest, put the law 
to the test and determine whether an 
American citizen can be arbitrarily de- 
prived of the luscious prune at the whim 
of a landlord. 

We presume the plaintiff in the case will 
base his claim for damages and redress 
upon the unassailable ground that the 
service of prunes is a prime duty of all 
American hotels and boarding-houses. A 
private family in the indulgence of whim, 
folly or ignorance may exclude the prune, 
but no one who keeps a public table of 
any kind should be permitted to do so. 
The unfortunate American wuo is com- 
pelled to board, if he sees upon the table 
no prunes, hardly knows if he is in his 
native land. In a certain sense he is ex- 
patriated by being robbed of the most 
familiar table mark of his country.

And so 
popular did these become that there were 
thousands of people whose sole ambition it 
was to earn or beg the two bit* necessary to 
buy one of the tickets for those daily drawings. 
Many a mother even, with children dependent 
upon her, would procure a lotterv-ticket with 
the money that ought to have purchased food 
for her little ones. 

Thus, with the temptation constantly before 
them, the growth of the habit of purchasing 
lottery tickets was like the growth of the opium 
or liquor habit, the greater the number of 
tickets purchased the stronger became the im- 
pulse to buy more, for the victim felt a con- 
stantly increasing desire to get back what had 
been lost. Each failure to win a prlie only 
made him Hatter himself that he must cer- 
tainly win some time, and then the sdroit pub- 
lication of the lucky ticket-holder s name made 
him believe that his chance for the next prize 
was just as good as any other person's. And 
so, without stopping to reflect that to his one 
chance of winning, there were twenty thou- 
sand or more chances against winning, he 
would purchase another ticket. T£e demoral- 
izing effect upon the community was some- 
thing terrible. In the constant hope of getting 
something for nothing or a great deal for verv 
little, those patrons of the lottery lo«t all Inter- 
est in their respective employment* and tradea. 
They were continually expecting to draw the 
coveted prize, which would make them Inde- 
pendent. Those able to buy the ticket* for the 
large monthly or semi-monthly drawings 
would often incur large debts. One instance 
of the many will suffice. A physician bought 
a lot of very fine furniture, stating that at a 
certain time he was to receive a large sum of 
money which would then be due him. The 
only foundation on which he based his pledge 
to pay waa the lottery ticket he had in his 
pocket, as was proven later. 

The career of what may be termed the 
lottery-ticket fiend who had become addicted 
to the habit was demonstrated in Louisiana to 
be marked by three steps or degrees. First 
came the borrowing of money to buv tickets, 
expecting of course to pay back out of the to- 
be-acquired fortune. Secondly, no longer able 
to borrow, he begs for a nickel here and a dime 
there with which to buy a ticket. And lastlv, 
when begging has ceased to yield the requisite 
amount for tickets and sustenance, Le turn* to 
pilfering to get it. 

One needed but to look into the wildly glar- 
ing eyes and haggard expectant faces of the 
groups of men and women gathered around 
the places of the daily drawings to be con- 
vinced of the soul-blighting effect of that fas- 
cinating evil. 

From what has been said I believe it will ap- 
pear that the man or woman who purchases 
lottery tickets Is unwittingly being drawn into 
a maelstrom whoa* tendency is toward the 
prison or the gallows or a wretched life of 
shame. I say the tendency U thither, and 
those who purchase lottery ticket* who do not 
reach those destinations will hare parted with 
something of their manhood and womanhood 
in their dishonest ambition 10 get somethlzi; 
for nothing. 

And now, Mr. Editor, If it 1* not going beyond 
bounds, let me add that having «e?n *? vifidiv 
the blighting influence upon character of the 
untrammeled lottery in Loninana, I cannot 
regard it in any other light than as an enemv, 
albeit unconsciously, to society and an accom- 
plice in the outrage snd crime committed by 
lotteries against manhood and morals every 
newspaper that publishes the advertisements 
of lotteries or smuggles in among ita new* 
columns reports of drawing's and the winning 
numbers and tbe names of succevful ticket- 
holders. They are cunningly devised to cap- 
tivate those poor unfortunates (who are also 
numerous) who believe that fortune has singled 
them out for its favorites. 

I rejoice that the law of the land prohibits 
papers with such lottery sdverti«ement» from 
being circulated by mean* of the mail or ex- 
press companies. But unfortunatelv we have 
no law in our State which prevents their being 
printed and circulated bv the private carriers. 

Would therefore that every moral citizen of 
San Francisco might become a law unto him- 
self and refuse to take anv paper— now that we 
have one which doe* not do it— that brings into 
his home the go'.d-bought columns of allure- 
ments held out by lovterv companies, the ten- 
dency of which is to undermine the Integrity 
and uprightness of his sons and daughters. 

Let me also add that the Call and it* editor, 
having taken the Initiative in cleaner journal- 
ism, are deserving of the moral support and 
patronage of every upright resident of the city 
and State.

How the Deaf-Mute Teacher Criti- 
cizes the Studies of His 
Class. 



The modeling class at the Hopkins Art 
School is more thoroughly Bohemian and 
combines jollity with art work to a greater 
degree, possibly, than any class in the 
school. Douglas Tilden, the deaf sculp- 
tor, who is instructor of the class, admits 
that he sees no reason why students in his 
class should not enjoy as much by-play as 
is compatible with the work they are ex- 
pected to do. If they do their work they 
may have their innocent amusement, and 
as a nintter of fact they both do their work 
and have their fun. 

There is one advantage which the model- 
ing class has over other classes, and that is 
that their room is on the ground floor of 
the school and must be passed through by 
visitors to the various departments. While 
working at their studies for tne day the 
class, therefore, has pleasant interniittant 
interruptions. 

As a modeling class Mr. Tilden's pupils 
rank high both in numbers and work in 
comparison with any modeling class in the 
country. Sculpture, as a rule— or perhaps 
modeling would be a better term —is much 
more apt to be taken up as a fad than as a 
profession. In the other art classes a 
larger proportion of the pupils will carry 
out their work in after life. There are two 
modeling classes— one a boys' class, and I 
the girls class.

Mr. Tilden being unable to either speak 
or hear would ordinarily be considered to 
labor under considerable disadvantages, 
but no one that ever saw him criticizing 
and teaching his class could doubt the effi- 
cacy of his methods. It is not necessary 
for him to talk. He writes a casual criti-

General Freight Agent C. F. Smurr of 
the Southern Pacific Railway Company 
and J. C. Martin, the railway attorney, 
will leave next Thursday night to attend a 
session of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission at Denver on April 22. 

Their mission to Denver is one of serious 
significance for the Southern Pacific com- 
panies, as a question affecting the present 
peculiar system of freight rates will come 
up for discussion. Should the commis- 
sion decide against the Southern Pacific, 
"local" rates to interior points in Califor- 
nia will have to be abolished. That means 
that a Fresno merchant will not have to 
pay more for freight from the East than a 
merchant at Marysville, Stockton, Sacra- 
mento, San Jose, San Francisco, Oakland, 
Los Angeles or San Diego, designated ter- 
minal points, does at present. It will be 
the liberation of interior towns from a sys- 
tem which is popularly regarded as inequit- 
able and unjust. 

The question was brought before the 
commission by George J. Kindel, a Denver 
manufacturer, and the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company, who ask that the policy of 
chareing less for transcontinental freight 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific than on 
two intermediate points between these ter- 
mini. Naturally enough the Denver peo- 
ple feel that they have a grievance. They 
want the interstate commerce law regard- 
ing the long and the short haul as follows 
interpreted literally: 

Sec. 4. That It shall be unlawful for any 
common carrier subject to the provisions of 
this act to charge or receive any greater com- 
pensation In the aggregate for the transporta- 
tion of passengers or oi like kind of property, 
| under Mibstantially piinilar circumstances arid 
conditions, lor a shorter than for a longer dis- 
tance over the same line In the same direction, 
the shorter being included within the longer 
distance; but this shall not be construed as 
authorizing any common carrier within the 
terms of this act to charge and receive as great 
compensation for a shorter as for a longer dis- 
tance; provided, however, that, upon applica- 
tion to the commission appointed under the 
provisions of this act, such common carrier 
may, in special cases, after Investigation by the 
commission, be authorized to charge less for 
longer than lor shorter distances for the trans- 
portation of passengers or property; and the 
commission may from time to time prescribe 
the extent to which such designated common 
carrier may be relieved from the operation of 
this section of tbjB act. 

The Denver shippers and merchants 



mean business in this fight against what 
they claim is an inequitable provision that 
works against all inland cities that have 
not the benefit of water competition. 
Should their claim be successful the South- 
ern Pacific will have to revise its freight 
tariff for interior stations. 

The Interstate Commission will take 
testimony in Denver and more in Chicago 
before arriving at a decision on the 
question.

THE ANGLER. 

Catching Fingerlinga in Paper-Mill Greek. 
Those Who Had Good and Poor Lack. 
Among the large number of anglers who 
returned from Point Reyes and vicinity 
last Sunday evening was an old veteran 
stream-whipper who has not missed an 
opening day of the trout-fishing season 
since 1S70. His basket contained several 
small fish, with an occasional good-size 
trout for di-play purposes on top of the 
neap. He said that of the many streams 
he had fished in the past twenty years 
the Paper-mill was the most prolific of 
any creek, considering the enormous quan- 
tity of fingerlings and large fish that have 
been taken from it, especially in recent 
years. 

"Why, if the Fish Commissioners 
fail to keep this beautiful stream well 
stocked with trout every year," said the 
old angler, "there cannot possibly be any 
trout in the stream in live years hence. 
See this crowd? Why, there are enough 
anglers here to clean out the creek from 
top to bottom. The Lagunitas and Paper- 
mill are very convenient to this city, and 
the train time to Point Reyes is such that 
an angler can leave in the morning, get 
five or six hours of fishing and return on 
the same day with a nice mess of fish. 
This is the principal reason whv the 
Paper-mill is so largely patronized "by the 
fraternity. 

,"Now,"thereare other streams not any 
further from the city— the Sonoma, for 
instance, where just as good fishing, if not 
better, can be had, but the railway accom- 
modations are such that only those who 
can afford two days' vacation can visit 
Glen Ellen. 

"If a train was run to the latter place on 
Sunday mornings, returning from Glen 
Ellen at 5 r. m., I have no doubt that the 
Bonoma Creek would receive a large 
amount of the patronage the North Pacific 
road is now enjoying. There are several 
good streams south of this city, such as 
the Los Gatos, Boulder and their tribu- 
taries, that will pan out splendidly Until 
the latter part of the season, but the rates 
to those places are too high, and as a con- 
sequence few anglers from San Francisco 
visit them on (lying trips." 

Many complaints have been made of the 
slaughter of fingerlings last Sunday by 
alleged anglers, many of whom actually 
boasted of their achievements. Any ang- 
ler who will boast of having killed sev- 
eral hundred little fish ranging in length 
from two to five inches should be con- 
signed to a glass case and presented to the 
Academy of Sciences as one of the 
living curiosities of the nineteenth 
century. If an angler cannot do 
any better on a stream than to fill his creel 
with a lot of little fry, he should quit fish- 
ing and wait until such time as the trout 
will have grown to something like decent 
proportions. Of course there are gluttons 
among anglers as well as in all other lines 
of sport, but the man who feel3 a pride in 
hogging everything regardless of size and 
weight is quickly marked out as being a 
fitting companion for those who, like him- 
self, will not stop at anything as long as 
there is an opening for slaughter. 

Give the little fellows a chance to grow, 
gentlemen, and when a fry of three or four 
inches happens to fasten to your hook take 
it off gently and return the little fellow to 
its element. Who knows but the very 
fingerling that you liberated to-day may 
till a large space in your basket or that of a 
brother angler later in the. season? The 
Supervisors of this city will be asked, in 
the near future, to pass an ordinance mak- 
ing it a misdemeanor for any person to 
have in their possession trout of less than 
six "inches" in length. 

John Siebe and Al Wieland succeeded in 
basketing a nice lot of trout last Sunday 
from Throckmorton lagoon, a stream which 
is fished only by members of tbe Tamalpais 



Club. Mr. Siebe landed one beauty which 
scaled 3% ponnds. 

Henry Hansen, who is probably better 
known among his acquaintances as "Tea- 
pot" Hansen, was one of the successful 
anglerB who fished the Paper-mill last Sun- 
day.

Fish Commissioner Morrison says that 
the new law governing the fishing interests 
gives universal satisfaction to the majority 
of persons engaged in that occupation, 
along the Sacramento River, and a num- 
ber of them have promised to keep him in- 
formed of any violation of the law that 
takes place. Morrison has made several 
trips along the river, and is arranging a 
system of patrol that will make it a simple 
impossibility for the law to be violated. 
Knowing ones of this section claim that no 
better man could have been chosen to fill 
the bill. 

The appointment of Mr. Helms as Game 
Warden for this county has struck dismay 
to the hearts of the hunters up and down 
the river, and never before have the lives 
and happiness of the duck family been so 
peaceful and assured. For years past it 
has been the custom for this" class of gun- 
owners to kill all the duck necessary for 
the consumption of themselves and fami- 
lies at all times and seasons, but Warden 
Helms has been dropping onto them like a 
meteor out of a clear sky, and in several 
cases, scarcely had the blue smoke drifted 
from the muzzle of their guns when his 
hand fell on their shoulder, coming from 
they knew not where, in fact he seems to 
be everywhere aud nowhere, and is proving 
himself a very efficient officer.

A EEMARKABLE RACE MARE. 



The Talent on the Short End Again, 
Four Favorites Going 
Down. 



In tnrf annals Blitzen and Barntim are 
generally mentioned as the iron horses, 
ami I certainly think the little California 
mare Quirt deserving of a place with these 
famous metallic equines of the racing 
world. Upon her arrival at the track 
early during the present meeting, after a 
most bruising campaign throughout the 
California circuit, often running two races 
a day, at distances ranging from half a 
mile to a mile and a quarter, the bald- 
faced daughter of Joe Hooker was looked 
upon as a sort of badge horse or country fair 
"plater," and her owner, William Dixon, 
with dirheuly secured a stall. But she 
commanded respect before the meeting had 
progressed very far, and in the speediest 
kind of company at that. Up to and in- 
cluding yesterday's performance sue has 
started in thirty-nve races and been inside 
of the money twenty-five times, which 
includes seven first moneys. On several 
occasions she has had notoriously bad 
riders, or this number of winning brackets 
would have been augmented by at least 
three more winnings. This showing is all 
the more remarkable when the fact is 
taken into consideration that none of the 
races in which she started, with one excep- 
tion, were selling affairs. 

Starting in the six-furlong handicap yes- 
terday with 105 pounds up, she went to the 
post with fours about her, although 6 to 1 
was at one time obtainable. Bellicoso was 
the talent's choice and he closed at 13 to 10 
in the betting. Playful was also heavily 
backed at fours, and her run is certainly 
deserving of explanation. Being beaten 
one day an eyelash in 1 : 14 for the six fur- 
longs and the next time out at nearly the 
same weights to be beaten away off is not 
form. 

Fanny Louise and Bellicoso headed the 
field into the stretch, the favorite being 
beaten shortly after making the turn. 
Chevalier, in third position with Quirt, 
came on and beat Fannie Louise without 
trouble by a scant length. Bellicoso was 
third, a neck further away. Chevalier rode 
an excellently judged race on the winner. 
The race was a fast one, the six furlongs 
being compassed in 1:13%. 

As has happened very often of late, the 
success of the speculative fraternity can be 
imagined when it is stated that two out of 
the six favorites won, and it strikes me 
that the thirteen bookmakers that "cut 
in" yesterday had slightly the best of it. 

The talent made the Elmwood stock 
farm's Nervoso a 13 to 10 favorite for the 
opening event, a five and a half furlong 
run, but he could do no better than finish 
second to Mamie Scott.a U to 1 chance, the 
first of the get of Canny Scot to earn a 
winning bracket. Blue Bell, the second 
choice, who led into the stretch, finished 
an ordinary third. 

The same Elmwood stock farm seemed 
bound to be the talents ruin, for in the next 
race, the half-mile run for two-year-olds, the 
Gwpsette gelding wou off the reel, finish- 
ing a length and a hulf in front of Don 
Gara, the second choice, with Joan, the 7 
to 10 favorite, third. 

The mile selling race looked like "honey 
in the comb" for Jack Kichelieu, and he 
went into the starter's hand a2 to 5 chance, 
with Ingomar second choice at 13 to 5. 
Well, Jack had to step some, much faster 
than his backers figured on, and it took 
some very vigorous riding on Griffin's part 
to land him in front, downing the Ken- 
tucky stable's horse, who is rounding into 
something like his old form, a neck in 
1:41}£. Mary S got the show. 

George Rose's game cripple Nephew 
took the third race from Seraphin by three 
parts of a length in a drive, after turning 
into the stretch fourth. Annie Moore fin- 
ished in third position. The verv good 
price of 4 to 5 was laid against the winner, 
who but for his lameness would be very 
nearly a stake horse. 

With 14 to 5 against him, Don Fulano 
ran a much better race than be did a day 
or so aeo at 3 to 5. Some horses seem 
affected that way. Chartreuse, the 8 to 5 
favorite, although carrying several hun- 
dred dollars of her owners money, could 
do no better than finish second "to Don 
Fulario, who seemed in stake form yes- 
terday. Entering the stretch third, ho 
passed Mollie R and Chartreuse and won 
handily, steppin^the short six furlongs in 
1:12%. In the race on Wednesday, in 
which Don Fulano was beaten by Realiza- 
tion, the official time as hung out for the 
live and a half furlongs was given as 1 :0s 1 ,. 
I have learned that outside watches made 
the time 1:07%, which gives the race a 
much better look.

BENCH SHOW IN FE08PECT. 

It Is Expected to Have 500 to 600 Dogs on 
View. 

People do not often go to the dogs with a 
full consciousness of what they are doing,

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Superintendent Moulder Says 
They Should Have That 
Right. 



Questions Raised by Henderson's 
Resolution to Remove the 
Barrier. 



A great interest is being manifested by 
teachers of the School Department in Di- 
rector Henderson's resolution to repeal the 
old rule in restraint of marriage laid upon 
women teachers. 

The rule is a very old one, and provides 
that when a woman teaching in the depart- 
ment married it was eqvivalent to submit- 
ting her resignation. The rule was adopted 
after a good deal of discussion upon the 
subject, and for reasons that seemed man- 
ifest and entirely sufficient to the board. 
It was during the previous incumbency of 
Superintendent Moulder, who registered 
himself as against it. 

At a recent informal meeting of the 
present board in committee of the whole, 
this rule became a subject of discussion 
and Superintendent Moulder took occasion 
to say that he did not believe the rule 
would' stand in law. "If any teacher 
chooses to marry and decides to contest 
this rule with us in court I am quite cer- 
tain we would lose," be said. "In the 
first place it discriminates to the advantage 
of the male teachers and in the second it 
is a weil known constitutional principle 
that no law in restraint of marriage can 
stand." 

Speaking of the matter yesterday after- 
noon, Mr. Moulder said: "It is a very deli- 
cate question. I was a little surprised 
when Mr. Henderson introduced fiis reso- 
lution, as I was not aware that he intended 
to do so. Indeed, I am very glad that I 
was not consulted, although of course I 
favorit for the reasons stated. The great 
majority of the teachers in the department 
are young women of marriageable age. 
T bis rule might well operate to deter many 
of them from marrying where the pros- 
pective husband in tlie case might not be 
in position to provide an establishment. 
There is no sound reason why the young 
woman, if she were so disposed, should 
not marry — no reason except this rule. 

"It will be noticed that the rule docs not 
prevent a married woman from being ap- 
pointed to the department, but requires 
the resignation of one in the department 
who marries. The operation of the rule 
has been evaded by teachers resigning 
when about to marry and being afterward 
reappointed." 

One reason which is being urged against 
the repeal of the rules is, that if the lady 
teachers are allowed to marry and retain 
their positions they are likely to be sought 
by the never-do-well young man looking 
for a wife capable of earning enough for 
two and who will thereafter allow the 
teacher to provide for him. 

To this argument the answer is made 
that a young woman who can so far take 
care of herself as to secure and hold a posi- 
tion as teacher in the public school may be 
trusted further with her own affairs, of 
which the question of marriage is essen- 
tially one. 

The resolution will be acted upon at the 
next meeti ng of the board.

At ten minutes 
to 6 o'clock on the fatal Thursday evening 
Reta called to take her sister to the theater, 
and that was the last time she saw them 
alive. 

Adolph Wolf told of his going to the 
Palace because of the note from his sister 
Adele. He told tne officers that Reta was 
upstairs with his sister and was going to 
kill her. Detective Glennon and Officer 
Bntterworth told of the finding of the 
bodies. 

The mystery surrounding the death of 
the voung people is therefore still un- 
solved. There is at present in the Post- 
office registry departrnent a square box 
and a letter addressed to Miss Wolf.

Good attendance was the rule at the 
Hebrew places of worship last night. 

Preaching at the Taylor-street Synagogue 
on the subject. "Earnestness vs. Enthusi- 
asm," Dr. Jacob Nieto said: 

To use the words of Schiller, "Earnestness" 
tries to foresee a result and attendant inci- 
dents, while "Enthusiasm" never considers the 
sacrifice and is constantly making it. 

"Earnestness," it might be argued, is the 
' steady flxlly of parpo.ie by which a man en- 
deavors to carry out some object or matured 
plan, the result oi ambition, personal or gen- 
eral. This fixity of purpose induces the tenac- 
ity, courage and fortitude which are necessary 
to withstand the onslaughts of opposition and 
adverse circumstances over and above the 
induced discretion which makes a man 
calculate every step and force every accident 
Into that groove which will carrv him on to 
success. Enthusiasm is like the furious boil- 
ing of a kettle, under which a strong flame is 
placed. As long as there is fuel to feed the fire 
aud a sulhcient supply of oxygen to keen up 
the combustion the water will boll, steam 
will be emitted and force enough wasted, 
which, if treasured up and properly directed, 
would mean a great deal. Take the flame 
; away, the water ceases to boil, Bteam is no 
more emitted; energy is dead. 

Hundreds of plans* for the benefit of society 
aud communitk's are daily conceived and only 
because it falls to the lot of the enthusiast in- 
stead of the man of earnest endeavor they 
terminate in failure. 

At the Temple Emanu-El Professor Sen- 
ger of the University of California occu- 
pied the pulpit last evening. The learned 
professor entertained his audience with a 
lengthy lecture descriptive of the life and 
work of Heinrich Heine. He said: 

The critics of Ileine have compared him to 
Aristotle, Cervantes, Bcranger, Voltaire, 
Schiller and Shakespeare, and for every com- 
parison there is good and sufficient reason. 

After a summary of the history of Prussia 
and of its struggle for freedom the lecturer 
gave some account of the birth and times of 
the German poet: 

He was born in Dusseldorf, in 1799. For a 
short time and against his will he was occu- 
pied in business, but later he entered the uni- 
versities of Berlin and Oottingen, at which 
latter place he took the degree of Doctor of 
Laws. In 1827 he published a book of songs, 
which created a sensation. He criticized the 
reactionary politics of the times, which at once 
precluded the possibility of his obtaining that 
which he sought— a Government appointment. 
Particularly severe were his writings anent 
the public censor, against whom he waged in- 
cessant war. 

In a few years Heine went to reside in Paris, 
and immediately became one of the literary 
lights of the French capital. Alexander Dumas 
ssld of him, wh"ii he heard of the indignities 
heaped on Heine's head in Germany: 

If Germany refuses to recognize Heine, we 
will adopt him as one of us; but, alas, Heine 
loves Germany more than us. 

After the death of Goethe.it is an undoubted 
fact that Heine's wan the greatest mind in the 
German literary world. In 1848 he was stricken 
with paralysis, and seven years after he died 
and was burled at the foot of Montmartre.

Quentin until after he could find time to 
make a personal inspection of the place, 
and, if necessary, an investigation of the 
affairs of the prison. Governor Budd has 
been in San Francisco a great deal recently, 
but he has not gone to the State's big insti- 
tution, even though Warden Hale's term 
expired a week ago to-day. It is therefore 
almost a sure thing that Warden Hale will 
continue to live for at least a month more 
at the pretty terraced home he has on the 
northern shores of the bay. 

The Directors are desirous of retaining 
Warden Hale in his position. They have 
full power in the matter, but they are evi- 
dently acting in a very courteous manner 
to the Governor. There are no factions in 
the board, as has been represented.. 
Neither will there be a fight between J. B. 
Ivory and R. M. Fitzgerald over the posi- 
tion as fifth member of the Board of Direc- 
tors. Fitzgerald will be recognized by all 
the other Directors and Ivory will not 
make any contest. 

A most valuable director will be lost, for 
Mr. Ivory has been an earnest worker 
while on the board. As the directors are 
in favor of retaining Warden Hale it is 
hardly possible that they will concede too 
many points out of courtesy if he attempts 
to make a fight. If any row takes place it 
will be between the Governor on one side 
and the four directors on the other. 

Warden Hale spoke freely but quietly on 
the subject. He said : 

I know of no rupture in the board and I don't 
believe there is any. As far as I am concerned 
I would like to remain in my position if the 
Governor and the directors see fit to retain me. 
If not, I will extend the right hand of fellow- 
ship to my enccessor and cheerfully show him 
how the place has been managed so he can 
decide how to act when he takes the position. 

I only hope that Governor Budd or some one 
in authority would make an investigation. I 
believe it would redound to my credit, for I am 
osrtainly proud of the record of my manage- 
ment. I do not care to say more as I have 



never allowed any of my men to compare my 
administration with tha~ 
warden.

Walter Lambert, the detanking Police 
Court clerk, was turned over by Chief of 
Police Schnffer to .Sheriff White yesterday 
morning. From the time he was taken to 
the County Jail until the jail closed for 
the night lie was visited by an alraoet con- 
tinuous stream of people, who came to 
offer consolation or assistance. 

Early in the day he said ho would 
defend himself before the court, but later 
he changed his mind and sent for Attorney 
Fitzfrerald. whom he employed to look 
after his case. Lambert's bonds were fixed 
at $3000 by .Iudf;e Greene at the time the in- 
dictment was brought in, and early yester- 
day his friends were out looking for some 
one to qualify in the amotint named. 

Only one had to be found, as his mother 
was ready at once to go on his bond. An- 
other surety was found in John Hreen. a 
cijar-dealer at 960 Washington street, but 
owing to the lateness of the hour when the 
Utter consented to go on the bond, it 
opuld not be made out last night, and 
Lambert will not be set at liberty until 
this morning. 

Lambert still sticks to his story that he 
cannot account for the shortage which 
was found after his flight, and m that 
as soon as he can get at the books he will 
be able to clear tin the mystery and show 
that he did not embezzle any of the city's 
funds. 

Drs. Crowlev and Blood were called to 
attend Lambert yesterday, and from their 
remarks those tto were present inferred 
that his defense may be insanity, as was 
intimated in yesterday's Call. They 
found him to be almost a physical wreck. 
Buffering from heart troubles and other 
diseases. Dr. Crowley expressed an opin- 
ion that his mind was affected.

The Grand Jury is inquiring into a case 
which created a sensation in Oakland 
about a vear ago.

Recently 
she learned that the nurse and" jewels were 
in the possession of W. 0.

& White, the Broadway candy-dealers, and 
that he had had them for six months past. 
She refused to take them from Mason 
when the latter stipulated that he should 
not be prosecuted for withholding them 
before returning the gems to their owner. 

The Grand jury was informed of the 
matter, and Masoii was called upon to tell 
why he had not turned them. over to their 
rightful owner when they were advertised. 
He . dmitted having the diamonds, but 
said that they had l*en handed to him by 
a boy in his employ, who had found them 
on the street, and that he had kept th*in 
on the advice of an attorney.

need on Harrison 
laying down the 
tracks of the California Railway extension 
from Fruitvale to Alameda. Several hun- 
dred rails have been placed along the 
banks of the canal. It will be standard 
gauge, and it is the intention of the rail- 
road company to use it at first as a steam 
road. The rails, however, have all been 
drilled for the reception of connecting 
wires, and with a small amount of work 
the line can be changed into an electric 
road. About 500 feet of the double track 
was laid yesterday and the work will be 
completed in about three weeks. 

The building of this branch line is the 
outgrowth of the proposed transcontinen- 
tal road, which it is said the Santa Fe had 
under consideration. The Board of Super- 
visors eranted to Herman Krusi three 
years ago a franchise to construct and 
operate a steam railroad along Harrison 
avenue. The San Francisco Bridge Com- 
pany never completed the construction of 
the railway for which the franchise called, 
and about'a year ago the Grand Jury took 
steps toward a revocation of the franchise. 

The new branch will in various ways 
benefit the city. The district tanned is 
very productive and fertile and will muke 
freightage to this city easily accessible. 
Made a Qood Haul. 
The office of the Street Superintendent 
was burglarized ou March 29 and the sum 
of $370 taken from a drawer. The door 
was secured by a Yale lock and the thief 
gained entrance by means of a duplicate 
Key. The burglary has been kept very 
quiet in the hope that the burglars might 
be caught. Another reason was the natu- 
ral disinclination on the part of the Super- 
intendent and his clerk, Miss Morse, to let 
the public know of the ioss, which they 
feared might suggest carelessness. The 
money was stolen while Miss Morse was at 
lunch, and she promptly raised the sum 
and paid it into the treasury, so that no 
loss results except to herself.

Alexander P. Dunbar, "hailing from 
Edinburgh town," has for some time 
been securing names in Oakland 
for a Chinese directory, which is sup- 
posed to contain the address of every 
heathen in the United States, Honolulu, 
Kamchatka, Mars and a few of the out- 
lying planets. He carries with him as a 
bait for the unwary a volume of porten- 
tous dimensions that contains Chinese 
names and addresses. Ten years ago a di- 
rectory of the San Francisco Chinese was 
printed. It was about the size of an 
ordinary hymnbook, and as it did not pay 
no second edition was issued. Mr. Dun- 
bar's book is simply three or four copies of 
that old work bound together. 

For each name which the Scotchman se- 
cures for his directory he assesses its pos- 
sessor $2, and as the volume is never 
printed the amounts collected are all profit. 
Lately, however, he has become dissatis- 
fied with this tariff for revenue only, and 
to increase his income has devised the 
scheme of obtaining advertisements for his 
fictitious publ ication. TJp to date be has 
secured a score or more of contracts. Most 
of the victims are Chinese, but included in 
the list are one or two reputable American 
firms, and at least one prominent banking- 
house. 

Having secured the contracts Dunbar I 
has the advertisements set up in an Oakland 
job printing office and perhaps a dozen 
copies struck off. They were printed four 
to the page — ostensibly as they are to ap- 
pear in the directory, and armed with these 
he makes his collections. 

Among the firms which have suffered at 
Dunbar's hands are the Lun Ti Company, 
Wing Fat <v. Co., the K m Lung Company, 
Quong Fat & Co., Fung Hai At Co., Hop 
Lee & Co., and numerous others, all of San 
Francisco. A half page advertisement for 
Welch <fc Co., importers and commission 
merchants of San Francisco, has been put 
in type and a half dozen copies of an ad- 
vertisement of the same size for the Bank 
of California have been printed. It is not 
known, however, whether Dunbar suc- 
ceeded in victimizing the bank or whether 
he had the "ad" printed just to help him 
defraud others. 

Mr. Dunbar represents himself vari- 
ously as the agent of the "Pacific Directory 
Company," the "Western States Directory 
Company," the "Chinese Directory Com- 
pany," and sevcial others. He has no 
office and no one seems to know where he 
resides. He possesses a general letter of 
introduction to Chinese merchants which 
purports to bear the signature of the Chi- 
nese Consul-General. Those who know 
him say that he tried his directory game 
in New York City, but it was frustrated by 
the Chinese Consul there. That diplomat 
pronounced the letter of introduction a 
forgery and swore to a warrant for Dun- 
bar's arrest on a felony charge.

A forger Sentenced. 

W. L. Eppinger, convicted of passing a forged 
check on the Bank of British Columbia, was 
yesterday sentenced to fourteen years' impris- 
onment in the penitentiary by Judge Wallace. 



Besides clinging to the time-wom dis- 
tinction of being the Athens of the Pacific, 
Oakland sets up a claim to superiority over 
all other cities, in California in the matter 
of the application of electricity to munici- 
pal uses. As to the former, other cities are 
running Oakland so close a race that the 
assumed distinction may now be classed as 
doubtful ; but the latter may, perhaps, be 
allowed. 

With two minor exceptions, electricity 
has been applied as the motive power to all 
of its street railroads. Of these two excep- 
tions, one is operated exclusively by cable, 
the other by cable or electricity, optionally. 
Seattle, San Jose, Los Angeles and Sacra- 
mento adapted electricity to street rail- 
roading at an earlier date than Oakland, 
bul none of them have since made such ex- 
traordinary developments in this direction 
as that city. The first electric railroad 
constructed in Oakland was finished less 
than five years ago. Now it is literally grid- 
ironed with electric street railroads, which 
reach out into the suburbs in all directions. 
There are at least fifty miles of well- 
equipped electric railroads running in and 
out of Oakland at the present time, fur- 
nishing rapid means of transit to and from 
the thriving towns and villages clustering 
around it. But these electric street rail- 
roads have been developed by private en- 
terprise and are merely subject to munici- 
pal police jurisdiction by virtue of the 
franchises which the municipality granted 
their incorporators. 

Few cities in the country are better 
equipped than Oakland now is in the mat- 
ter of electric street-lighting or which pos- 
sesses a more perfect fire alarm and police 
patrol tejegraph system. These are adapta- 
tions of electricity to public uses which 
have been developed solely through the 
patronage or the direct enterprise of the 
municipality itself. 

Street-liglititig and the policing of the 
citv for the protection of its inhabitants 
anil their propertv against the depreda- 
tions of thieves and the ravages of fire are 
so intimately associated in Oakland that 
the supervision of both has been entrusted 
to the same officer— to George Carleton, 
city electrician. The lighting of the public 
streets is done under contract by the Oak- 
land Gas, Light and Heat Company, but 
the city electrician is responsible for the 
systematic location of the lights, and he is 
also required to see that the contract is 
faithfully executed. 

The are at present 482,000 candle-power 
(nominal) electric arc lights burning every 
night in Oakland, illuminating the greater 
portion of the twelve square miles of terri- 
tory embraced within its boundaries. The 
gas lamp has almost become "a light of 
other days." It sheds its feeble rays only 
in the outlying districts to which the elec- 
tric-light circuits have not yet been ex- 
tended, but every year witnesses a mate- 
rial diminution in its numbers, and in the 
course of another year or two the gas lamp 
will be a thing of the past in Oakland. 

Of course such a system of street light- 
ing costs money. It cost the city formerly 
for street lighting with gas less than $'10,- 
000 a year. During the fiscal year 1S89-'jO 
it cost $33,2 .7 . •' : <r .i combination of gas 
and electric lighting. The expense of 
street lighting during the calendar year of 
US4 was $64, 80S 31 for electric arc lights 
and $5818 74 for gas lamps. Miscellaneous 
expenses brought the same total of tha 
cost of street lighting last year to $70,- 
B82 2"), or over double what the service cost 
four years before. But it should not be 
overlooked that the city gets in return a 
hundred-fold more light for its money than 
it did formerly. / 

The system of the electrical department 
of Oakland is worth describing in some 
detail, because it is generally recognized 
throughout the country as a model worthy 
of imitation by uthcr municipalities, all of 
which is evidenced by the volume of in- 
quiring correspondence concerning it re- 
ceived from abroad. The mechanical 
arrangement of it is presented in minia- 
ture in the office of the City Electrician in 
the form of two maps of the city banging 
on opposite walls of the room. One of 
them illustrates the Fire and Police Patrol 
telegraph systems, which are in a measure 
combined, and the other shows the elec- 
tric light lines in detail. The former are 
owned in the major part by the munici- 
pality ; the latter are the property of the 
Oakland Gas, Light and Heat Company, 
which corporation has the contract for 
street lighting. 

Both systems have, however, been de- 
veloped by the city electrician. The two 
maps constitute a complete record of the 
work. "They also constitute," explained 
Electrician Carleton, "parts of my system 
of bookkeeping." Each map shows every 
wire, pole, box (fire alarm or police patrol 
signal or telephone), and electric light as 
actually stretched and located in each sys- 
tem and every pole is marked and num- 
bered so that its ownership and relation 
to either system can be at once identified. 
Fire alarm" circuits are shown by red strings, 
blue strings indicate the police patrol tele- 
graph wires. Every pole in these systems 
and every light in the electric light circuit 
is represented by a brass rail, the head of 
which is colored to indicate its ownership. 
Yellow tops 



the topography of the ground and the lay- 
ing out of the streets will allow, on a regu- 
lar system of alternate blocks. In this way 
every part of the citv will in time receive 
the same share of "illumination at night- 
time. 

The numbering of the electric lights also 
answers another purpose. It gives the city 
electrician an opportunity of keeping tab 
on the electric light contractor. Some- 
times an electric light will get ontof order, 
and the neighborhood will remain in dark- 
| ness through a part or through all of the 
night. 

Before Carleton invented a check the 
street-lighting contractor got the benefit of 
these light delinquencies, and the Council 
had to stand the growling of eomplaining 
citizens. That is all done away with now. 
If any light goeB out now before the moon 
rises or the dawn breaks the street-light 
contractors pay the penalty, a pro rata 
being deducted from their monthly bill. 
Tab is kept, on the electric lights by the 
police patrolman. Every patrolman on 
the police force is served each month with 
a small memorandum book in which he 
enters the delinquencies ef the electric 
lights on his beat during each night of the 
month, in accordance with the printed in- 
structions contained therein. These in- 
structions are issued by the Chief of Police. 
They direct the patrolman to familiarize 
himself with the light schedule of the 
month, which is also printed on another 
page. This schedule shows the hour at 
which the arc lights are to be tunned on 
and the time set for their extinguishment. 
The patrolman must record the time when 
any light on his beat goes out when it 
ought to be burning, and the length of the 
schedule time during which it remains 
extinguished. 

These patrolmen's reports are all sent to 
the city electrician at the end of the 
month and he computes the number of 
hours in the aggregate, and that is in due 
season charged against the street-light 
contractor and deducted from his bill. The 
lights are reported by numbers and the 
record on the city electrician's map shows 
the location at a glance. There can be no 
disputing such a tab, and the electric light 
company accepts it without a challenge. 
It is the means of saving many hundreds 
of dollars annually to the city. 

Everything about the various electrical 
systems serving the municipality has been 
arranged so methodically that the expense 
of running the department of the city 
electrician, which includes the care and 
repair of the fire alarm and police patrol 
systems as well as the supervision of the 
street lighting, is very trifling. The total 
annual cost for maintenance is under $f»00. 
The working force consists of only four 
men — the city electrician, one battery- 
man and two linemen. All of the ap- 
paratus in the central station of the fire- 
alarm system, as well as that of the police- 
patrol telegraph at the central police 
station, is automatic and self-registering. 
The apparatus needs no attention, there- 
fore, except to test from time to time for 
the detection of faults and to avoid de- 
rangements. Most of the time of the work- 
ing force is employed in ordinary line 
repairing and in the extension of the cir- 
cuits, which is coincident of course with 
the growth of the city. The perfection and 
efficiency of both the police patrol and tire 
alarm systems are best illustrated, per- 
haps, bv the infrequency amounting to 
practically the total absence of false alarms.

J. M. Bassett Tells Why the 
Railroad Wants Them 
Reopened.

The water front cases, it will be remem- 
bered, were thrown out of the Supreme 
Court because tbat body held that it hail 
no original jurisdiction in the matter. It 
had. however, decided before the papers 
were filed that it had such jurisdiction. 

"The Supreme Court dodged the issue," 
said J. M. Bassett, sometimes known as 
"Old Pard," yesterday. "The court 
wanted to decide in favor of the railroad, 
but it could not do so without overruling 
all previous decisions in such cases. 
Naturallv it did not want to do this, and 
therefore the point of 'no original jurisdic- 
tion' was brought up. 

"It is thought by the lawvers, because of 
that decision, that the Supreme Court 
would decide in favor of the railroad if 
the matter came before it in the usual 
channel through the lower courts. This 
attempt of the railroads to reopen the case 
is simply another of its tricks. It is full 
of tricks anvway and will bear watching. 

"You notice that lately there has been a 
great outcry raised against Justice Field. 
That is raised by the" railroad because it 
knows that he would not decide in its fa- 
vor in tli is matter. Field wrote the Chica- 
go water-front decision and wchild, of 
course, render a similar decision in this

Many of the 
appliances attached to it are Electrician 
Carleton's own inventions and are used ex- 
clusively in Oakland. Oakland, it may be 
said, was the third city in the United States 
to adopt the police patrol system. Chicago 
was the first to adopt it; then came Phila- 
delphia; Oakland followed, and then Bos- 
ton, the Athens of the East, fell in line. 
Almost every city in the country has it 
now. San Francisco copied its police pa- 
trol Bystem in a measure from Oakland. 
The system is a wonderfully useful ad- 
junct to the police service. If it were 
wiped out of existence the police force 
would have to be doubled at once. Two 
patrol wagons are attached to the service, 
which perform the functions of hospital 
ambulances as well as conveyances for the 
transportation of prisoners arrested by the 
patrolmen. The police patrol telegraph 
and its wagon relieve the patrolmen of the 
necessity of leaving their beats at any 
time while on duty. No matter where on 
his beat a patrolman may be when he re- 
quires assistance, he is near to a police 
signal or telephone box, and can promptly 
send in an alarm or report verbally his 
wants. The city is thus always "under 
cover." 

The electric light map on the wall of the 
city electrician's office also shows the posi- 
tion of every electric light wire and pole 
used in the service of lighting the city. 
The poles are numbered and the color of 
the tag accompanying each one indicates 
the year in which the pole was erected and 
the light established there. It shows, 
.therefore, the annual progression of the 
system. The lights are laid out, as near as

What the People Are Willing 
to Do to Secure the 
Valley Road. 



THE ROUTES MOST FAVORED. 



Lavish Promises of Assistance and 
Support From Property- 
Owners. 



AH Oakland is enthusiastic over the 
prospect of becoming the terminal of the 
San Jpaquin Valley road. In business 
circles it is the prominent subject of dis- 
cussion. On the street corner it takes 
first rank with the curbstone orator, and 
even in the privacy of the pretty, pictur- 
esque Oakland homes the bead of the 
family will lay down his paper to tell of 
the progress of the work of the terminal 
committee. 

This terminal committee is perhaps 
more directly than any other body the 
cause of all this agitation in the* east- 
shore city. It is composed of some of the 
most tepresentative men in the town, and 
each one is an energetic worker in the 
cause of the new road. 

Forming the committee are W. R. Davis, 
F. Delger, E. A. Heron, E. H. Pardee,. 
W. V. Witcher, James Moffitt, Charles D. 
Pierce and W. J. Dingee. 

The situation in Oakland is at present 
one of uncertainty. There has been no 
definite proposition submitted to the 
people as yet, and so far the subscriptions 
made have been based entirely upon mere 
expectations and not upon anv under- 
standing with the new road. In" spite of 
this uncertainty, however, the terminal 
committee has already received signatures 
which represent $216,000, and the members 
of the committee are confident that as 
soon as they can submit a definite proposi- 
tion to the citizens, there will be no 
trouble in raising this to $350,000 or even 
more. 

Secretary W. V. Witcher said : 

There have been no particular efforts made

by the committee in the last two or three 
weeks, for we have no definite promise to make 
to the citizen* whom we call upon. The 
people want more information than we can 
possibly give them. They ask where the road 
M going to run, wiien it will be completed and 
what it will cost, and we are not in any posi- 
tion to answer them. We do not evttn know 
hoar much the directors of the valley road 
will want from this city, and of course 
until we can give information on these points 
we cannot hope to proceed very' rapidly. We 
already have subscribed nearly *W.!O.Ol>0 and 
every cent of it has been given freely and witli 
the best of good will. ^ ou see here we have 
tin; subscription list fixed handily and each 
one of ue has one. The pledge is here at the 
top, and it is exactly the same as that signed 
by people in places other than Oakland, with 
this exception : this paragraph is inserted so as 
to insure to the people of Oakland the actual 
presence of the terminus of the new road. 

Tbe paragraph read as follows: 
The subjoined subscriptions arc made upon 
the express condition thai said railroad com- 
pany shall, before collecting upon this sub- 
scription list and within six months from the 
date hereof, agree that within two years from 
dale hereof tt will construct and operate and 
thereafter maintain the western terminus of 
the tracks of its main through line within the 



reach tide-water. Oakland is peculiarly 
situated. It is a fact not generally known, 
but none the less true, that by far the 
ereater portion of the space inclosed 
within the city limits is under water. The 
western line of the city scuds along the 
waters of the bay just outside of the old 
coal-wharves, out beyond the broad-gauge 
mole, and from there it continues to the 
north and west until it meets the northern 
boundary of the city, almost due north 
and about two miles from Goat Island. 

To the east the city limits extend back 
about four miles, and it is quite possible 
lor the road to come in from the east, cut 
across the southeastern corner of the city 
and come along the south shore of the es- 
tuary. 

Wi'.hout tbe restraining clause previ- 
ously mentioned this would bring the line 
into Oakland far enough and long enough 
to warrant the collection of the subscrip- 
tions, but Alameda would in that case se- 
cure the terminus, and the Oaklanders 
would have their subscriptions to pay for 
the shadow and not the substance of the 
prosperity to be brought by the new road. 

By the extra clause, however, such a 
thing as merely passing through without 
stopping will be impossible, the road will 
have to come through the citv proper, and 
will have to meet tidewater on the city's 
shares. 

It is generally understood by the people 
most interested in the project, that the 
road will come to Martinez anvway. From 
that city to Walnut Creek, a little town 
on a creek of the same name, and situ- 
ated a few miles to the north and east of 
Oakland, there is a clear flat run, which 
railroaders say will draw the line to the 
little town on the stream ; it is from there, 
consequently, that all routes into the city, 
which are at present considered feasible, 
betin. 

Of these routes into the city there are 
four. One of these conies from the north 
by San Pablo Creek and along the general 
line of the California and Nevada Railroad. 
The others come from the east. 

The line from the north is considered 
the best, both as to grade and practicabil- 
ity. From the town of Walnut Creek it 
would run over to the west to San Pablo 
Creek, and then following the San Pablo 
down Halleck street to A, down A to Wood 
and along Wood parallel to the bay shore. 

The residents in the northern portion of 
the city, and in Temescal and Berkeley, 
naturally favor this route above all others, 
and they stand ready to bid high for it 
when the time comes. Tbe managers of the 
new road, should it decide to acquire the 
rightof way overtheCaliiorniaand Nevada 
road, or to parallel it. will not be allowed 
to build its pier diagonally east from where 
the present railroad ends. 

Two of the other routes come in from 
the east, from Laundrv Farm. Before 
reaching the "farm," lying on this side of 
the hills, they run down from Walnut 
Creek to the line of the old Salt Lake road 
survey. At Laundry Farm, however, one 
route" branches off toward the west and 
north. It keeps to the foothills and crosses 
Indian Gulch just above Trestle Glen, then 
through the Sather property, crossing the 
foothills of Piedmont and the lower part 
of the Blair ranch, and then into the city 
by way of Fortieth street. 

"This route is not looked on with much 
favor, however, because of the many curves 
necessary around the foothills. The other 
branch from Laundry Farm is much more 
feasible and is much more sought for by 
the propertv-owners along its path. This 
branch runs directly down from Laundry 
Farm to the intersection of Fruitvale 
avenue and Fourteenth street, and from 
there through Oakland by way of three or 
five streets. 

A fourth route conies in by way of San 
Leandro, reaching that point from Walnut 
Creek by following the openings of the 
stream down to the San Leandro country, 
or down by wav of Corral Hollow, near 
Livermore, and Crow Canyon, just this side 




city of Oakland, above the line of ordinary 
high tide, south of the original northern 
charter line of said city and west of the old 
embarcadero of San Antonio, and extending 
thence to the navigable water— otherwise these 
subscriptions to be null and void. 

Mr. Witcher then continued: 

By this clause the terminus of the road will 
have to be located in the actual city of Oak- 
land—otherwise the subscriptions are not bind- 
ing. There was some opposition to this clause, 
and some men refused to subscribe because of 
Its presence, but we took them lists upon which 
this clause had been crossed out and they re- 
fused to Bign them, so you can see just what 
their complaint amounted to. 

The subscriptions so far have all been in 
comparatively small amounts. We have one 
for $15,000 and one for $10,000, but the rest 
run much lower than this. If it were here as 
it was in Stockton, where a definite proposition 
was made to the people and they went to work 
to carry it out, it would not take us long to 
secure at least $50,000 more, and that, too, 
without the least trouble. Numbers of our 
subscribers have said that when the project is 
In definite siiape, they will, if the circum- 
stances call for It, double their subscription. 
The people are all enthusiastic and they will 
do anything in reason to secure the terminus 
to this city. 

W. E. Dargie, editor and proprietor of 
the Oakland Tribune, corroborated in 
every detail the words of Mr. Witcher. 
He said: 

Oakland is alive to the Importance of this 
question and will do all in its power to help 
the enterprise along. We can easily raise from 
$50,000 to $100,000 more, for all the people 
are in favor of the new road. They will give a 
right of way through the streets, and will sub- 
scribe for stock and put up money to help the 
road through the city. I think there is no 
doubt but that Oakland will be made the ter- 
minal point, but some of the large stockhold- 
ers have extensive tracts of land in the Santa 
Clara Valley, and they may on that account 
want the road to go through San Jose. 

But Oakland will not be Ignored. I am suu 
of that. It is the natural terminus for lines com- 
ing from the East, and there are too many peo- 
ple here to put aside. Here is the best grade and 
the most feasible route, hi two years we can 
have two ferry lines, each doing as well as the 
present one, and the natural increase of busi- 
ness will make them still more valuable after 
that. Let the valley road people make the peo- 
ple of this city a definite proposition and they 
will meet it. 

Already into the race for golden signa- 
tures of public-minded people has crept a 
discussion as to how the road; can come 
into the city, and by what route it will

of Haywards. In the vicinity of the route 
by these latter places there are extensive 
coal mines, and for the sake of having the 
road near to them the mine-owners are 
willing to make almost any sacrifices. 
They have made a promise already 
to furnish the new road with coal 
at a perpetual price of $2 a ton, which is 
much less than the price of the coal fur- 
nished to tha Southern Pacific, and they 
have also promised to make daily ship- 
ments of at least 2000 tons. 

There is still another route, not much 
talked of as yet, however, winch would 
iead the road from the Walnut Creek coun- 
try about due southwest, up Redwood 
Canyon and then by tunnels into Jack 
Hays Canyon, reaching Oakland by way 
of Piedmont. Ex-Mayor W. R. Davis, who 
has personally gone over all these routes, 
believes this to be an excellent route in. 

There arc many more of the business 
men who are enthusiastic on the valley 
road, but all are now hanging back to see 
what course the directors of the road will 
take. Should they decide not to have the ter- 
minal on this side of the bay Oakland's sub- 
scriptions will never turn. "to the chink of 
coin, but if thev decide to bring the road 
to tidewater within the limits of the city 
all Oakland will turn out, and what is 
wanted her people will give.

Shape. 



MASS • MEETING TO BE HELD. 



The Good Roads Association Asks 
the Co-operation of Citi- 
zens. 



The wheelmen and horsemen of Oakland 
as well as the citizens of the town have 
taken up the idea of a boulevard from Oak- 
land to San Jose with a vim, and the mass- 
meeting which has been called by the Ala- 
meda County Good Roads Association at 
the Reliance Clubrooms on the evening of 
the 23d inst., will, doubtless, be largely at- 
tended. 

Circular letters will be sent out to-day to 
several hundred gentlemen who are known 
to be interested in the good roads question, 
urgently requestine them to be on hand to 
give their views on the matter, and to lend 
their aid to a speedy consummation of the 
project. 

John A. Britton, chairman of the asso- 
ciation, who is one of the most ardent ad- 
vocates of the boulevard, has been doing 
Considerable figuring on the probable cost 
of the driveway, and the best route by 
which it could be huilt, and is assured in 
his own mind that the scheme is entirely 
feasible both from a financial and topo- 
graphical point of view. He said yester- 
day : 

My idea of the matter and the one which 
seems to meet with the most favor is to con- 
struct a macadamized road fortv feet wide by 
what we call the lower route.

le said that such a boulevard would bring the 
people over from Han FrancUco in crowds. He 
stated that he bad formerly driven a great deal 
in Alameda County, but had been compelled 
to go elsewhere by'the increasing dilapidation 
of the roadways. 

A i to the probable cost of the boulevard and 
the meth ids by which the money could be 
raised I have not consulted much with those 
interested, but 1 have no doubt that when the 
people who are to be benefited are shown the 
advantages to be. gained they will come for- 
ward readily nr.d push the scheme along. 

Of course the cost will be large, for such a 
road would contain 8,443,000 square feet or 
SW8.6G6 square yards oi surface, but on such a 
bi* job the contract price per yard would be 
small. The materials would not have to tie 
hauled auy great distance, for good quarries 
could be opened ail along ibe route. 

There are t»o ways Lv which the money 
could be raised. The first would be to tax the 
l>eople owning property on each side of the 
road so much per front foot. This might raise 
some opposition on the ground that the people 
immediately along the road would be paying 
for something which 'could lie for the benefit 
of the larger portion of the county. 1 
i These objection:, could be overcome by the 
>■'■:.'! method, which would be to consolidate 
the entire country to be lieneflted into one im- 
mense district, and taxing each property- 
holder in that district according to the amount 
be would be benefited by the building of the 
boulevard. There could be few objection* to 
inch a plan, as each one would pay for his 
share and the pro rata would be comparatively 
-amall. 

All these matters will doubtless be discussed 
before the meeting of the association on the 
113d inst., and I have no doubt many other 
valuable ideas will be advanced which we may 
be able to take advantage of in the future. 

Could we manage to build such a driveway 
it would be but a few years before it would be 
lined on each side by handsome residences. 
I'eople who can afford their own teams would 
be glad of the chance to build on the line of 
the boulevard, and such Improvements would 
of course greatly enhance the value of the sur- 
rounding property. 

The larger portion of tho expense would, of 
course, have to be borne by residents of Ala- 
meda County, as the line between Alameda 
and Santa Clara counties Is much nearer to 
San Jose than to Oakland, but 1 have no doubt 
that Santa Clara County people would gladly 
contribute their share.

Hardly had the session of the Grand 
Council of the Chosen Friends been called 
to order by firand Councilor Selvage, yes- 
i terday, when a motion was made to recon- 
sider the vote by which it had been de- 
cided Wednesday to retain the per capita 
tax at SI. The motion, however, was 
promptly declared out of order on the 
ground that the matter had been finally 
disposed of Wednesday for the session. 

An appeal was taken, but only five votes 
were recorded against sustaining the de- 
cision of the grand councilor, and thus 
ended what had been one of the burning 
questions of the session. 

Without loss of time the question of bi- 
ennial or annual sessions was placed be- 
fore the representatives, and after a short 
debate it was decided, by a large majority, 
to meet annually, and' April 8, 1896, was 
fixed as the date of the next convention. 
It bad previously been decided to hold it 
again in this city. 

The laws were then amended so as to 
provide for the payment of mileage and 
per diem to all representatives. Hereto- 
fore only one delegate from each council 
had been granted this allowance, all the 
others paying their own expenses, though 
in some instances five representatives were 
accredited to the grand council from a sin- 
gle council. 

A resolution was passed instructing the 
executive committee to appoint organizers, 
who are to be paid their actual traveling 
expenses, $25 a month, $100 for each new 
lodge instituted and $2 for each member 
thereof.

INTERIOR TOWNS ASTIR. 

Good Words dome From Bakersfield, Tulare, 
Anbura and Newcastle. 

Chairman W. M. Bunker of the promo- 
tion committee yesterday received from S. 
W. Ferguson, manager of the Kern County 
Land Company of Bakersfield, the an- 
nouncement that Charles F. Wilson and 
George F. Weeks would represent Bakers- 
field as delegates, and that S. C. Smith and 
C. N. Beal would be the alternates. 

Mr. Ferguson stated that he had taken 
steps to get an expression from his fellow- 
citizens of Bakersfield in regard to the ex- 
cursion and hoped to be able to report 
favorably from them. 

From J. F. Madden, chairman of the 
Newcastle citizens' committee, an interest- 
ing communication was received. He suid 
in part:

Eight-seeing and carriage-riding will probably 
consume all the time the strangers will be with 
us. It is quite probable that we will be able to 
distribute strawberries, and possibly cherries, 
to the people. In fact, our part of the pro- 
gramme will be properlv taken care of, and I 
think we will send away a pleased lot of people 
when the visitors leave us. 

Dr. Schnabel and J. F. Madden will rep- 
resent Newcastle on the permanent execu- 
tive committee, which is being formed in 
this city for the purpose of continuing the 
present movement of advertising the re- 
sources of California.

Mr. Bouvier said: 

We hope to arrange for a grand review of the 
troops at the fresidio, and that will be a de- 
cided feature. 

On the afternoon of May day there will be a 

f rand double concert at Golden Gate Park, and 
t is expected that many business houses will 
close in the afternoon to enable employes and 
others to enjoy some of the daylight attrac- 
tions. 

In the evening there will be the brilliant 
lllnmination of the hav, aud It is expected 
that all the shipping in the harbor will lend a 
friendly hand to add to the brilliancy of the 
occasion. 

On May 2 the bay and Sacramento River ex-

THE GRAND JURY'S WORK. 



A Very Watchful Kye Will Be Kept on 
the Board of Supervisors From 
This Time On. 



The Grand Jury spent most of the time 
of its session yesterday in deciding Upon 
what matters it could best investigate, as 
the usual length of its term as a Grand 
Jury has nearly been reached. It was de- 
cided to take up the 'most important mat- 
ters ; to take up no new business unless of 
vital importance; to cut off some business 
which has been well deal', '.vith, and to pay 
no attention to petty criminal cases. 

As a result there will be no more indict- 
ments of persons supposed to be guilty of 
election frauds, as sufficient evidence can- 
not be secured. Indictments of persons 
owning houses of ill-repute and the in- 
mates will also be dropped, as the cases of 
those indicted are before the Supreme 
Court to test the legality of the power of 
grand juries in their cases. It was the 
sense of the grand jurors that there was a 
very large amount of important business 
for them to investigate, and that they 
would be unable to deal further with mis- 
demeanors. The business on hand is 
likely to take all of the time of the Grand 
Jury for the next month or so, even with 
three meetings a week. 

It is as follows: Investigation of the 
Board of Supervisors, both in regard to 
Spring Valley water matters and the bitu- 
minous rock combine; the rumored frauds 
in connection with the ferry foundation ; 
the increase in secretly granted divorces; 
straw bond matters; the actions of H. H. 
Davis and others in settling claims 
against the Southern Pacific Company, 
and charges which arc to be made by 
Mayor Sutro. 

George T. Gaden sent a communication 
to the Grand Jury that he, as clerk of 
Mayor Sutro, would submit some charges 
for the jurors to investigate at their next 
meeting. The straw bond investigation 
may resnlt in the impeachment of Judge 
Campbell. The cases of straw bonds in 
his court are said to have been very numer- 
ous and flagrant. The greatest attention 
of the grand jurors will be directed to the 
matter of the ferry foundation and to the 
Supervisors. _

COUNTERFEITERS CAU&HT. 



One of Them Escaped on a 
Bicycle, but Was Eventu- 
ally Captured. 



The Wife of the Runaway Helped 
to Pass the False 
Coin. 



The secret service agents of the treasury 
had an exciting chase after a counterfeiter 
yesterday. A man and a woman had been 
passing imitation $5 pieces for over a week 
and try as hard as he could Agent Harris 
found it impossible to run them to earth. 
The counterfeits were very poor and in- 
stead of being molded were stamped out 
of a brass sheet with a die and then plated. 
There was no milling on the imitations 
and the wonder is that so many people 
accepted them. 

The last victim was Mrs. Nellie Herman, 
who keeps a lodging-house at 865J^ Market 
street. Last Wednesday John Baddeley 
end his wife Laura hired a room from Mrs. 
Herman. IJaddelcy paid three days' rent 
In advance and received change for a $5 
piece. A few hours later Mrs. Baddeley 
got change for another $,"> piece, as her 
husband was out. Before 6 o'clock next 
morning the couple disappeared and when 
the landlady came to examine her money 
she found it bogus. She had Baddeley ar- 
rested and taken to the Southern police 
station, but for some unaccountable reason 
he was allowed to go without being 
charged. 

Mrs. Herman next applied to Secret 
Service Agent Harris, and he at once ptit 
his sons, lludley and Roland, on the case. 
Baddeley had left his washing at the lodg- 
ing-house, and was to return for it, so the 
Harrises took up their station thereto wait 
for him. About 7 o'clock, while looking 
out of the window, Mrs. Herman ex- 
claimed, "There he goes on a bicyclel" 
The two detectives went down the stairs 
three at a time and jumped on the first car 
that came along. Baddeley turned up 
Golden Gate avenue, and ihe" Harrises left 
the car and chased him on foot. The 
counterfeit saw them running, and, sus- 
pecting something, put on a spurt. He 
was rapidly leaving them behind, when 
the secret service agents saw a wagon at- 
tached to a couple of horses in front of a 
store. Thev wasted no time, but jumped 
in and again gave chase, while the owner 
of the team shouted behind them. 

Baddeley was soon ovortaken and ar- 
rested. When the owner of the wagon un- 
derstood that it was a counterfeiter thev 
had been chasing he said he was glad the 
officers had taken his vehicle. Baddeley 
was taken to the County Jail and to-mor- 
row he will be turned over to the United 
States Marshal. 

When her husband did not return Mrs. 
Baddeley went to look for hi in. As soon 
as she put in an appearance at 865^ Mar- 
ket street she also was placed under arrest. 
She refused to talk about the matter when 
locked up in the City Prison, but said she 
was married tn Baddeley eight mouths ago 
in Oaxland. Her maiden name was Laura 
Clark. Baddeley is an engraver and printer 
by profession and used to work with Han- 
cock Bros., the printers and engravers in 
the Nucleus building. 

He answers the description of a man 
who hired a room from Sirs. Brown at 31H 
Third street and received $3 50 in change 
for a bogus |5 piece. He played the same 
game on Mrs. Allen of 414 Fourth street 
and Mrs. McCord of 423 Sutter street. 
While he was working ono end of the town 
his wife is supposed to have been operat- 
ing in the other. They must have passed 
great numbers of the counterfeits as they 
are both well dressed, and Baddeley asserts 
that the bicycle he was riding is his own. 
At the jail last night he said the whole 
matter was a mistake and that he intended 
making the Harris boys suffer for his 
arrest. He denies having passed the coun- 
terfeits, but the secret service agents say 
they have a clear case against him and his 
wife. 

Baddcley's father and mother arc a most 
respectable couple and very well to do. 
They called to see their son last night and 
when informed of his arrest the old lady 
fainted. Baddeley and his wife will have 
their preliminary examination to-day be- 
fore United 8tates Commissioner Heacock.

San Francisco Has No Opera- 
tive Law for a Tax 
Levy. 



THE OLD LAW IS REPEALED. 



Assessment Completed Under It 
May Be Illegal— The New 
Act Tardy. 



Something in the nature of panic pre- 
vails among the powers that be at the City 
Hall in relation to the power to levy and 
eollect taxes. 

There was to have been a conference be- 
tween the members of the Finance Com- 
mittee and the heads of departments yes- 
terday, the City and County Attorney, the 
Auditor, Tax Collector, and each of these 
was present at the meeting of the com- 
mittee for a time, but they did not get to- 
gether, and no definite action was taken 
further than to determine to communicate 
with the State Board of Equalization, and 
arrange a meeting with them, to determine 
upon some ground that the city can take 
and stand to with the support of the State 
board. 

The fact appears to be|that;the new rev- 
enue law has left San Francisco without a 
revenue law for this year. The old law 
has been repealed after the assessment has 
been made under it, and the new law, 
which provides an entirely different 
method and times for taking the assess- 
ment, leaves hardly enough time in its 
change of dates for the levy to be made, 
even if there was money enough in the 
treasury to enable it to be taken. 

Auditor Broderick thought he had dis- 
covered a perfectly clear and lawful way 
out of it, but John A. Russell, clerk of the 
Board of Supervisors, has made another 
discovery that spoils all that. 

The law requires the Auditor to furnish 
the Assessor with blanks for the collection 
of personal tax before March 1, while 
the act was not signed and did not become 
a law until March 28, which Broderick de- 
clared was a fatal defect and practically 
defeated the operation of the law until 
next vear, leaving the 1 city to work under 
the old law for this year. The clause re- 
pudiating all laws in conflict did not 
operate against it. 

But Mr. Russell yesterday called atten- 
tion to another law, approved the same 
day, which distinctly repealed the old law. 
It reads: 

Section 1. An act entitled "An act in relation 
to the assessment and collection of taxes upon 
personal property in the city and county of 
Ban Francisco," approved March 18, 160-1, is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. All counties and citiee and counties 
of this State are hereby required to conform to 
the provisions of the Political Code in relation 
to the assessment, equalization, levy and col- 
lection of taxes on personal property for reve- 
nue purposes, and all laws now in torce in 
relatiou to revenue are hereby made applicable 
to all such counties and cities and counties. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts in conflict 
with this act are hereby repealed. 

This is neither as deep as a well nor as 
wide as a barn door, but it is enough. 
There is no cloud of doubt hanging over it. 
The old law is repealed. 

Now, the Assessor has about completed 
his levy of the assessment under tuat law. 
It is not done according to the provisions 
of the new law and is therefore not done 
lawfully. That is what the taxpayers may 
have a chance to say anyhow. Therefore 
there is consternation. 

The new law requires the personal tax 
to be collected in March, and it is now the 
middle of April. There are many reasons 
why the tux cannot be assessed and col- 
lected under the new law this year. It is 
known that the repeal of the special law 
governing the collection of taxes in San 
Francisco, and the bringing of this city 
and county under the general law, was 
largely due to Mr. Morehouse, chairman 
of the State Board of Equalization. It was 
determined to communicate with him and 
the board, arrange a conference and try to 
discover a way out of the difficulty, which 
to the olticials at the City Hall seems just 
now undiscoverable. 

Supervisor Taylor, speaking of the mat- 
ter yesterday, said: "This simply means 
chaos. I had a long talk with Governor 
Budd before he signed this act, and pointed 
out to him some of the trouble it would 
bring about. He said in reply, 'Oh, it 
will only disarrange your finances for one 
year.' I told him that a disarrangement 
of a few months in the shape we are would 
compel us to shut up shop. It looks as 
though this was going to compel us to do 
it,"

For the first time in a long period, prices of com- 
modities average a shade higher than a year ago, 
and in Great Britain also, owing to different 
causes, a slight advance occurred in March. On 
both aides of the ocean the lowest level ever 
known may naturally be followed by some rise. 
Cotton is. on both sloes, more buoyant than any- 
thing else, except meat and petroleum here, crude 
oil having risen 10 $1 80. the highest price for over 
seventeen years. Nothing supports the advance of 
an eighth in cotton the past week, excent the im- 
prcssiou that the next crop w ill be short, for re- 
ceipts are large, and about 150.000 bales more 
than the largest crop ever grown have already 
come Into sight this year. 

Wheat has yielded nearly a cent although Atlan- 
tic exports for two weeks have been 3.706.643 
bushels, flour Included, against 3.599.688 hnsheis, 
last year, with Western receipts only 2.088.467, 
against 4.223,434 bushels last year. Receipts of 
corn are about half and exports about a fifth of 
last year's. Decrease in receipts of cattle are ex- 
iiggerated, 659.406 having arrived at Chicago 
azaiust 769,543 to date last year, and the prevalent 
Opinion Is that Western packers are helplnc nature 
to some extent. The output of pigiron April 1 was 
158.312 tons weekly, practically the same as 
March 1, with a decrease of 1080 tons in unsold 
stocks during the month. 

Doubtless heavy stocks were taken op by manu- 
facturers In anticipation of a strike In coke works, 
bat the apparent consumption is larger than at any 
other time for some months, and only a sixth less 
than In March, 1892. Bessemer iron has advanced 
a little further— to $10 75 at Pittsburg— but there is 
no change whatever in pn. es of rinishtsl products 
Curing the week, and while the demand continues 
good for structural forms and a little better for 
Mrs the marked decrease in the demand for wire, 
owing to the scant purchases of farmers for fenc- 
ing, affects the outlook. It seems probable that 
plglron must recede, unless a iarger demana for 
finished product is soon developed. 

Sai*-s of wool are particnlarly interesting, amount- 
ing for the week to 6.030,200 pounds, and for five 
Week! previous to 25.621,200. against 25,277,376 
In the weeks ot 1892. In brief, sales are close to 
the quantity required for a full consumption, aud 
the long delay in placing orders and the lateness of 
the season make the proportion of mills at work 
larger than usual. .No improvement In prices ap- 
pears, and domestic wool does not respond to re- 
cent advances In foreign markets. 

The low price encourages manufacturers to com- 
pete much more vigorously with the foreign goods 
o r many kinds than they had expected, and for the 
medium aud cheaper grades of goods they have 
more than the usual demand, because purchases of 
consumers have for two years been comparatively 
•I'm. The. better goods Jare not so well, foreign 
competition t>eing more effective, but there is a 
good demand for dress goods. In cottons con- 
tinued strength appears, with further occasional 
advances of a V* and au Vs in print cloths, aud the 
aggregate is fair. 

Many agents are sold well ahead. 

Failures for the week were 207 tn the United 
States, against 218 last year, and 27 in Canada, 
against 14 las', year.

Drouth, low prices and "hard times" within two 
weeks have rejiuted In a shorter supply of cattle, 
prospectively 30 percent less than last year. Live 
cattle are $160 higher per 100 pounds than 
last year, and $1 higher than the lowest point this 
year. Dressed beef is 2Mi higher than the average 
last year, the highest since 1885. The compara- 
tive scarcity of high grade cattle is emphasized by 
the fact that present quotations, when made tn 
previous periods of scarcity, have never failed 10 
bring a supply when one e'xlsted. 

Petroleum sold at $1 57y 2 on Thursday. 62 
cents higher than on January 1 and 65 cents 
higher than a year ago, which Is more than three 
tiroes the lowest price In 1892 and the highest 
quotations since 1878. Reduced production and 
Increased consumption indicate the former has 
been overtaken, which, with reduced stocks, pro- 
duces excitement in the market. Other advances 
are of leather, hides and footwear. Shippers of 
anthracite coal to New FIngland points ask more 
f. o. b.. and at the West bar and manufactured 
Iron have recorded advances In actual transac- 
tions. Lard is higher and cotton Is up 3-16c. 

Recent gains In prices for Bessemer pig and steel 
billets are maintained, but the request at Pittsburg 
and Chicago Is checked. Coffee and sugar are firm 
at previous prices, w hile the list oi reactions in- 
cluded fractional decliues only In wheat, corn, 
oats and pork, the latter on low er prices 0:1 hogs. 

Coio|>ared with F'ebruary, March returns of gross 
earnings of 130 railroads may be construed as fav- 
orable, the Increase over March, 1894, being 2 to 1 
per cent. This is contrasted with F'ebruary de- 
crease thlayear from last of 2.3 per cent a'nd of 
the January falling off this year from last of one- 
half of 1 per cent.

Professor John Fiske of Harvard College 
occupied Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones' pulpit 
at All Souls' Church yesterday morning, 
delivering a discourse on "The Witchcraft 
of Salem Village," says a recent issue of 
the Chicago Tribuno. Professor Fiske 
traced the history of witchcraft from the 
year 1670, when the provincial parliaments 
of Normandy condemned a dozen women 
to be burned and who were pardoned by 
Louis XIV, much against the will of his 
people. Then he spoke of the time when 
early Xew Kngland was aroused by the 
delusion, when the people had a firm 
belief in its reality. In the course of his 
remarks he said : 

"Unquestioning belief in the reality of 
witchcraft has been shared by the human 
race from prehistoric ages to the end of 
the seventeenth century. There are tribes 
of men whose minds are so little developed 
that travelers have doubted the existence 
of religious ideas among them, but none 
have been found so low as not to have 
some notion of witchcraft. One of the 
most primitive sbapes which the relation 
of cause and effect assumed in the savage 
mind is the assumed relation between 
dispasc or death and some malevolent per- 
sonal acencv. The conceptions of natural 
disease anil natural death are attainable 
only by civilized minds. To the savage all 
death is regarded as murder, either at the 
hands of a superhuman power that must 
be propitiated or at the hands of some 
human being upon whom vengeance may 
be wreaked. 

"Among educated people the belief of 
witchcraft is practically extinct. What 
has caused this remarkable change in our 
mental attitude toward witchcraft? Surely 
not argument. Some powerful cause has 
made our minds insuperably inhospitable 
to such sort of evidence. That cause is the 
gigantic development of physical science 
since the days of Newton and Descartes. 
The minds of civilized people have become 
familiar with the conception of natural 
law, and that conception has simply stifled 
the old superstition as clover chokes out 
weeds. It has been observed that the ex- 
istence of evidence in favor of witchcraft 
closely depends upon the disposition to 
believe it, so that when the latter ceases 
the former disappears. Accordingly we 
find no difficulty in understanding the uni- 
versality of the belief until quite modern 
times. The disposition to believe was one 
of the oldest inheritances of the human 
mind, while the capacity for estimating 
evidence in cases of physical causation is 
one of the very latest aud most laborious 
acquisitions." 

Speaking of the introduction of witch- 
craft into Salem village, Professor Fiske 
stated that in 1693 there were cirenm- 
stances which favored the outbreak of 
srfch an epidemic in that place quite apart 
from any personal influence. War had 
broken oiit with Louis XIV and had been 
going badly with tbe colonists; the great 
expedition to Quebec had come home 
crestfallen with defeat; the devil was be- 
stirring himself, the fuel for an explosion 
had been gathered and it needed but a 
spark. This was provided by the servants, 
children and their visiting jilaymates of 
the household of Samuel Parris, the min- 
ister of Salem village. Parris had come 
to New England from the West Indies and 
had brought with him two blacks, one 
male and one female, the latter assuming 
to be the wife of the former. She 
taught the children and servants how 
to enter trances, and from her they 
soon learned to believe in palmistry and 
fortune-telling and became quite proficient 
in talking gibberish. This hag was known 
as Titula, and it was not long before the 
yoong girh of the minister's household, 
over whom she seemed to wield such an 
influence, became the talk of the village. 
In fact, they came to be known as the 
"afflicted children." Professor Fiske 
added : 

"We may suppose that the minister's 
West Indian servants began by taking 
Indian medicine and teaching its tricks 
to his daughters and niece; then the girls 
of their acquaintance would naturally be- 
come interested and would seek to relieve 
tbe monotony of the winter evenings by 
taking part in the performances. Their 
lirst motives are most likely to have been 
playful, but there was probably a half- 
shuddering sense of wickedness, a slight 
aroma of brimstone about the affair, 
which may have made it more at- 
tractive. I feel sure that sooner or later 
some of these girls would find them- 
selves losing control over their spasms, 
and thus getting more than they 
bargained for would deem themselves be- 
witched by Titula and John Indian, and, 
especially "if they found themselves taken 
to task by their parents, the dread of pun- 
ishment—perhaps of church discipline, 
wherein Parris was notably severe— would 
be sure to make them blame the Indians 
in order to screen themselveH. If Cotton 
Mather's preferred methods had been fol- 
lowed the affair would have been hushed, 
and the girls, isolated from each other, 
would have been subjected to quiet and 
soothing treatment, and thus, no doubt, it 
all would have ended. But when Parris 
made the affair as public as possible, when 
learned doctors oi divinity and medicine 
came and watched these girls and declared 
them bewitched, what more was needed to 
convince their young minds that they were 
really in that dreadful plight? Such a 
belief must of course have added to their 
hysterical condition. Naturally they ac- 
cused Titula. 

"Such an explanation accounts for tbe 
fact much better than any such violent 
supposition as that of conscious con- 
spiracy. Our lit attitude of mind toward 
it is pity for all concerned, yet the feel- 
ings of horror and diseust are quite legiti- 
mate, for the course" of the affair was 



practically the same as if it had lieen 
shaped by deliberate and conscious malice. 
It is on the whole the most gruesome epi- 
sode of American history. Few instances 
of the delusion have had the details so 
fully preserved. It was the last witch 
epidemic recorded in the history of fully 
civilized nations. It looms up in our mem- 
ory and is sometimes alluded to as if it 
were in some way a singular or exceptional 
instance of superstition. Yet in Europe 
only a few vears earlier the hanging of 
nineteen persons for witchcraft in a single 
village and in the course of a single sum- 
mer would have called forth no special 
comment. The case of Salem village may 
help us to form some dim conception of 
the stupendous wickedness that must have 
been wrought bv the terrible delusion in 
the'davsof the 'stalwart Prime when vic- 
tims bv the hundred were burned at the 
stake, "and we cannot be too grateful that 
the gaunt specter has at length been exor- 
cised forever."

Further ^Developments in the 
Case of the Oakland 
Boat Suicide. 



WAS HER NAME FORSYTHE ? 



The Man Was In Vallejo Last Night. 
He Has Quite a 
Record. 



There were new developments yesterday 
in the case of the eirl who jumped off the 
Oakland ferry-bo»t into the bay, and left 
letters behind which showed that she was 
in a despairing frame of mind through 
having been hetrayed by one C. W. Dunn. 
All the particulars as far as known con- 
duce to place Dunn in a very bad light. 
Everything goes to show that Dunn has 
made an unenviable record for himself all 
along the Pacific Coast in the same role in 
which be figures in this case. 

The unfortunate victim left a number of 
letters, to which she hud signed, the name 
"Nettie Chase." 

That was not her name. Her right 
name, according to statements made by a 
number of persons who profess to be 
friends of the missing girl, was Mary 
Elizabeth Forsythe. They assert that she 
was frequently in the company of C. \V. 
Dunn, whose right name is said to be 
t'harles Dunning. Miss Forsythe came to 
Pan Francisco from Denver, Colo., about 
three years aeo. She had met Dunning on 
a train bound west between Ogden and 
Sau Francisco and had become intimate 
with him. Miss Forsythe, it is said, fol- 
lowed no occupation in this city, but it has 
been stated that she received an income 
every six months— amount not known — 
and' that Dunning benefited by this 
money. 

The records of the Fnitod States Secret 
Service Department in this city show that 
Oiarles Dunning, or C. W. Dunn, or 
.lames Brooks, has been in pursuit of queer 
business enterprises for some time. On 
April 1. 1*!<2, be was arrested by United 
St'.ite* Postal Inspector Krwin on a charge 
of unlawfully representing himself as an 
officer of the Postal Service. He was then 
uoitn; under the names of Dunning, Dunn 
fend James Brooks, and had in his posses- 
sion a number of envelopes on which was 
rinted the address and Credentials of 
ames Brooks, at that lime head of the 
Secret Service in Washington. All of 
these envelopes had been printed in Oak- 
land. The law, however, did not reach 
Dunn, or Dunning, because be did not use 
the envelopes to defraud the Government, 
as in even' case he placed the necessary 
postage stamps on letters sent out. He 
was held in custody for a number of weeks, 
but was subsequently released for want of 
evidence sufficient to wamin*. prosecution. 
At the time of his arrest Dunning was 
sweeper and general roustabout in St. 
Mary's College. Oakland. 

Trie following letter, addressed "Mr. 
Huwkins. Coroner," was received at the 
Morgue yesterday morning: 

San KiiAM isro. April 12, 1893. 
Mr. Ilnxrkin Sin: Mv Intention* were to 
allow Miss Chase's secret todie with her.dv.it M 
she left a note not only to you, but one to be 
given to the man who betrayed her, I will 
therefore explain who the scoundrel is. I 
know not the present address of this man, who 
is married, but his full name, as far as I know.

Military Affairs to Be Taken Up

Governor Budd declares that the Board 
of Health will be appointed without regard 
to politics. Its members, he says, will be 
chosen for their special fitness alone, and 
one of the four will be a Republican. 

"I do not know whom I will appoint," 
he said. 'Twill make no choice for three 
weeks. In about a week I will come to 
San Francisco and will carefully investi- 
gate the fitness of the various candidates." 

The boundary lines of the three military 
origade districts will be marked out in the 
next few days. Then the Governor will 
name the brigadier-generals. 

At present he refuses to say who the 
lucky men are and intimates that he is in 
doubt whether to make Fresno or Los 
Angeles the headquarters of the Southern 
Brigade. 

From a political standpoint, of course, 
Los Angeles has the strongest claims. 
From a military point of view, Fre«no pre- 
sents many advantages, the chief of which, 
according to the Governor, is that as a 
base of supplies it would not be likely to be 
interfered with by a foreign warlike na- 
tion. This fact assumes importance when 
Mr. Budd follows it up by stating that 
every action in regard to "the National 
Guard will be taken for militarv reasons.

An interesting point, involving a dra 
malic scene, came up In Judge Murphy's 
court yesterday, relieving the monotony of 
•law and motion" day. The issue was 
notice riled by Attorney E. J. Livernash of 
intention to ask leave of the court to with- 
draw from his position as attorney for K. 
H. McDonald Jr. in the case now pending 
against liim. His motion to this effect was 
opposed by EL H. McDonald Jr., who was 
represented for this purpose by Attorney 
W. H. Jordan. 

R. H. McDonald Jr. was in court, hav- 
ing been brought in by attendants and de- 
posited on a bench, where he lay through- 
out the proceedings, tenderly cared for by 
his wife, his bead being swathed by band- 
ages. 

District Attorney Barnes appeared, anx- 
ious to have the McDonald case set, and 
gradually the courtroom filled with 
lawyers keenly interested in the question 
of an attorney's rights to his clients. 

Attorney Jordan made the opening mo- 
tion that Attorney Livernash be restrained 
from deserting his client. He produced a 
contract signed by Livernash agreeing, in 
consideration of the payment of $1300, to 
serve It. H. McDonald Jr. as attorney 
until the termination of the cases against 
him, without further fee. 

Livernash then took the stand, and stated 
that it would be useless for him to remain 
as attorney for K. H. McDonald Jr., as the 
latter and "wife refused to follow out the 
linefof defense which he desired to offer. 
He said that that line of defense was in- 
sanity, but that his client would not accede 
to it nor supply nim with the necessary 
funds to pursue this line. He had asked 
for $1300 to follow Up his line of defense 
and it had been refused. 

"I undertook to defend McDonald," said 
Livernash, "and I believe he could be ac- 
quitted if my line is followed out, but it is 
useless for me to remain in the case on any 
ether terms. I only ask that they put up 
the money I ask if they can. I regret ex- 
ceedingly that these intimate matters be- 
tween counsel and client should lie brought 
out, and that the time of the court should 
be taken up with such a small matter." 

"I do not regard it as a small matter," 
rejoined Judge Murphy. "There is an 
important principle involved here— the 
duty of an attorney to bis client. 1 hold it 
very doubtful whether an attorney who 
has made an agreement to defend a client, 
and who has received compensation there- 
for, bas any right to withdraw. I have 
always zealously guarded the rights of 
attorneys, and I also think clients haVe 
some ngiits. Here is a contract, Mr. Liver- 
nash, which appears binding upon you." 

"I have served this client faithfully for a 
year," went on Attorney Livernash, "and 
1 submit that it is useless for me to con- 
tinue. 1 do not wish to be involved in the 
failure of his case through no fault of 
mine." 

"I don't think you have any option in 
the matter," said the court, and Livernash 
stepped dowr. to make way for Mrs. K. H. 
McDonald Jr. 

Mrs. McDonald, in reply to questions by 
Attorney Jordan, slated that she had no 
means wherewith to satisfy Livcrnash's 
demands. 

"1 have a few hundred dollars," she said, 
"I don'< know how maiiy. 1 hail $5000 
when the trial began, and Mr. Livernash 
bas spent $3000 of that. I have two chil- 
dren to support. Yes, I object, 1 object to 
Livernash being discharged." 

Attorney Livernash proceeded to ques- 
tion the witness as to her knowledge 
of the disposition of the $3000 alleged to 
have been given to him. Mrs. McDonald 
admitted that Dr. Jenkinson had been 
paid; also A. L. Jennings $325, General 
Willey $50, Judge Darwin $300, besides 
others for gathering '2000 affidavits. Liver- 
nash himself had paid for presenting the 
elaborate motion for a change of venue. 
Mrs. McDonald said she left $800 at oue 
time in the safe for Livernash, and Dr. 
McDonald had sent him $500. AftefVard 
she remembered it was $300 for him and 
$200 for Judge Darwin. 

Finally the motion was submitted and 
the trial of the McDonald case was set 
for May 13.

THE HOME TO BE DISCUSSED. 



Meeting of Representatives at the 
Young Men's Christian 
Association. 



A preliminary meeting for the purpose 
of developing interest in the Woman's 
Congress, which will convene in this city 
on May 20, was held yesterday afternoon 
at the Young Men's Christian Association. 
The attendance was large and thoroughly 
representative of that progressive element 
which seeks to lead popular thought to a 
higher conception of the home, and to 
make clear its position in industrial, social 
and political affairs. The "new" woman 
was not prominently in evidence, but the 
"home" woman was everywhere, and 
when Rev. C. 0. Brown, in the course of 
an address pregnant with striking epi- 
grams, said, "The home is the dynamo of 
the world and the fireside is the thermom- 
eter of the republic," she cheered lustily. 

Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper presided, and in 
her brief address of welcome spoke of what 
had been accomplished in the past by such 
gatherings as the one proposed and what 
was hoped for in the future. She called 
attention to the general topic of discussion 
at the coming congress— the home— and 
expressed a desire that a widespread in- 
terest might be kindled to a broader in- 
telligence and better understanding of that 
half of human affairs in which woman is 
pre-eminently concerned. 

Mrs. Cooper then introduced Rev. C. O. 
Brown of the First CongregationaK'hurch. 
who asked for divine blessing and guid- 
ance. 

Secretary - McCoy of the Y. M. 0. A. was 
then presented, and spoke as follows: 

This Is primarily the age of woman and 
never, possibly, in the history of the world lias 
she so come to the front and taken her legiti- 
mate place as during the past few years, and I 
am sure 1 voice the sentiment of ail true men 
when I say that every man who respects and 
protects womanhood rejoices in Ihe progress 
she is making to-day. She has entered ihe busy 
maris of commercial life, the halls of educa- 
tion and of other public institutions. 

The Young Men's Christian Association In 
San Francisco and throughout the country 
owes a debt of gratitude to the women. I re- 
member on my arrival here fourteen years ago 
a committee of eminent women waited on me 
and welcomed me to this city, and were re- 
joiced in the fact that I had come here to do 
what I could for the moral elevation of young 
manhood, and pledged Iheir sympathy and 
their co-operation as fat as it might be prac- 
ticable in the furtherance of our great work 
for voung men. 

The old building on Sutter street was unin- 
viting, and I suggested to the ladies Unit there 
ought to be raised ai least ^OOOO for refurnish- 
ing and beautifving those ijuarters in order to 
make them attractive to young men. They 
voted unanimously to do it, and within six 
weeks every dollar of money w as raised, and 
the budding made as beautiful and attractive 
as possible. 

tiod bless the mothers and the sisters and 
the wives who arc doing so much for the moral 
tone and spiritual elevation of every 
community. 

Miss Mollis E. Connors of the Oakland 
High School was the next speaker. Miss 
Connors said in part: 

After all perhaps it is a graceful thing to have 
Oakland represented here this afternoon. Poor 
little Oakland, her older sister has been so jeal- 
ous of her always, and all because she had the. 
good fortune, once upon a time, to choose the 
right side of the bay. 

From a business point of view, too, she has 
been looked upon with much disiavor, though 
many ol these same business men establish, 
homes and help to keep Oakland wtiat she has 
always been— a city of schools, churches and 
homes— an eminently satisfactory condition of 
aflairs, however, from the standpoint of 
woman. 

Much has been said in regard to the merils 
of any congress — thiseoming together of peuplo 
interested in the same subject. 

One fault, which was perhaps justly found 
with the programme of las; year, was that men 
were not represented upon it: of course, there 
can never be any true, nappy woman wurid in 
which man shall not have a representative in- 
fluence; no congress hereafter can be consid- 
ered a perfect success unless there can be ex- 
pressed therein the best thought of both men 
and women. 

Vet man would not have been interesting in 
the subject under discussion— Woman. He 
could only theoriie. All through the ages he 
has been ever fond of "harping on my daugh- 
ter"; we know his opinions of her— iney have 
come to us in song aud story all through the 
ages, a little running relrain of "he to her vir- 
toes verv kind, be to her taults a little blind." 
We are all familiar with the woman whom 
man has idealized ; we have not much use for 
her however, we can set up ideals of our own, 
much higher, much nobler, much truer to the 
given conditions. As fur man, he has much to 
study, much to learn in the future, lefore it 
would be possible for him to fairly take part in 
any discussion which has for its subject- 
Woman. 

Ail the same he did not like being left out 
last year. He argued that it was a sign of our 
narrowness, and one ol our leading lights 
here in San Krancisco was heard to say in 
plaintive accents, "ll is in order now for the 
men to call a convention and therein offer up 
our heartielt thanks to heaven that no resolu- 
tions relative to our utter extcrmiuation were 
passed by the women." 

Of course, too. there are the humorous 
things that seem to gather, mure especially 
about a woman's meeting— and for wuich wo 
must expect good-natured raillery. We have 
made a good beginning for May in the subject 
chosen. "The Home.'' All sludy now to be of 
any value must employ the historical me.hod, 
anil ll is a matter of congratulation that a 
llittle band of women on this lar-ofT western 
coast should be able to send out a scheme of 
study so thoroughly in harmony w ith advanced 
thought. Repeated failures have taught the 
good school people that the student cannot 
take In at once what has been the result of Ihe 
concentrated thought of aires— the student In 
the order of history must go through the vari- 
ous steps which man has taken if he Is to get a 
true appreciation of his subject. Your com- 
mittee has planned the sludy along these 
latest Hues of work. 

Scientific research is part of the brightest 
work of the day. One is glad to see It given so 
much prominence in a programme which 
from its subject might well be handled from 
the emotional side. There is no special men- 
tion of child study, which bids fair to be the 
lifework of some ol our best educators, bul no 
doubi ll will be ably considered in some of our 
discussions. 

And, lastly, what of the spirit which should 
animate us in preparing for this congress? 
Surely it must be a spirit of work, of study, a 
Striving to reach after all the truth the con- 
gress may hold for us. There must be above 
nil a setilng lor ourselves of high ideals, for 
after all, her Ideal is the true measure of the 
woman. 

The true woman of to-day will not look back- 
ward, proud of her advancement, of her 
achievement in the past, bul with a rare sim- 
plicity she will look forward to the beautiful 
womanhood the future may make possible; 
grand in her humility, she will signify and 
keep sacred the name of woman. To dignify 
womanhood is the mission of the Woman's 
(.'ougress, the surest way to elevate great 
struggling humanity. May there be light to 
guide us; strength given to help us. 

Make no more giants, God. 
But elevaie the race at once ! W e nslc 
'to put mriii lost oursireugih, our human strcugth, 
Hilled alike, all eagle-eyed, Irue heaned, 
Hrc if we canuot beat thine angels yet. 
Such Is our task ! 

Can one add more to the words of Paracelsus? 

Rev. William Raderof the First Congre- 
gational Church, Oakland, followed Miss 
Connor's, speaking brielly of the influence 
of the home in all the affairs of life and 
the necessity for a high moral standard 
around the hearth, where early impres- 
sions are taken on and worn through life. 
"The need of the world to-dny," said Dr. 
Rader, "is u generation of noble mothers." 

Dr. C. 0. Brown and Dr. Hirst both had 
encouraging words to say for the move- 
ment, and predicted as the result of such 
meetings as the coming congress a sturdier 
and nobler national life. The latter paid a 
high tribute to the work of Mrs. Frances 
Willard and Mrs. Cooper in their efforts 
for the uplifting of women.

some deadly drug. His eyes glared fiercely, 
and be trembled with suppressed excite 
mcnt. He appeared to know the physician, 
but to the doctor he was a complete 
stranger. 

"He told me he desired to see me urg- 
ently," said Dr. Wilcox in speaking of the 
affair. •'! readily detected that he was a 
morphine fiend, and, as 1 do not care to 
treat such patients, I told him he would 
have to go elsewhere. I entered the con- 
sulting-room, and. despite my protest, he 
followed me. I threatened to remove him 
by force, whereupon he burst into tears 
and begged I would give him only one 
'shot' of the drug. I hesitated, and, think- 
ing I was about to refuse for the second 
time, his manner became threatening. In 
the next moment I was in the presence of 
a veritable madman."

The 
madman's attention was now directed to- 
ward it, and in another moment be had 
possessed himself of it and was waving it 
with ferocious energy. 

"Give me morphine, or I will cut your 
heart out I" he hissed. 

Dr. Wilcox felt that be was in a tight 
place, but he did not lose his presence of 
mind or evince any fear whatever. He 
laughed at the fellow's threat, but he ad- 
mits the effort was a sicklv one. 

"I thought of calling for help," said he, 
"but I feared that would precipitate mat- 
ters. The fellow showed by iiis conduct 
that be thoipTht only of wreaking venge- 
ance on me, and in fact, he had forgotten 
all about morphine. I stood near my drug- 
case, and the first object that my eye 
rested upon was a six-ounce bottle of 
chloroform. I quickly grabbed it, and 
bad hardly done so when the liend made a 
lunge at me with the knife. I removed 
the cork, anil as he followed me I dashed 
some of the liquid into his face. It stopped 
him for a moment, and in the interval I 
soaked my handkerchief with the fluid. 
He sprang at me again, and the next in- 
stant I grabbed his right arm with my 
I left hand nnd with the other held the sat- 
I urated handkerchief over his mouth and 
nostrils. He struggled furiously, but as 
he was physically weak I succeeded in 
I holding nim long enough to give the 
chloroform a chance to do its work. It 
only took a minute, ami in the next mo- 
ment be sank to the floor completely 
anesthetized. I then gave him a 'shot' of 
morphine, and when he became conscious 
he disclaimed all knowledge of his attack 
upon me and left the otttce. I never saw 
him before, and hope never to see him 
again.' 

Dr. Wilcox escaped without a scratch, 
but his coat was badly cut. The incident, 
be says, was an exciting one which he 
will never forget.

Judge Troutt yesterday granted the non- 
suit prayed for in the suit of Wasserman 
against Sloss. The court prefaced his de- 
cision with an exhaustive review of the 
evidence leading thereto. The opinion 
contained the following: 

In the case of Wasserman vs. SIoss the de- 
fendant has moved lor a nonsuit based vir- 
tually on two grouuds. He urges that the con- 
tract set forth In the complaint contravenes 
public policy and hence thai plaintiff cannot 
obtain relief. And he urges also that the evi- 
dence adduced on the part of plaintiff is not 
sufficient to enable the court to declare a trust 
In any portion of the property received from 
plaintiff'. 

The plaintiff alleges substantially that in 
May, 1S68, he and the defendant were stock- 
holders of the Alaska Commercial Company, 
and that two certain leases, one of which had 
been issued to the company by the United 
States and the other by Russia, conferring cer- 
tain privileges in relation to seal-fishing, were 
about to expire; and that defendant then said 
to plaintiff that in order to renew said leases 
or either of them it would be necessary for de- 
feiidaut to be in such a position as to enable 
htm to interest certain persons high in au- 
thority and influence In the respective under- 
takings and w ith the respective Governments ; 
that all of the members of said company should 
be willing to make some sacrifices to that end, 
and that it would he Indispensable for defend- 
ant to leave a certain amount of stock of the 
old company nt his disposal, to be used by him 
in and about the procuring of the said new 
leases, and that said negotiations could not be 
successfully conducted by defendant unless he 
had the said shares of stock at his disposal to 
be used in the aforesaid manner. 

The decision then recited the facts that 
Wasserman had transferred 4IJ0 shares of 
| the capital stock of the company, and ulti- 
mately sold them at $80 a share to enable 
Wloss to succeed in obtaining the new 
leases. The decision then continues: 

At all times, and especially In these days 
when charges of bribery and corrupt conduct 
are made flippantly or seriously, maliciously 
or conscientiously, on the streets or in ihe pub- 
lic press, it becomes a court ot justice to view 
with distrust and carefully to construe any 
contract that aims to secure the aid of persons 
who are supposed to have personal influence 
with public officers. Contracts contemplating 
the use of secret influences with public officers 
or calculated to Induce the use of such influ- 
ence, or tending to introduce improper par* 
sonal solicitation or Influence as elements in 
the procurement of contracts from public offi- 
cers are held to be illegal aud void as against 
public policy. 

It has been said that the foundation of a re- 
public is the Virtue of its citizens. They are at 
once sovereigns and subjects. As the iouiida- 
lion is undermined ihe structure is weakened. 
The theory of our Government is that all pub- 
lic stations are trusts, aud that those clothed 
wilh them are to be animated In the discharge 
of their duties soleiy by considerations of right, 
justice and the public good. Hut there is a 
correlative duty resting upon the cttiten. In 
his intercourse with those m authority, whether 
executive or legislative, touching the per- 
formance of their functions he is bound to ex- 
hibit trust, frankness and integrity. Anv 
departure from the lines of rectitude in such 
cases is not only bad in morals, but involves a 
public wrong. 

The opinion of Mr. Justice Field was 
quoted to the effect that the courts refuse 
recognition to agreements against public 
IKjlicy ; also the famous decision in the 
case of Oscanyan vs. The Winchester Re- 
peating Arms Company, and similar de- 
cisions to the same effect. The decision 
concludes : 

From the evidence submitted in behalf of the 
plaiutlfl' in this action it clearly appears to the 
court thai in May, 1«S*. when plaintiff became 
a narty to the alleged contract, he was an in- 
lelligent and shrewd man, well acquainted 
wilh the ways of the world and thoroughly 
conversant wilh the affairs of the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company, and In construing the afore- 
said contract In the light of the authorities 
cited, the court feels satisfied that it is tainted 
with mural turpitude, aud thai the plaintiff, 
in the eye of the law, contemplated such an 
improper use of the stock which he transferred 
to defendant as would lend to contravene good 
morals and public policy. 

He who conies into a court of equity must 
come wilh clean hands. 
The motion for nonsuit is granted. 

The attorneys for the plaintiff, declare 
that this is only "first blood" for the de- 
fendant, as the case will be carried further.

silent' as the grave. The bells will be 
silent until Easter, when they will peal 
forth in honor of the resurrection. 

Archbishop Riordan preached a powerful 
sermon on the crucibxion at St. Mary's 
Cathedral in the evening. Theussemblaje 
was so large that there was not standing 
room in the edifice, and many listened to 
the discourse from the stone steps without. 
The Archbishop began by speaking of the 
last supper, and carried his listeners 
through all the sufferings of the Savior to 
his death on the cross. "He spoke of Christ 
as "the apostle of love who went forth to 
Calvary to redeem mankind." 

"And to-night," be said, "we come to 
the foot of the cross to meditate and to 
weep ; to learn how much he loved us ; to 
realize our own ingratitude for that love. 

"You all know about the passion of onr 
Lord. For nineteen hundred years the 
cross has been lifted up on high through- 
out the world as the symbol of God's love 
for man." . 

The Archbishop here most eloquently 
pictured the betrayal of the Savior, who, 
as prisoner, thongli the Son of God, "knelt 
beneath the olive trees and there began the 
agonies preceding his death"; how he 
"looked down the ages and foresaw the 
sfns of man throughout all time." 

The distinguished prelate here plunged 
into the condition of things at the time of 
the crucifixion, reviewing historical inci- 
dents in most graphic detail, and closed 
with a beautiful ami touching peroration 
on the last suffering of the Savior as he 
hung nailed to the cross. 

The Archbishop will celebrate the solemn 
high mass at the Cathedral on Easter Sun- 
day, and the following choir will render 
the musical services: Overture, orchestra; 
Haydn's third mass, the Imperial, with 
full orchestra and choir; offertory, "Kegina 
Cceli," P. Giorza. Theodore G. Vogt, con- 
ductor; Kobert A. Willig, leader of or- 
chestra; Everett Pomeroy, organist and 
director. In the evening Kosewig's Ves- 
pers will be sung. Choir— Sopranos, Mrs. 
F. E. Wilson, Miss L. Goodman, Miss E. 
M. Byrne, Miss M. H. Higgins, Miss M.

AN IMPRESSIVE GREEK RITUAL.; 

Services at the Russian Cathedral Celebrated 
by Bishop Nicolas. 
With all the ceremonious ritual of the 
established church of Greece there was 
held last night at the Russian cathedral 
the regular services of the day which is 
called Good Friday by the modern 
churches. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Nicolas of 
Alaska and the Aleutian Islands, the head 
of the Greek church here, performed the 
services in most solemn manner. Accord- 
ing to the Greek Kalends there is a varia- 
tion of time between the various days cele- 
brated by the church, but yesterday the 
Good Friday of the Greek church fell si- 
multaneously with that of the other re- 
ligious calendars, and as a natural conse- 
quence the cathedral on Powell street was 
crowded. 

* Every priest and aoolyte wore the full 
robes of bis office, and the air within the 
church, where all was decoration and 
color effects, was heavy with the incense 
being burned. Instead of calling it Good 
Friday, the Greek church called yesterday 
Holy and Great Saturday. The religious 
day 'does not begin until 7 o'clock, as the 
ritual says: "About the seventh hour the 
bells are rung for matins." 

Long before the bells had ceased to ring 
the cathedral was crowded. So strong was 
the religious sentiment that every other 
person in the building held a taper, or 
candle, burning. 

The highly decorated robes of the 
priests, the dimly lit cathedral and the 
heavy falling smoke from the censers, 
made a picture as unusual in this country 
as it was attractive. Throughout the 
service was the chanting undertone of 
the ritual. Not one person in the church, 
except those who had come to see and not 
to worship, failed to make the proper re- 
sponses. 

When in the course of the ritual the 
symbolical body of Christ was carried 
through the aisles not a whisper disturbed 
the silence of the church. In deliverv 
Bishop Nicolas was most solemn and 
effective, and the responses met his de- 
mands. 

It was after 10 o'clock when the arduous 
ritual was completed, and even then the 
congregation left reluctantly.

IHE WAY OF THE CROSS. 



Impressive Good Friday Ser- 
vices In the Catholic 
Churches. 



Archbishop Riordan Preaches on 
the Crucifixion at St. 
Mary's. 



The Good Friday services in the Catholic 
churches yesterday began at early dawn 
and lasted long into the night. -They were 
attended by great multitudes of people, 
and the scenes at the different places of 
worship were solemn and impressive. 

In the morning the Mass of the Pre- 
sauctilied was celebrated, and during the 
day and evening the Way of the Cross was 
recited. It was the day of the crucifixion ; 
the day on which the Son of God poured 
out his blood for the redemption of the 
world, and all Christians esteem the his- 
torical anniversary as of especial' sig- 
nificance. In England business is sus- 
pended and the day is observed as a sacred 
holiday. 

Probably the greatest throngs wefe seen 
at St. Ignatius Church. The large edifice 
was crowded. People, mostly women, 
passed in and out of the church during 
the day, and from 12 to 3 o'clock p, m.» the 
three hours' agony of the Savior on the 
cross, hundreds were unable to gain ad- 
mittance. The church was draped in pur- 
ple to mark the solemnity of the occasion, 
while a figure of the Savior, blood (lowing 
from his wounds, was fixed to 8 great cross 
at the altar. Here the Jesuit preacher. 
Rev. Father Woods, discoursed on the 
dying words of the crucified one. 

This devotion is new in San Francisco, 
anil is only observed at St. Ignatius Church, 
It is intended to commemorate the three 
hours, uring which our Lord suffered the 
agonizing tortures of the crucifixion, and 
was devised by Father Alphonsus Messia 
of the Society of Jesus, who first intro- 
duced it in "the city of Lima, in Peru, 
about the year 1715. It was soon spread 
through South America and Mexico, thence 
to Europe, and is now practiced in many 
churches throughout the Catholic world. 
It consists of a series of short discourses 
on the seven last words of our Lord on 
the cross, interspersed with sacred music, 
both vocal and instrumental, and with 
prayers appropriate to the occasion. Its 
object is to animate all faithful Christians 
to meet with grateful hearts the love of 
our Savior, Jesus Christ, who endured a 
three hours' bitter agony upon the cross; 
and to renew the memory of the verv day 
and the verv hours in which he suffered 
death. 

Another striking incident of the Good 
Friday services was the silence of the bells. 
They "had not been rung since Holy 
Thursday. The whole service was intended 
to represent the sorrow and gloom of the 
world, and everything was as hushed and

LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 



The Question of Free Access to Books 
Considered. 

At a meeting of the Library Association 
last evening the free access to the shelves 
of public libraries was the topic under dis- 
cussion. 

J. J. Rowell, librarian of the State Uni- 
versity, presided, and before opening the 
discussion Dr. Edward R. Taylor delivered 
a brief address, in which the advantages of 
organizations for library workers were out- 
lined. He spoke of the good to be derived 
from nieetintrs where a general interchange 
of ideas on the subject of library work 
could be indnltred in. He argued for closer 
association, more frequent meetings and 
wider discussion relating to library matters 
in general. 

George D. Clarke, librarian of the San 
Francisco Free Public Library, then read a 
paper on the subject under consideration, 
which was a presentation of the methods 
in vogue in the large libraries of the East. 
He quoted reports to show that free access 
to shelves had in some instances proved 
satisfactory, while in other cases it had 
been fbdud detrimental. 

J. W. Harborne of the Alameda Library 
made a strong argument for free access to 
the books bv patrons. 

He was followed bv H. F. Petersen of 
the Oakland Free Public Library, who was 
fn favor of limited access." His idea 
was to cover the books with a screen or net- 
work, this permitting the books to be 
viewed by the patrons, but not handled. 

E. H. Woodruff, librarian of Stanford 
University, took a different view of the 
matter, he was for the catalogue system 
first, last and all the time, and did not be- 
lieve in allowing free access to the shelves.

Report of the Number of Pupils 
and Attendance Up to 
Date. 



Superintendent Moulder of the Public 

Schools has issued a circular to the princi- 
pals of all the public schools of the city, 
calling; upon them to submit to him a list 
of such books as they may most desire for 
the libraries of the several schools. 

The fund at the disposal of the Superin- 
tendent for the purchase of books is a little 
over $3500. With this he expects to pur- 
chase about 5000 books. 

He has called for a report of the average 
attendance at the schools, and rinds it to 
be a little over 35.000. He has, therefore, 
advised the principals to file their requisi- 
tion based upon an average of 10 cents for 
every pupil in their respective schools. 
Another list of books is called for, based 
upon an average of 2 cents per pupU, the 
books to go into the teachers' reference li- 
brary in the rooms of tue Superintendent. 

The Superintendent has arranged a plan 
bv which the principal making the requi- 
sition for the book shall have a first claim 
upon it. and be entitled to its use for an in- 
definite period. 

Following is the report of the number of 
pupils belonging to the schools and the 
average of their attendance, as prepared 
by Assistant Secretary Wade, and upon 
which the apportionment of books will be 
made:

Local Democrats do not look upon the 
retirement of Chief Justice Stephen J. 
Field as likely to take place soon. That 
pressure is being brought to bear to in- 
duce him to retire, they say, may be true, 
but when it would be as a punishment for 
doing what he considered his duty they 
think he will hardly yield. 

Chief Justice Field was the one member 
of the Supreme bench who declared against 
the income tax bill as a whole. His opinion 
was uncompromising in the directness of 
its denunciation. As the measure is dis- 
tinctly one of the administration's its 
friends were naturally highly incensed. 
They urged that since Mr. Field opposed 
the plans of the President he should have 
the courtesy to retire and give place to a 
friendly man. 

Some time ago Field made known his 
intention of retiring. He changed his 
mind, but that circumstance gave credit to 
the rumor that he was about to yield to 
the demands of his enemies and carry out 
his first decision. 

"Justice Field will not resign," was 
what Governor Budd had to say about the 
matter. "This is the first I have heard of 
the mutter, but I tell you I don't think he 
is going to retire just yet. 

"Who would probably succeed him if he 
should withdraw from his position ? Well, 
I tell you, I don't think he'll withdraw. 
But if heshotijd there is only one lotfical 
successor. That is William T. Wallace. 

"I consider Judge Wallace the foremost 
jurist of this country to-dav." continued 
the Governor with warmth. "There is not 
another man who could so nobly fill the 
place as he. Of keen insight, he "is a man 
of broad learning, with the experience and 
moral stamina indispensable for a member 
of the Supreme Bench of the United 
States." 

Congressman James G. Maguire shook 
his head when he heard of the gossip con- 
cerning the Chief Justice. He, too, was 
quite certain that Mr. Field had absolutely 
no intention of retiring. 

When it rarae to available material in 
the Democratic ranks for a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, he hesitated. Then he 
made the surprising statement that he did 
not feel capaWe of saving who might be 
chosen, as the jurists who had won renown 
would, he thought, most of them be un- 
available because of their advanced age. 

"First of all comes Judge Wallace," he 
said. "But he is now 88, I think. Of 
course there can be no question as to his 
pre-eminent ability. There can also be as 
little doubt ahout the fact that he is reach- 
ing the period in life when jurists gener- 
ally retire. 

"Jaekson Temple und E. W. McKinstry 
have both won fame among lawyers. 
Either would grace the position, yet Doth 
are close to 70 years of age. 

"Since the Senate refused to confirm the 
appointment of Judge Porter solely on the 
ground that he was 6S years old the matter 
of age has come to be considered. In view 
of this action I think it is probable that no 
man overtfo years of age will be considered. 
To name one of the younger men would 
force me to choose some one from the bar, 
as I believe the Supreme Court of Cali- 
fornia has no Democrats among its mem- 
bers at present. 

"I would not want to do this," he added 
thoughtfully. "It would cause invidious 
comparisons that would perhaps be un- 
just. Besides it would he a matter of 
naming my personal friends." 

Many Democratic attorneys and poli- 
ticians were seen. Without exception 
they announced their preference for Judge 
Wallace if a successor was to he chosen to 
Field. It was evident from the tenor of 
their replies, however, that they were not 
prepared to join in any demand upon 
Field to resign.

Another step was made in the progress | 
of the San Francisco and San Joaquin Val- 
ley road yesterday, when the Harbor Com- 1 
missioners submitted a draft of the lease 
to the China Basin terminal. The docu- 
ment is a modification of the paper sub- I 



estate hereby granted nor the improvements 
that may be erected on said demised premises 
shall ever be mortgaged, hypothecated, in- 
cumbered In any manner or to any extent 
charged with any debt save and except such 
tax charges as may be levied by the national, 
Plate or municipal governments; and any at-

"I want to explain my reasons for this 
amendment," said his Honor. "This 
lease is to be made for fifty vears to a cor- 
poration for a competing railroad.

But the 
present stockholders may lock up their 
stock for five or ten years and then get 
tired of holding it. V hile not reflecting 
on the gentlemen connected with this 
enterprise, the stock might pass into other 
hands and a monopoly might be formed." 

"But vour Honor, objected Attorney 
Preston," "yon have made the question of 
subletting so broad that we could not rent 
a restaurant." 

"This amendment is merely the embodi- 
ment of suggestions I have to make," said 
the Mayor. "I offered it to invite dis- 
cussion."" 

"I move that the amendment be re- 
ferred to the committee," said the Gover- 
nor, and it was so ordered. 

"Is the Mavor on that committee?" 
asked Mr. Preston of the Governor. 

"No," said his Excellency; "only Mr. 
Colnon and the three attorneys." 

"Would it not be wise to have the Mayor 
on as the city's representative?" 

The idea was acted upon and President 
Colnon asked Mr. Sutro if he would serve. 

"No, I most decline," repliedthe Mayor. 
"I reallv haven't the time.

BIMETALLISM GAINING FAV0E. 



Silver Is the Oncoming Ques- 
tion—The National Conven- 
tion. 



Senator Stephen B. Elkins of West Vir- 
ginia, who has been in the southern part 
of the State for some time, arrived at the 
Palace yesterday with his family. This is 
the Senator's first visit to California, al- 
though he was for a long time a neighbor, 
living in New Mexico, where he accumu- 
lated a fortune, and from where he went to 
Congress as the Territorial representative. 
He was a member of the National Repub- 
lican Committee from 1872 to 1884, and a 
member of Harrison's Cabinet. He was 
always one of the most ardent supporters 
for the Presidency of Blaine, after whom 
one of his sons is named. 

Mr. Elkins is very enthusiastic over 
what he has seen in California, and says 
that his visit is a revelation to him. "You 




one through international agreement, bat 
while we can't get that we want to do the 
best we can without it. 

"1 was amazed to see in Mexico that they 
had such surprising prosperity with silver 
worth half what it was and the money of 
the country. It is one of the most inter- 
esting problems of the silver question. 
Smelters and refineries were going full 
blast, and there was a bustle about all 
business that was surprising. Of course, it 
is true that the depression in silver does 
not affect them as to exports and imports, 
for that is a trade that balances, but they 
do feel it when they come to pay interest 
on their bonds. 

"The silver question is the oncoming 
question and I am sure that the Republi- 
can party will do what it can for silver. 
The feeling in favor of bimetallism is grow- 
ing and the United States is not going to 
give it up until the largest possible amount 
of sound monev is put in circulation. 

Speaking of holding the Republican con- 
vention here he said: "1 don t know but it 
would be a good thing to hold the national 
convention in San Francisco. Of course it 
would be a long distance to come and the 
expense wouid be considerable to some of 
the delegates. But California has been 
'verv good to us, sneaking from a political 
standpoint, and she should receive consid- 
eration at our hands. Then bringing a 
I large number of influential men to Cali- 
< fornia would do a great deal of good. We 
| don't understand California at all in the 
I East and have no appreciation of its great- 
ness and wealth in resources. Most of 
them are like me. 
"I have liyed near California for a long 
I time and heard a great deal about it and 
supposed that I knew something of the 
State, but this visit has opened my eyes. I 
have been amazed at your resources and 
cannot say too much in praise of your 
climate, your flowers and vour scenery. 

"Of course I can't tell who is likely to be 
nominated by the Republicans. Reed, 
McKinlcy and Allison are most talked 
about. The prospects of the party are 
very good now and there is not much 
chance to make any mistakes that can in- 
jure them, for Cleveland is there to pre- 
vent any legislation that would be apt to 
hurt ns. If we hojd our present position 
we are bound to win. The Democratic 
party seems to be very poor in material for 
Presidential candidates. Gorman, 1 think, 
is the strongest man they have, but Cleve- 
land may fight him." 

In it 
were incorporated the suggestions of the 
Governor, Mayor, Commissioners and ex- 
Attorney Stratton of the board.

Governor Budd. Mayor Sutro and the 
Board of Harbor Commissioners met yes- 
terday morning to consider the lease. 
John D. Spreckels and Attorney E. F. 
Preston, representing the road, were pres- 
ent and were invited to join the confer- 
ence. President Colnon calle d the meet- 
ing to order, and explained that it had 
been called for the purpose of formulating 
b lease which would afford every advan- 
tage to the new road and, at the same 
time, protect the interests of the State. 
With that end in view, Mr. Colnon said, 
an informal meeting of the board had been 
held on Thursday afternoon, the Governor 
being present, at which the copy' of the 
1 ease submitted by Attorney Preston bad 
been considered. A number of modifica- 
tions to Mr. Preston's document had been 
suggested, and the suggestions would now 
be offered for the consideration of the 
entire board and the representatives of the 
railroad company. 

On motion of Governor Budd the entire 
matter was referred to a committee, con- 
sisting of Attorney Tirey L. Ford of the 
board; F. S. Stratton, ex-attorney of the 
board ; Attorney-General Fitzgerald and 
President E. L. Colnon. This committee 
was instructed to confer with the represen- 
tatives of the San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley road, by which name the 
competing road is to be designated in all 
dealings with the board, and report to the 
board at some future time. The Governor 
also suggested that the committee in- 
corporate in tne lease the definition of ter- 
minal facilities, so that both the board and 
the company will know the exact meaning 
of the term. Mr. Stratton had some sug- 
gestions to offer, which were embodied in 
the modification of Mr. Preston's draft of 
the lease. 

Mayor Sutro, who was not present at the 
informal meeting on Thursday afternoon, 
had an amendment of his own to offer. 
He moved that that portion of Mr. Pres- 
ton's copy be stricken out which read as 
follows : 

Provided further. That nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to affect the right of 
the jieople of the State of California or the 
Board of State Harbor Commissioners from 
collecting wharfage, dockage and tolls in the 
general rates and charges established by said 
board at any seawall, pier, slip or wharf con- 
structed in or about said demised premises by 
said Board of State Harbor Commissioners. 

And the following amendment be in- 
aerted : 

It is agreed that nothing herein contained 
■hall abridge the right of the State of Califor- 
nia through iu proper officers to collect wharf- 
age, or dockage, or tolls, or all lawful charges 
upon shipping, or merchandise, or both at any 
seawall, pfer, slip or wharf constructed at said 
premises by the lestee. 

It Is further agreed that neither the lease nor 
any of the rights hereinunder shall ever be 
assigned or be sublet as a whole or in part. If 
the lessee corporation shall at any time during 
the term of this lease, directly or indirectly, 
tall under the ownership, management or con- 
trol ol any railroad corporation or the stock- 
holder or stockholders ol any such corporation 
having terminal facilities anywhere upon or 
adjacent to the water front of the city of San 
Francisco, or if the ownership, management or 
control of said lessee corporation becomes 
vested in any railroad corporation having such i 
terminal facilities or the stockholder or stock- ' 
holders thereof, or If the said lessee corpora- I 
tion shall enter into any combination, pool or I 
trust for the purpose of regulating fares and i 
freights or for the purpose of pre- ! 
venting or limiting competition with any 
railroad corporation or individual having rail- j 
road terminal facilities upon or adjacent to the j 
water front of the city of San Francisco where- ' 
by any of the advantages resulting from this 
lease shall Inure either directly or Indirectly to ! 
anch corporations or individuals so holding 
auch terminal facilities, or If any said lessee !

The Dlreotors Pay Cash for Twenty Miles 

of Track. 

Besides watching the lease of China 
Basin for terminal facilities the valley road 
directors transacted very important busi- 
ness yesterday before luncheon. In a 
brief and informal session they showed 
that they mean business, and what they 
did will go a long way toward establishing 
absolute confidence in the management of 
the competing railway. 

They audited bills for 2000 tons of steel 
rails, and angle-irons and spikes necessary 
for fastening the rails, and ordered the 
total amount paid at once. So it may be 
soen that no time is lost by the board of 
directors, wno are paying cash for sup- 
plies and thereby saving considerable of 
the people's money. 

The rails will "be sufficient to cover 
twenty miles of track, and are now on the 
way via Cape Horn on the steamer Wash- 
tinaw. By the time these supplies reach 
here the valley road will have its locomo- 
tives and construction trains on the ground 
at Stockton, ready to proceed at once wifh 
building material to the front. 

The other bills ordered paid were for 
fitting up the main offices of the company 
at 331 Market street, and also for salaries 



tine style of architecture. The principal 
features of the erection were to be lofty 
minarets, a broad entrance and a string of 
Moorish arches below the spring of the 
roof. 

The lot of land chosen as a site for the 
synagogue is 60x137 feet, and the building 
was designed to cover all but 17 feet in the 
rear.

As 
soon as we build we propose to elect a minister 
at a salary of say $250 per month. This we are 
in hopes of doing by the Hebrew New Year. 

We have received'much assistance from our 
Christian fellow-citizens, and His a pity the 
Hebrews of San Francisco are not as energetic 
as those of Baltimore, who have in the past 
year erected four synagogues at a total cost of 
about $805,000.

The Coptic Arrives From China 
With Smallpox on 
Board. 



Cabin Passengers May Be Rel eased 
To- Day —The Silk Cargo 
Landed. 



The Occidental and Oriental steamer 
Coptic arrived in port yesterday from 
China and Japan. The coming of the 
Coptic has been awaited with considerable 
interest, for it is many years since she was 
here and since that time she has been 
practically rebuilt. She has been put on 
the China run to take the place of the 
Oceanic, which was sent home to England 
for extensive repairs. Those who hoped 
to inspect the new steamer were disap- 
pointed, for she came into port flying the 
yellow flac, and the vessel and her pas- 
sengers were ordered into quarantine. 

The Coptic arrived early yesterday morn- 
ing, and Quarantine Officer Lawlor 
boarded her off Meiggs wharf, where she 
dropped anchor. Two cases of smallpox 
had been discovered on the trip, one of 
which was found to be of the most viru- 
lent type. t)r. Lawlor ordered Captain 
Lindsay to steam to the Angel Island 
quarantine station, and during the trip the 
cargo was fumigated. 

There were 406 bales of raw silk on board 
and the Occidental and Oriental Company 
was desirous of getting the stuff ashore 
with all possible expediency as in its 
handling time meant money. The silk is 
intended for the East, and every bale was 
taken off and sent along toward its destin- 
ation last night. The tug Fearless was 
pressed into service and she made several 
trips to and from the quarantine grounds 
during the aay. The tug also assisted in 
the transfer of the steerage passengers 
from the steamer to the island. The cabin

In the steerage were 214 Chinese and 38 
Japanese, and with the crew there are in 
all 257 people in the quarantine station. 
The smallpox first broke out on board on 
the 5th inst. A Chinese fireman named 
Ah Hee developed unmistakable avmii- 
toms of the dread disease, and Surgeon 
Meloney, upon examining him, pro- 
nounced his case the worst he ever saw. 
The surgeon lost no time in isolating Ah 
Hee, and then proceeded to vaccinate all 
the passengers. In going through the 
steerage, the doctor discovered that Chim 
Chiang, another fireman, had a slight 
touch of the disease. Chim was also iso- 
lated, and Meloney barred all the doors so 
that the cabin passengers could onlv go 
on the hurricane deck. Thanks to" the 
doctor's prompt action, the spread of con- 
tagion was nipped in the bud, and no 
other cases were developed. 

The steerage passengers will remain in 
quarantine for seven days if no new cases 
are discovered. The Coptic brings the 
greatest number of Chinese which has 
arrived here in a year. Of the batch of 214 
there were "3 for'this city, the balance be- 
ing destined for Panama and Havana. 
They are all merchants.
